The  death  of  Sr.  Virginia  Therese  Callahan  on 
October  1st,  although  not  unexpected,  left  the  entire 
college  community  with  a  tremendous  sense  of  loss.  We 
are  all  conservators  of  our  own  special  memories  of  her. 
There  is  little  that  we  can  add  to  the  report  in  245,  but 
below  are  some  reflections  for  us  to  ponder,  which  Sr. 
Mary  Florence  Burns  read  at  a  Mass  for  Sr.  Virginia,  on 
November  6th  at  the  Patchogue  Campus. 

At  this  moment  when  we  are  so  close  to  the  Lord  and  so 
conscious  of  the  Communion  of  Saints,  we  pause  to 
reflect.  In  a  few  minutes  we  will  hear  the  familiar  words, 
"Let  us  go  forth  to  love  and  serve  the  Lord  and  one 
another."  And  from  infinite  power  and  mystery  we  will  go 
forth  to  our  every  day  lives.  .  .  to  try  to  bring  with  us  into 
our  world  a  touch  of  the  grace  of  the  infinite. 

The  rythm  of  this  movement  from  mystery  to  the  reality 
we  know  formed  the  pattern  of  Sistei  Virginia's  life,  but 
was  illuminated  for  all  of  us  in  the  last  few  months 
particularly.  She  who  remained  unstinting  with  her  time 
until  the  end,  nonetheless  scheduled  her  time  so  that 
nothing  interfered  with  her  daily  liturgy.  And  for 
Virginia,  it  was  liturgy,  the  celebration  of  the  life,  death, 
and  resurrection  of  Christ,  the  flow  of  God's  life  into  us 
through  Sacrifice  and  Sacrament,  the  "richness,"  as  she 
called  it,  of  God's  love  and  mercy,  and  the  richness  of  our 
mysterious  participation  in  His  life  and  in  His  work. 

For  Virginia,  there  was  no  separation  between  deep 
thought  and  vigorous  action;  one  naturally  and  apparently 
effortlessly  led  into  the  other,  as  deep  faith  in  God  led 
inevitably  to  concern  for  others.  The  only  astonishing 
thing  about  the  last  months  was  the  revelation,  the 
illumination,  of  the  profound  depth  of  her  faith  and  trust 
in  the  unseen  God  of  her  life;  and  with  it,  a  remarkably 
different  attitude  toward  time.  So  frequently,  before  her 
illness,  she  had  said,  "There  is  never  enough  time  to  do  all 
that  we  ought  to  be  doing,"  or  "We  have  to  stop  now 
because  it's  time  to  go."  In  the  last  months,  she  never 
spoke  of  not  having  enough  time.  Instead  she  spoke 
always  with  great  assurance  of  the  people  she  loved  and  of 
the  College  as  carrying  forward  the  work  entrusted  to  us. 


As  we  leave  here  today,  each  of  us  carries  within  a 
special  relationship  to  Virginia,  a  special  memory,  a 
special  image.  Virginia  herself  loved  images  and  poetic 
expressions  which  can  be  held  up,  like  a  glass  of  red  wine 
to  the  light,  to  provide  beauty  and  reflection.  Since 
October  1st,  certain  lines  of  familiar  poetry  have  taken  on 
new  meaning  for  me  as  capturing  something  of  Virginia's 
life  and  spirit  and  expressing  something  of  the  richness  of 
her  personality  and  the  heritage  which  she  has  bequeathed 
to  us.  Perhaps  these  lines  will  suggest  others  to  you. 

(1)  "The  readiness  is  all."  She  once  asked  about  the 
significance  of  that  line  from  Shakespeare.  In  context, 
Hamlet  knows  there  is  little  chance  that  he  will  escape 
death.  He  muses  that  "if  it  be  not  now,  yet  it  will 
come;  the  readiness  is  all." 

In  the  last  months,  every  day  brought  unexpected 
changes  and  limitations,  and  there  was  no  asurance  of 
another  day.  "The  readiness  is  all." 

(2)  Her  basic  stance  toward  life  explained  the  meaning  of 
the  lines  in  Deuteronomy: 

"I  set  before  you  life  and  death;  choose  life." 
Most  people  saw  Virginia  as  strong  and  eminently 
successful.  .  .  and  she  was.  Very  few  even  knew  of 
problems,  disappointments,  hurts,  failures.  She  re- 
fused to  be  imprisoned  by  them.  She  woidd  say, 
"There  comes  a  point  at  which  you  have  to  take  life 
into  your  own  hands  or  at  least  determine  your 
response  and  the  quality  of  your  life."  She  pushed 
aside  misunderstandings,  hurts,  mistakes.  .  .  and 
forged  ahead  to  make  life  better  for  herself  and  others 
so  that  ultimately  we  can  more  easily  love  the  Lord. 

(3)  And  Robert  Frost,  "Stopping  by  Woods  on  a  Snowy 
Evening": 

The  woods  are  lovely,  dark  and  deep 
But  I  have  promises  to  keep 
And  miles  to  go  before  I  sleep. 
The  pause  to  enjoy  and  thus  renewed,  to  press  on.  .  . 
whether  to  the  many   trips  on   the  L.I.E.,  or  the 
programs  to  be  designed,  or  the  little  notes  to  be 
written.  "And  miles  to  go  before  I  sleep."

Kathleen  McCaffery  Semergieff,  PhD  '67 


Last  August,  at  a  meeting  of  the  East  Rockaway  Board  of 
Education,  Dr.  Kathleen  McCaffery  Semergieff  was  appointed 
principal  of  East  Rockaway  High  School,  effective  August  1 , 
1985.  Board  members  welcomed  her  warmly  and  Dr. 
Semergieff  assured  them  that  she  looked  forward  to  a  long, 
productive  time  with  them  and  to  improving  the  education  of 
the  district. 

Kathleen  McCaffery,  a  graduate  of  our  Lady  of  Wisdom 
High  School,  matriculated  at  St.  Joseph's  College  in  1963, 
and  in  1967  was  awarded  a  bachelor  of  arts  degree  with 
departmental  honors.  As  a  History  major,  Kathleen  decided 
to  specialize  in  Chinese  History.  She  was  influenced  by  Sr. 
Joseph  Damien  who  had  studied  in  China  on  a  Fulbright 
Grant.  Looking  ahead  to  postgraduate  studies,  Kathleen,  in 
her  junior  year  took  12  credits  in  the  Chinese  Language  at  St. 
John's  University.  She  was  later  awarded  a  graduate 
assistantship  to  St.  John's  where  she  received  a  master's 
degree  in  Chinese  Language  in  1969. 

Kathleen's  teaching  career  began  in  1968,  when  she  taught 
7th  and  8th  grades  in  St.  Thomas,  the  Apostle,  in  Woodhaven. 
While  there,  she  heard  of  an  opening  in  the  Sewanaka  District 
in  Nassau  County,  for  which  she  applied.  She  was  accepted 
for  a  full-time  teaching  jobat  New  Hyde  Park  High  School  in 
September  1969,  where  she  taught  until  1975.  It  was  during 
this  time  that  she  realized  that  she  needed  more  studz  in  the 
Chinese  language  in  order  to  proceed  with  a  doctoral 
program.  Kathleen  took  a  two-year  leave  of  absence  to  study 


Chinese  at  Middlebury  College  in  Vermont,  and  to  deal  with 
her  thesis. 

In  1977,  Kathleen  McCaffery  returned  to  teaching  in  the 
same  school  district.  She  taught  European  History  to 
advance-placement  classes  at  Elmont  Memorial  High  School. 
In  1980  she  was  asked  to  head  a  district-wide  committee  to 
investigate  and  develop  a  program  for  Gifted/Talented 
students  for  the  six  high  schools  of  the  Sewanaka  district.  The 
following  year  she  was  named  coordinator  of  the  Gifted/  - 
Talented  program  and  she  began  to  implement  it  in  grades 
7 — 12  throughout  the  district. 

In  the  meantime,  Kathleen  wrote  and  finished  her  doctoral 
thesis  and  in  1981  was  awarded  a  PhD.  in  Chinese  History  by 
St.  John's  University.  Her  thesis  was  "The  Changing  Role  of 
Women  in  the  People's  Republic  of  China  1947 — 1969."  This 
was  a  time  for  decision.  Should  she  go  into  industry  or 
banking,  or  remain  in  education?  After  some  investigation, 
Kathleen  opted  for  education  and  in  1982  completed 
requirements  for  a  Professional  Diploma  in  Education, 
Administration  and  Supervision. 

In  the  summer  of  1983,  Kathleen  McCaffery  Semergieff 
became  principal  of  the  Sewanaka  District  Summer  School, 
which  served  1400  students.  In  August  she  accepted  an 
appointment  as  Assistant  Principal  of  Lawrence  High 
School,  in  the  Lawrence  School  District,  where  she  served 
until  her  present  appointment. 

Dr.  Semergieff  resides  in  Park  Slope,  Brooklyn,  with  her 
husband,  Christopher  Sermergieff,  a  figurative  artist.

(4)     Finally,  the  theme  of  her  life,  expressed  in  Mary's 
words: 

Behold  the  Handmaid  of  the  Lord 
Be  it  done  unto  me  according  to  your  word. 
And  we  hear  the  words,  not  as  passive,  but  as  dynamic, 
and  we  come  to  understand  Mary  better: 

•  strong  and  humbly  self-confident 

•  willing  to  risk  the  unknown 

•  responding  to  difficulties  not  as  obstacles  but  as 
challenges  and  opportunities; 


•  with  faith  and  trust  and  love  in  the  Lord  who  calls; 

•  confident  that  God's  work  can  be  done  by  us  and 
His  love  reflected  through  us. 

We  pray  that  we  may  share  in  her  spirit  of  living  life 
to  the  full  and  returning  it  to  the  Lord  with  open 
hands.  And  we  pray  that  she  will  continue  to  inspire 
us  with  confidence  in  our  ability  to  do  the  work  of  the 
Lord.  .  .  to  go  forth  to  love  and  serve  Him  and  one 
another.

Faculty,  students  and  staff  at  the  college  were  shocked  and 
saddened  by  the  sudden  death  of  Sr.  St.  Francis  Dilgen, 
Professor  of  Chemistry,  on  December  1st  1985.  Classes  were 
cancelled  on  Thursday  morning  so  that  all  might  attend  the 
Mass  of  the  Resurrection  at  St.  Francis  Xavier  Church. 

"This  morning  when  I  spoke  with  the  students  in  Sister  St. 
Francis'  organic  chemistry  class,"  wrote  Sr.  Mary  Florence  in 
a  memoon  December  2nd,  "I  was  in  awe  of  her  organizational 
ability  and  dedication  as  a  teacher.  Her  class  is  absolutely  on 
schedule  according  to  the  course  outline.  Next  week  was  to  be 
review  and  time  for  questions  before  the  final  exams.  The 
class  marks  are  in  place."  Sr.  Mary  Florence  also  writes  of  the 
many  contributions  that  Sr.  St.  Francis  made  to  St.  Joseph 
College. 

When  Sister  St.  Francis  joined  the  faculty  in  1957,  she 
already  had  significant  academic  achievements  to  her  credit. 
With  a  B.S.  in  Chemistry,  summacum  laude,  from  St.  John's 
University,  she  was  awarded  a  teaching  fellowship  at 
Fordham  University  and  within  five  years,  earned  both  her 
Master's  and  her  doctorate  in  Organic  Chemistry. 

Early  in  her  teaching  career  at  SJC,  she  undertook  to 
involve  Chemistry  majors  in  serious  scientific  research.  For 
four  consecutive  years,  she  applied  for  and  received  grants 
from  the  National  Science  Foundation  and  served  as  Director 
on  campus  for  the  prestigious  Undergraduate  Research 
Participation  Program  in  organic  chemistry.  The  results 
were  impressive  at  the  time,  and  influenced  the  scientific 
careers  of  some  of  her  students.  In  more  recent  years,  she  has 
prepared  students  to  participate  in  the  summer  programs  at 
Oak  Ridge. 

When  we  opened  the  Suffolk  Campus,  Sister  St.  Francis 
traveled  to  Brentwood  to  teach  core  courses  in  Chemistry. 
Later,  she  taught  in  Patchogue,  then  developed  the  sequence 
of  courses  in  Chemistry  to  support  the  Biology  major  and 
worked  closely  with  faculty  in  Patchogue  to  strengthen  the 
program. 

As  Chairperson  of  the  Physical  Sciences  Department,  over 
the  years  she  worked  out  informal  relationships  with  Pratt 
Institute,  Polytechnic  of  New  York,  and  Hunter  College,  all 
of  which  proved  advantageous  to  the  students.  In  addition,  in 
1975 — 76,  as  Chairperson  of  the  Pre-Medical  Advisory 


Committee,  she  led  the  way  to  a  broadening  of  the  purview  of 
the  committee,  now  the  Health  Professions  Committee.  She 
initiated  the  rather  sophisticated  procedures  through  which 
that  Committee  now  plays  a  significant  role  in  the  success  of 
the  students  in  gaining  admission  to  Medical  School  and  to 
Nursing  Programs. 

Her  commitment  to  the  academic  and  intellectual  life 
prompted  her  to  a  constant  stretching  of  her  own  horizons 
through  ongoing  study:  summer  courses  and  research  at 
Oklahoma  State  University;  University  of  North  Carolina, 
Chapel  Hill;  University  of  Michigan;  State  University  of 
North  Carolina,  among  others.  In  the  summer  of  1983,  she 
attended  an  intensive  ACS  Workshop  on  Computers  in 
Chemistry  at  Syracuse  University  and  a  workshop  on 
Freedom  and  Economics  at  Valley  Forge,  Pennsylvania.  In 
spring  1985,  she  participated  in  the  New  York  University 
Faculty  Resources  Network  Program.  Her  cooperative 
research  with  other  scientists  has  been  published  in  the 
Journal  of  Organic  Chemistry,  and  she  has  presented  papers 
at  national  and  regional  meetings  of  the  American  Chemical 
Society.  She  also  encouraged  student  participation  at  the  ACS 
meetings. 

Sister  St.  Francis  was  clearly  a  many  faceted  person: 
artistically  talented,  searching,  philosophical,  highly  in- 
tellectual in  her  approach  to  life;  a  very  gifted  teacher; 
intensely  concerned  about  issues  of  peace  and  justice;  deeply 
spiritual  in  the  tradition  of  her  patron,  St.  Francis  of  Assisi. 
Her  one  year  away  from  St.  Joseph's  College  was  spent  in 
1973—74  in  Bethel,  the  House  of  Prayer  of  the  Sisters  of  St. 
Joseph.  She  returned  to  the  college  reinvigorated  and 
rededicated. 

In  addition  to  the  contributions  in  the  academic  sphere,  for 
more  than  25  years  Sister  has  consistently  given  her  time, 
talent,  and  energy  to  service  of  others.  She  has  been  involved 
with  the  Valois  Guild  for  the  Physically  Handicapped  and 
with  summer  work  with  deaf  and  retarded  children.  In  a 
particular  way,  Sister's  love  of  humanity  and  her  awareness  of 
the  beauty  of  creation  have  prompted  her  to  become  a  leader 
of  the  movement  for  peace  and  justice  both  on  and  off 
campus. 


Michael  P.  Jeffrey  85GS 

Michael  Jeffrey  is  a  man  of  many  interests  and  involve- 
ments. A  practicing  dental  technologist,  he  is  also 
employed  in  one  of  the  city's  health  institutions  in  an  area 
which  he  hopes  to  pursue  in  the  Diagnostic  Related 
Group  (DRG).  He  is  a  columnist  and  news  reporter  for 
Caribbeat  newspaper  and  a  free  lance  writer  for  Carib 
News.  Dedicated  to  furthering  the  best  interests  of  his 
native  country,  Grenada,  Michael  Jeffrey  has  served  as 
Vice  President  and  President  of  Citizens  and  Friends  of 
Grenada,  Treasurer  of  Grenada  Development  Committee, 
Secretary  of  Carriacou  Regatta,  Director  of  Caribbean 
Artists  Exposure,  Vice-president  and  Public  Relations 
Officer  of  Grenada  Democartic  Movement,  Member  of  the 
Committee  to  organize  Grenada's  entry  into  the  United 
Nations  in  1974. 

Born  in  Grenada,  Mr.  Jeffrey  had  his  early  schooling 
there,  until  he  was  selected  to  serve  in  the  West  India 
Armed  Forces,  established  for  the  defense  of  the  West 
Indies,  and  based  in  Jamaica.  While  serving  in  the 
military,  he  also  attended  school  at  night,  concentrating 
on  political  science  and  political  history  at  the  extra  mural 
department,  a  branch  of  West  Indies  University.  While 
there  he  became  involved,  also,  in  social  services  and 
volunteered  at  the  YMCA  and  in  youth  groups,  sponsored 
by  the  government  to  get  youth  off  the  streets  and  into 
helpful  activities  and  involvements. 

In  1967,  Michael  came  to  the  United  States  where  he 
enrolled  in  a  two-year  course  at  New  York  School  of 
Dental  Technology.  A  good  student,  Michael  received  two 
certificates  for  classroom  participation.  He  graduated  in 
1970  and  worked  as  a  dental  technician  and  is  now 
manager  of  Ardent  Dental  Laboratories.  Michael  Jeffrey 
applied  for  admission  to  St.  Joseph's  General  Studies 
Division  in  1981  and  took  129  credits,  receiving  his 
Bachelor  of  Science  in  Health  Administration  in  1985.  He 
also  received  a  certificate  in  Mental  Health  Counseling,  a 
certificate  in  Service  Method  of  Teaching  and  one  in 
Business  Management,  as  well  as  a  diploma  in  Diagnostic 
Related  Group  which  was  sponsored  by  Caribbean- 
American  Nurses  Asociation  in  conjunction  with  the 
college. 

Reflecting  on  his  18  years  in  the  United  States,  Michael 
recalls  his  early  days  of  working  and  attending  night 
school.  He  studied  political  campaign  techniques  for 
which  he  received  a  diploma  and  he  again  became 
involved  with  youth  groups  and  with  YMCA  youth 
projects.  He  is  a  radio  newscaster  and  interviewer  on

Health  at  Sunrise,  which  is  hosted  by  Rudy  Duckett. 
Michael  also  hosted  a  radio  program  Caribbean  Spectrum, 
in  which  he  interviewed  a  cross-section  of  community 
people.  Among  them  were  Dr.  Thomas  Travis,  Dr.  Maude 
Robinson,  Professor  Eileen  Mullen,  Professor  Hayward 
Gill,  and  Carol  Hines  and  Carlos  Fields  of  the  Student 
Advisory  Council  of  St.  Joseph's  College.  It  was  a 
program  featuring  the  General  Studies  Program  at  the 
college. 

Other  awards  were  given  to  Michael  Jeffrey  by  Caribbean 
American  Artists  for  his  foresight  in  creating  a  forum  for 
talented  artists;  by  Caribbeat,  a  newspaper,  for  contribu- 
tions to  the  paper;  by  National  Volunteers  for  Jamaica  for 
his  youth  leadership  and  by  the  Grenada  Benevolent 
Association  for  community  service. 

Coming  to  St.  Joseph's  College,  Michael  says,  was  the 
starting  point  of  his  educational  development  and  his 
ability  to  use  his  talents  in  the  area  of  communication.  Class 
participation  and  interchange  of  thoughts,  and  particularly 
the  project  presentation  assignments,  built  his  self- 
confidence  and  ability  to  present  acquired  knowledge  and 
also  his  own  ideas  and  theories.  The  interrelationship 
between  the  faculty  and  the  students  makes  St.  Joseph's  very 
special  to  students,  especially  for  those  coming  from  outside 
the  United  States.  Michael  was  particularly  gratified  to  serve 
with  other  students  on  the  Student  Advisory  Committee  and 
was  thrilled  to  accompany  Dr.  Ann  Jordheim  on  a  tour  of  the 
various  Caribbean  embassies,  particularly  the  Grenada 
Mission,  since  he,  himself,  is  a  Grenadian. 

Although  he  has  a  tight  schedule,  Michael  finds  time  to 
head  the  Grenada  United  Democratic  Council  as  its  President. 
A  political  organization,  it  has  social  affiliation  with  various 
civic  groups  at  Grenada,  but  no  partisan  attachment.  He  is 
also  the  chairman  of  the  Protocol  and  Publicity  Committee  of 
the  West  Indian  International  Association,  an  organization 
geared  to  bring  Caribbean  peoples  closer  together  under  one 
umbrella  with  a  voice  to  speak  as  one  strong  unit  for  the 
region.  Because  of  the  expected  implementation  of  a  new 
health  care  payment  plan  system,  known  as  Diagnostic 
Related  Group  (DRG),  which  will  affect  the  lives  of  many, 
Michael  Jeffrey  would  like  to  focus  his  attention  in  that 
direction  in  order  to  be  knowledgeable  and  competent  in  that 
area.  Towards  this  end,  he  has  attended  seminars  and  has 
written  two  articles  on  DRG  for  publication.  Michael  also 
plans  to  study  for  his  master's  degree  in  Health  Administra- 
tion at  NYU,  and  he  aims  to  come  back  to  St.  Joseph's  College 
as  a  teacher  and  professor. 


THREE  TIME  WINNER

Last  Spring,  the  Brooklyn  Tablet  reported  on  one  of 
our  alumnae.  She  is  an  English  tea<  het  at  St.  John's  Prep 
in  Astoria  and  has  won  the  Brooklyn  Diocesan  TEACH 
Award  for  the  third  time.  Sr.  Anna  Marie  Macklin  '68, 
although  delighted  at  being  recognized  by  a  jury  of  high 
school  principals,  is  more  thrilled  by  the  exhilaration  that 
comes  from  sparking  a  high-level  response  from  her 
students. 

There  were  40  entrants  for  this  year's  prizes  which 
provided  each  winner  with  $200.  As  in  previous  years,  all 
indentification  was  removed  from  the  description  of  an 
ongoing  innovative  lesson  or  project.  Each  submission 
must  have  the  principal's  approval.  Commenting  on  the 
anonymity  of  the  entrants,  Sr.  Anna  Marie  said,  "When  I 
won  the  award  the  first  two  times,  I  thought  that  my  style 
ol  teaching  might  have  appealed  to  that  one  particular 
committee,  but  this  year  there  was  a  different  committee." 

Dr.  Gregory  Rossicone,  assistant  principal  of  Bishop 
Kearney  High  School,  who  chaired  the  Awards  Com- 
mittee, compares  TEACH  (acronym  for  Teachers  Energiz- 
ing A  Creative  High  School)  to  the  New  York  City  Public 
School  Award,  IMPACT.  The  latter  depends  upon  a  grant 
from  EXXON.  TEACH  depends  upon  the  generosity  of 
participating  high  schools  which  contribute  to  an  awards 
fund  coordinated  by  the  Diocesan  Schools  Office. 

Sr.  Anna  Marie  Macklin's  project  combined  literature 
and  composition  in  the  writing  of  satire.  The  students  had 
to  monitor  magazine  and  newspaper  accounts  of  issues  of 
concern  to  society,  poke  fun  at  them  through  satire  but 
then  offer  constructive  solutions.  That  part  of  the  exercise 
sounds  too  familiar  to  merit  "creative"  distinction.  The 
distinction  applies  to  the  form  rather  than  the  content  of 
the  challenge. 

Sr.  Anna  Marie,  realizing  that  high  schoolers  might 
consider  the  study  of  satire  and  the  analysis  of  con- 
temporary societal  problems  as  "boring,"  cast  the  assign- 
ment in  a  format  that  was  attractive  to  them.  The  final 
outcome  was  to  be  the  message-oriented  street  music  and 
rhyme  to  which  students  love  to  breakdance.  She  named 
the  project  "(VV)Rapping  the  '80's:  The  Gift  of  Our 
Times."  The  jury  was  particularly  impressed  with  the 
project's  emphasis  on  speaking  and  writing  skills,  which 
demand  a  high  level  of  student  involvement. 

Especially  gratifying  to  Sr.  Anna  Marie,  was  the  response 
of  a  different  jury,  the  students'  parents.  They  were 
enthusiastic  about  their  children's  interest  in  contempor- 
ary affairs  and  about  their  excitement  over  a  school- 
sponsored  project.  Her  love  of  teaching,  she  says,  came 
from  her  parents,  Irish  immigrants,  who  prized  education, 
and  also  from  the  Sisters  of  St.  Joseph,  whom  she 
considers  the  greatest  educators.

The  St.  Petersburg  Probation  and  Restitution  Center  is 
one  of  eleven  operated  in  Florida  as  an  alternative  to 
incarceration.  In  April  1984,  Edith  Dayes  Carter  73  was 
promoted  to  Center  Chief  of  this  facility.  She  is  responsible 
for  the  total  administration  of  a  37-person  facility  which 
consists  of  male  and  female  probationers.  A  staff  of  nine 
works  for  her:  one  as  an  assistant,  one  as  a  secretary.  Of  the 
three  probation  officers,  one  takes  care  of  budgeting,  one, 
the  programming  and  the  third  is  house  manager.  There 
are  three  Correction  Officers  who  are  responsible  for 
counseling  and  security,  and  finally  there  is  a  cook. 

In  May  1973,  Edith  Dayes  received  her  BA  in  Psychology 
from  St.  Joseph's.  While  a  junior,  she  decided  that  it 
would  be  necessary  to  have  a  degree  in  some  area  of 
counseling,  and  she  applied  to  the  University  of  Southern 
Florida's  Rehabilitation  Counseling  Program  for  admis- 
sion to  the  master's  degree  program.  Her  parents  had 
moved  to  Florida  and  Edith  decided  to  follow  them.  Also, 
in  her  junior  year,  Edith  became  engaged  to  John  M. 
Carter,  whom  she  married  in  1974. 

Admitted  to  the  Master's  program  after  graduation, 
Edith  immediately  sought  employment,  but  without 
experience  she  was  not  accepted  for  a  job  in  her  field.  She 
took  a  clerical  job  with  General  Telephone.  For  this 
reason,  Edith  strongly  recommends  that  psychology 
majors  pursue  volunteer  work  while  in  college,  in  order  to 
have  experience  on  their  records. 

Edith  was  awarded  her  Master's  in  June  1975.  Her  first 
professional  job,  as  a  liaison  counselor  at  St.  Petersburg 
Probation  Homes,  was  funded  by  a  grant  from  the  county. 
At  the  end  of  the  year,  however,  funding  was  not  renewed, 
but  was  transferred  to  St.  Petersburg  Probation  and 
Restitution  Center.  Edith  transferred  there  on  June  30. 
1976.  In  1977  she  was  hired  on  a  permanent  basis  as 
Probation  Officer,  but  actually  did  counseling  and  Center 
security  and  coverage. 

In  November  1976,  the  Center  Director,  Dennis  Ford, 
asked  Edith  to  change  her  schedule  and  to  work  as  a 
Counselor  at  the  Center,  which  at  that  time  had  60  clients. 
She  worked  as  a  Treatment  Counselor  from  December 
1976  until  her  promotion  to  Assistant  Center  Supervisor 
in  January  1982.  In  April  1984,  she  became  Center  Chief. 

In  January  1984,  the  Probation  Center's  positions  were 
converted  to  Correctional  positions.  Edith  and  four  other 
staff  members  had  to  attend  the  Correctional  Academy, 
which  is  much  like  the  Police  Academy.  She  had  eight 
weeks  of  intensive  study,  firearms  training  and  self- 
defense  tactics.  Although  it  was  a  trying  eight  weeks,  the 
training  was  invaluable.

MARJORIE  MURPHY  29  RECEIVES  AWARD 


Marjorie  M.  Murphy,  a  retired  professor  in  the  field  of 
Social  Work,  was  honored  recently  by  the  Seventh  Annual 
Symposium  at  Rutgers  University  on  the  Advancement  of 
Social  Work  with  Groups.  A  graduate  of  the  Class  of  1929, 
Marjorie  received  her  Master's  degree  in  Social  Work  from 
Columbia  University.  She  taught  for  twenty  years  in 
graduate  schools  of  social  work,  including  Catholic 
University,  Syracuse,  Columbia  and  Rutgers  Universities. 
She  specialized  in  work  with  groups  and  was  often 
involved  with  students  working  in  the  field  with  com- 
munity agencies.  Before  her  academic  career,  Marjorie 
worked  with  Girl  Scouts  in  Milwaukee,  Boston  and 
Houston.  For  Marjorie,  the  award  was  quite  a  surprise. 
She  has  been  retired  for  15  years,  living  in  Saxtons  River, 
Vermont  for  twelve  years  and  Ludlow  for  two. 

The  Rutgers  Symposium  gave  awards  to  ten  people.  In 
addition  to  the  six  living  social  workers  who  were  honored 
on  October  25th,  honors  were  given  posthumously  to  four 
others  for  their  contributions.  One  of  them  was  Terence 
Cardinal  Cooke  who  had  been  a  second  year  student  at  the 
School  of  Social  Work  at  Catholic  U  and  who  was 
assigned  to  Marjorie  Murphy,  faculty  advisor.  Marjorie 
was  asked  to  give  the  testimonial  for  him,  with  which  the 
honor  was  presented  to  his  sister,  Kathleen  Cooke.  It 
follows: 

TESTIMONIAL 
Thirty-seven  years  is  a  long  time,  leaving  much 
room  for  forgetting.  It  was  in  the  fall  of  1948  that  I 
met  "Young  Father  Terence  Cooke"  as  he  was 
known  about  the  campus,  a  student  in  a  second  year 
group  work  course  which  I  taught  at  the  School  of 
Social  Work  at  Catholic  University  in  Washington. 
The  class  was  small,  everyone's  feet  fitting  under 
the  same  table,  requiring  more  "input"  (as  called 
today)  from  all  students  than  is  possible  in  larger 
gatherings.  This  was  a  lively  and  stimulating  group. 
Father  Cooke  was  a  regular  and  dependable  contri- 
butor. 

His  thesis,  examining  principles  of  social  group 
work  in  relation  toThomistic  philosophy,  demanded 
much  of  his  time,  including  a  summer  vacation 
devoted  to  interviews  and  exploration  of  ideas  with 
writers  whose  published  works  were  laying  the 
groundwork  for  identification  of  group  work  as  a 


distinct  method  of  social  work.  His  thesis,  published 
via  mimeograph,  was  a  contribution  to  texts  of  the 
times.  My  first  impression  of  the  document  was  that 
he  had  a  wonderfully  lively  and  productive  time 
harvesting  material  and  putting  it  together.  I  often 
wished  that  more  students  could  discover  as  much 
fun  and  zest  in  completing  the  thesis  requirement. 

A  fragment  of  conversation  comes  back  to  me 
from  an  individual  conference  with  student  young 
Father  Terence  Cooke.  His  mother  had  died  when  he 
was  a  very  young  child.  I  asked  him  who  had  been 
the  mothering  person  of  his  early  years.  He  twinkled 
and  asked  "Oh,  you  can  tell  there  was  one,  can  you?" 
and  went  on  to  speak  of  his  remarkable  aunt. 

After  the  academic  year  1948 — 1949  I  never  met 
face  to  face  with  Father  Cooke  again.  There  were 
occasions  in  his  public  life  which  moved  me  deeply 
with  a  sense  of  being  close  to  him.  In  1968,  on  the  day 
of  Dr.  Martin  Luther  King's  funeral  and  burial,  I 
watched  a  small  black  and  white  television  set.  The 
picture  of  Coretta  King  holding  a  younger  child 
against  her  in  the  pew  of  the  little  church  in  Atlanta 
washeartbreakingly  beautiful.  The  next  view  was  of 
New  York's  Archbishop  Terence  Cooke  in  another 
pew.  His  face  was  very  grave  and  compassionate 
even  in  profile.  I  was  glad  for  his  being  there. 

The  last  time  I  saw  him,  now  Terence  Cardinal 
Cooke,  was  at  a  memorial  service  for  Dorothy  Day, 
in  St.  Patrick's  Cathedral,  a  few  weeks  after  her 
death.  Concluding  the  ceremonies,  the  Cardinal, 
surrounded  and  joined  by  members  of  the  Catholic 
Worker,  Pax  Christi  (the  international  Catholic 
peace  organization),  the  Fellowship  of  Reconcilia- 
tion and  other  activists  for  social  justice  and  peace, 
raised  their  voices  to  sing  the  old  Latin  hymn  Salve 
Regina  which  was  known  to  be  favorite  of  both 
Terence  Cooke  and  Dorothy  Day. 

Thank  you  for  staying  with  us  a  while,  young 
Father  Terence  Cooke.  Now  we  must  work  with 
renewed  vigor  and  faith  to  bring  social  justice  and 
peace  into  this  world  so  madly  sunk  in  human 
violence.  Peace  and  j  ustice  everywhere  in  our  planet, 
all  continents,  all  countries,  all  islands,  peace  and 
justice  for  all  people!

On  occasion,  Edith  teaches  part-time  in  the  Correctional 
Academy  at  Hillsboro  Community  College,  a  segment  in 
the  Academy  on  Human  Behavior,  which  consists  of 
counseling  and  communication  skills.  Edith  and  John 
have  one  daughter,  Crystal  Ann,  who  is  6h  years  old  and  is 
attending  the  Academy  of  the  Holy  Names  in  Tampa. 

A  word  about  the  St.  Petersburg  PRC  program,  the 
alternative  to  incarceration:  the  age  range  is  17 — 25  and 
the  average  length  of  residency  is  three  to  four  months. 
Typically  probationers  have  a  history  of  unstable  employ- 
ment, difficulty  in  complying  with  court-ordered  financial 
obligations  (i.e.  restitution,  cost  of  supervision  and  fines) 
and  are  in  need  of  a  more  structured  environment. 
Residents  are  required  to  work  a  steady  full-time  job  or 
attend  school  full-time.  Payment  of  court  ordered  restitu- 
tion, fines,  public  defender  fees  and  court  costs  is 
mandatory.  Probationers  are  charged  $10  to  $20  per 
month  towards  their  cost  of  supervision.  They  are  assessed 
$6.00  per  day  towards  defraying  the  cost  of  their  sub- 
sistence at  the  PRC.  All  probationers  are  required  to  open 


a  savings  account.  The  money  is  released  to  them  when 
they  graduate. 

In  order  to  graduate,  the  probationer  must  have  (1)  a 
minimum  of  Sh  months  in  the  program  and  380  points;  (2) 
paid  up  rent,  cost  of  supervision,  urine  screens  and  PAR: 
(3)  employment  stability;  (4)  suitable  residential  plan;  (5) 
must  be  in  good  standing  with  the  program  and  must  have 
participated  in  all  program  activities.  Upon  completion 
the  probationer  is  re-assigned  to  the  street  Probation 
Officer  for  the  completion  of  probation/community 
control. 

To  the  current  students  at  St.  Joseph's  Edith  says,  "The 
education  I  received  from  St.  Joseph's  was  invaluable  to 
me  from  a  professional  point  of  view.  I  have  always  kept  in 
contact  with  Sister  Rosamond,  because  the  Psychology 
Department,  when  I  attended,  was  small  and  students 
easily  developed  a  good  rapport  with  the  various  instruc- 
tors." It  was  through  this  faculty  support  that  Edith 
developed  self-confidence  and  foresight,  so  helpful  to  her 
career. 


TEACHER 

OF  THE 

DEAF 


Sr.  Mary  Delaney,  SSJ  '50,  travelled  to  Manchester, 
England,  last  August  to  present  her  paper  entitled,  "Long 
Term  Effort  of  a  Total  Communication  School  Program"  to 
the  International  Congress  on  Education  for  the  Deaf.  This 
Congress  meets  every  five  years  and  sister  had  attended  the 
three  previous  ones:  1970  in  Stockholm,  Sweden,  1975  in 
Tokyo,  Japan  and  1980  in  Hamburg,  Germany.  Sister  Mary 
has  served  the  deaf  since  her  college  days  and  tells  her  own 
story. 

Since  age  fourteen  I  had  held  full-time  summer  jobs  and 
worked  part  time  during  the  school  year,  but  in  the  summer 
of  '49,  in  the  middle  of  my  Senior  year  at  St.  Joseph's  College, 
I  was  unemployed.  Fr.  Thomas  Cribbin  suggested  that  I 
volunteer  for  a  program  which  he  was  beginning  for  deaf 
children.  I  had  never  met  a  deaf  person  in  my  life.  My 
assignment  was  to  pick  up  a  teen  age  retarded  deaf  girl  from 
Kings  Highway  and  bring  her  to  "the  center"  in  downtown 
Brooklyn.  We  traveled  by  subway  and  her  behavior  frequently- 
embarrassed  me!  During  the  day  I  did  simple  play  activities 
and  left  more  formal  instructions  to  experienced  people  like 
Fr.  Cribbin  and  Sr.  Mary  Pius,  C.S.J.  We  took  lots  of  field 
trips  and  summer  passed  quickly. 

After  my  St.  Joseph  College  graduation  in  January  '50,  I 
called  Junior  High  47,  the  Manhattan  school  for  the  deaf, 
attended  by  my  summer  friends.  The  school  offered  me  a  job 
with  preschool  and  kindergarten  children.  My  background 
was  in  Secondary  English  and  I  wasn't  interested.  The 
principal  gently  insisted  that  I  should  come  and  visit.  I  did. 
On  the  spot  I  fell  in  love  with  the  school,  the  staff,  and  the 
students.  (At  that  time  Junior  High  47  was  the  largest  day 
school  for  deaf  students  in  the  world.  It  was  on  East  23rd 
Street,  sandwiched  between  a  piano  factory  and  a  coffee 
factory.)  Since  "just  for  fun"  I  had  taken  and  passed  the 
Common  Branches  K-6  test,  I  did  have  a  valid  license  to  teach 
in  New  York  City  while  waiting  for  the  English  test  to  be 
given. 

In  order  to  reach  School  47  from  my  home  in  Brooklyn  I 
took  a  bus,  three  different  subway  trains  and  then  walked  two 
and  one-half  cross-city  blocks.  Meanwhile,  two  elementary 
schools  within  walking  distance  of  my  home  and  the  private 
high  school  to  which  I  had  applied,  all  offered  me  jobs  for 
which  I  had  previously  applied.  Friends  and  family  thought  I 
had  taken  leave  of  my  senses  when  I  accepted  the  job  at  School 
47,  starting  at  8:10  a.m.  each  day.  My  chief  duties  were  to 
observe  and  assist  the  preschool  and  kindergarten  teachers, 
take  the  children  to  recess,  and  serve  them  their  noontime 
meal.  I  did  that  for  six  months.  In  July  I  decided  to  pursue  my 
Master's  Degree  in  Education  of  the  Deaf  at  Hunter  College. 
That  September  I  had  a  third  grade  all  my  own,  and  the

Following  year  a  fifth  grade.  It  was  wonderful!  My  colleagues 
were  people  who  motivated  me  to  work  with  deaf  children. 

Meanwhile  I  decided  to  accept  the  invitation  to  religious 
life  which  I  had  been  ignoring  for  some  time!  I  looked  into 
east  coast  schools  for  the  deaf  staffed  by  sisters  and  got  in 
touch  with  Boston,  Buffalo,  and  Philadelphia.  Their  re- 
sponses were  all  similar  but  Buffalo  attracted  me  most.  I 
visited  St.  Mary's  school  for  the  Deaf  in  Buffalo  after  an  initial 
contact  with  its  principal,  Sr.  Rose  Gertrude,  when  she  was 
attending  a  meeting  in  Manhattan.  Again  the  school  and  its 
staff  completely  won  me  over! 

When  I  entered  the  Sisters  of  Saint  Joseph  in  Buffalo  in 
1952  I  had  an  M.A.  in  Education  of  the  Deaf  and  two  and 
one-half  years  teaching  experience.  As  a  postulant  I  taught  a 
third  grade  class  at  St.  Mary's  School  for  the  Deaf.  The 
traditional  canonical  year  followed  and  I  was  cautioned 
repeatedly  not  to  expect  assignment  to  St.  Mary's.  I  smilingly 
agreed  that  my  expertise  was  at  their  disposal  but  their 
decision  would  be  completely  acceptable  to  me.  (My  wisely 
unexpressed  thought  was  that  wasting  my  background  by 
assigning  me  elsewhere  would  be  their  mistake,  not  mine!)  At 
the  end  ot  my  canonical  year  I  was  assigned  to  St.  Mary's  and 
have  been  in  the  field  ever  since.  My  mother  had  always  told 
me  that  every  well  dressed  woman  had  one  long-sleeved  black 
dress  in  her  wardrobe.  For  a  number  of  years  I  had  two,  and 
nothing  else! 

Currently,  I  coordinate  a  Cooperative  Graduate  Teacher 
Preparation  Program  between  Saint  Mary's  School  for  the 
Deaf  and  Canisius  College.  My  teaching  experience  has 
spanned  all  levels  of  deaf  children  and  adults,  preschool 
through  graduate  school.  I  have  taught  nursery,  preschool 
kindergarten,  third,  fifth,  seventh,  ninth  through  twelfth, 
college  and  graduate  school.  As  in  all  professions  there  have 
been  "fun  times"  and  "frustration  times,"  but  above  all  lean 
say  sincerely  that  I  have  not  regretted  my  decision  tobecomea 
teacher  of  the  deaf  or  to  become  a  Sister  of  Saint  Joseph,  God 
has  been  very  good  to  me. 

I  have  lived  at  the  School  for  the  Deaf  for  many  years.  A 
member  of  my  first  Buffalo  class,  a  third  grade,  is  now  a 
teacher-aide  on  the  staff.  One  of  my  high  school  students  is  a 
certified  teacher  in  the  secondary  department. 

The  first  congenitally  deaf  priest  to  be  ordained  in  the 
United  States,  Fr.  Thomas  Coughlin,  a  Trinitarian,  was  one 
of  my  high  school  students.  Fr.  Joseph  Bruce,  a  1976  graduate 
of  our  Teacher  Preparation  Program,  became  the  first  deaf 
seminarian  accepted  by  the  Jesuits  and  was  ordained  in  1981. 
Both  young  men  return  regularly  to  Buffalo  and  are  a  source 
of  inspiration.

When  I  decided  10  come  to  Buffalo  my  family  assumed  that 
Fr.  Cribbin  had  influenced  that  move.  They  were  wrong!  He 
had  suggested  that  I  join  a  local  congregation  and  be 
available  when  the  Brooklyn  diocese  opened  its  first  school 
for  the  deaf.  That  idea  did  not  appeal  to  me!  Fr.  Cribbin  has 
remained  a  dear  friend  and  adviser  nevertheless. 

When  St.  Francis  DeSales  School  for  the  Deaf  began,  its 
first  superintendent,  Sr.  Anne  Behre  and  Sister  Karen  Kenney 
came  to  Buffalo  to  learn  to  teach  the  deaf.  I  was  one  of  their 
teachers.  Through  the  years  several  more  Sisters  were 
prepared  for  St.  Francis  and  later  for  the  Cleary  School.  Our 
Program  has  also  prepared  many  lay  people  who  joined  those 
staffs.  Although  my  family  was  disappointed  that  I  could  not 
"transfer  back"  to  Brooklyn,  I  felt  that  I  had  an  important 
part  in  that  Brooklyn  ministry  through  my  work  helping  to 
prepare  so  many  of  its  teachers.  I  became  the  Brooklyn  Buffalo 
liaison! 

Several  other  Saint  Joseph  College  graduates  of  both 
campuses  have  come  to  Buffalo  to  take  the  Program.  They 
have  a  special  quality  which  sets  them  apart.  (Am  I 
prejudiced?)  With  the  present  critical  shortage  of  teachers  of 
the  deaf  I  hope  that  more  will  beattrac  ted  to  this  c  hallenging 
profession. 

Through  St.  Mary's  and  Canisius'  assignments  I  have  been 
able  to  interact  with  colleagues  across  the  country  and  around 
the  globe.  I've  been  fortunate  enough  to  attend  a  number  of 
International  Congresses  on  Education  of  the  Deaf  held  every 
five  years.  (1970  Stockholm,  Sweden;  1975  Tokyo,  Japan; 
1980  Hamburg,  Germany;  and  1985  Manchester,  England). 

Living  in  a  residential  setting  with  (weekend  pupils  until 
1975)  my  duties  included  all  the  things  parents  ordinarily  do 
for  their  children.  I  have  been  to  hospitals  and  picnics,  ball 
games  and  proms,  classrooms  and  circuses,  fire  drills  and 
"field  trips"  by  the  dozen.  I  wouldn't  change  any  of  it.  At 
present  my  bedroom  adjoins  one  of  the  girl's  dorms.  I  nevei 
know  when  one  of  the  multiple-handicapped  deaf  students 
may  accidentally  (or  intentionally)  wander  in! 

Saint  Joseph  College  days  were  happy  days.  I  enjoyed 
teacher's,  classes  and  classmates  and  all  the  extracurriculars. 
Buffalo  friends  hear  me  frequently  mentioning  my  years  at 
Saint  Joseph  College.  Sister  Vincent  Therese.  Sister  John 
Baptist,  "Father"  Diviney  and  many  more  were  admired 
teachers  who  became  friends.  Father  D'Ecclesius  taught  me  to 
chant  vespers  and  appreciate  opera.  I  was  a  nervous  but 
happy  soloist  each  year  at  the  Glee  Club  concert.  I'm  not  sure 
which  I  enjoyed  more,  the  singing  or  the  need  to  buy  a  new 
gown  each  spring!  Father  Dillon  encouraged  me  to  think  for 
myself  and  once  reprimanded  me  for  expressing  my  difference 
of  opinion  with  him. 

Because  I  moved  from  Brooklyn  so  soon  after  graduation 
and  was  not  permitted  to  correspond,  I  lost  touch  with  most 
school  friends.  My  closest  friend  through  elementary,  high 
and  college  days,  Santa  Carlino  Lopez  '50  wrote  faithfully 
through  the  years,  as  did  my  freshman  sister,  Jean  Bove 
Kobbert  '52.  Last  year  I  visited  Santa  and  her  family  in 
Orlando  and  Jean  and  her  family  in  Pittsburgh.  Some  school 
ties  are  enduring.  I  also  visited  Saint  Joseph's  last  year  and 
noted  many  campus  changes. 

I  entered  the  Sisters  of  Saint  Joseph  a  week  later  than  my 
"classmates"  because  I  had  taken  a  trip  to  Ireland  with  my 
mother  and  sister.  Both  my  Mom  and  Dad  were  born  in 
Ireland  and  I  had  many  relatives  there  whom  I  had  not  met. 
That  visit  was  a  last  minute  decision  that  turned  into  a 
heart-warming  reality.  This  past  summer,  some  thirty  years 
later,  after  delivering  a  paper  in  Manchester,  I  had  the 
opportunity  to  visit  those  relatives  again.  It  was  fantastic!  I've 
assured  them  that  after  another  thirty  years  I  will  come  see 
them  again!

Before  Darnell  could  get  up,  the  man  had 
ridden  off  on  the  bike. 

"I  remember  when  I  was  seven  years  old,"  said  Officer 
Curran,  who  has  been  a  policeman  for  four  years,  "He's  a 
little  boy,  but  he's  still  a  person  and  he  was  totally 
humiliated.  He  is  also  a  very  polite  kid,  and  that's  what 
got  to  me."  That's  when  Justin  Curran  did  something 
special.  The  day  after  the  theft  he  look  $  1 50  that  he  and  his 
wife  were  saving  for  carpeting  and  bought  Darnell  a  bike 
at  the  Ralph  Avenue  Bike  shop.  Then  he  called  Darnell's 
great-grandmother  and  told  her  that  he  had  a  surprise  and 
that  she  should  bring  her  great  grandson  to  the  station 
house. 

"The  kid's  eyes  lit  up"  when  he  got  there  and  saw  in  the 
community  affairs  room,  a  flashy  red  dirt  bike  -  complete 
with  banana  seat  and  cushioned  handle  bars.  Darnell's 
great-grandmother's  thanks  was  to  telephone  the  Daily 
News  with  the  story.  Most  of  the  cops  in  the  precinct  didn't 
know  what  Officer  Curran  had  done  until  they  read  it  in 
the  paper. 

Not  long  ago,  Justin  received  a  phone  call  from  a  man 
in  Darien,  Connecticut,  who  had  read  the  story  in  the 
Daily  News.  Mr.  David  Morgan  was  so  impressed  that  he 
organized  a  "bicycle  drive"  and  hopes  to  send,  before 
Christmas,  up  to  fifty  bikes,  new  and  used,  but  in  good 
condition,  for  children  in  the  81st  Precinct  where  Justin 
works. 

Justin  Curran  received  his  BA  degree  in  Human 
Relations,  with  Departmental  Honors,  in  1978  from  the 
Suffolk  Campus.  He  resides  in  Hauppauge  with  his  wife, 
Clare  Parrella,  who  is  a  graduate  of  St.  Joseph  Academy  in 
Brentwood.

Christine  Callahan  '69  was  "lost"  in  1977.  The  Alumni 
office  is  continually  trying  to  track  down  strayed  members 
and  Christine  was  found  in  Alaska!  She  writes  her 
personal  history  since  leaving  St.  Joseph's. 

After  graduating  from  St.  Joe's,  I  moved  to  Pittsburgh 
to  attend  Duquesne  University.  I  had  received  a  teaching 
assistship  there  in  the  graduate  Psychology  department. 
After  a  comprehensive  two  year  program,  I  earned  a 
Master's  degree  in  Clinical  Psychology  and  was  accepted 
into  the  doctoral  program.  However,  I  was  eager  to  begin 
my  career  and  opted  to  complete  my  studies  at  the  Master's 
level. 

My  first  professional  position  was  with  Northern 
Communities  Mental  Health  program  in  Pittsburgh, 
where  I  worked  for  four  years  doing  a  full  range  of  family 
and  individual  therapy.  In  1975,  seeking  a  combination  of 
adventure  and  professional  opportunity,  I  moved  to 
Juneau,  Alaska  -  where  I  found  both!  While  living  there,  I 
worked  for  the  University  of  Alaska  and  the  State 
Department  of  Health  and  Social  Services  in  admini- 
stration and  program  development.  Juneau  is  a  beautiful, 
small  city  (pop.  20,000)  surrounded  by  mountains  and 
water.  Because  it  is  also  the  state  capitol,  it  has  a  lively  and 
diverse  population  and  a  wide  variety  of  political  and 
cultural  interests. 

In  1978  I  moved  to  Anchorage  for  the  additional 
professional  opportunities  it  offered  as  the  economic  huh 
of  the  state.  Ten  times  larger  than  Juneau  (pop.  250,000), 
Anchorage  also  has  a  better  climate,  by  far.  It's  colder  but  a 
lot  drier.  We  get  about  one-tenth  of  the  rainfall  that 
Juneau  receives  in  a  year! 

My  first  job  was  Program  evaluator  Coordinator  with 
the  Anchorage  Community  Mental  Health  Center.  After 
two  years  with  them,  I  had  the  opportunity  to  join  the  staff 
of  the  Alaska  Women's  Commission,  a  state  commission 
established  by  the  legislature  in  1978  to  assess  and  improve 
the  status  of  women.  I  held  the  position  of  research  analyst 
for  three  years  and  1984  was  promoted  to  Program 
Coordinator.  In  this  capacity  I  develop  and  produce  all  of 
the  conferences,  workshops  and  seminars  which  the 
Commission  sponsors.  The  largest  of  these  efforts  was  last 
year's  Statewide  Women's  Conference  where  noted  femi- 
nist, Betty  Friedan,  addressed  a  crowd  of  nearly  1,000 
people.

I  also  administer  a  program  of  regional  conferences  in 
which  rural  and  native  women's  groups  can  apply  for 
funds  to  sponsor  local  women's  conferences.  The  cultural 
diversity  of  Alaska's  population  is  often  illustrated  at 
these  regional  meetings.  For  example,  the  women's 
conference  in  Kotzebue  was  conducted  entirely  in  Inupiat. 
one  of  the  Eskimo  languages  prevalent  in  Alaska,  and 
which  was  translated  into  English  by  local  women 
leaders.  Experiences  like  this  greatly  strengthen  my 
committment  to  working  for  equality  of  women  and  men. 

My  personal  life  in  Alaska  has  been  rich,  as  well.  In  1980 
I  married  Paul  Wasserman,  a  researcher  and  planner  who 
works  as  a  consultant  to  private  and  government  agencies 
assessing  the  human  needs  that  accompany  rapid  economic 
growth.  Paul's  sons  joined  us  that  year,  too,  and  so  my 
family  now  includes  Adam.  23,  a  film  maker  in  Montreal, 
and  Dan,  19,  a  junior  at  Bennington  College  in  Vermont, 
as  well  as  our  two  cats  and  the  newest  addition,  a  Shetland 
Sheepdog  named  Daisy. 

My  major  personal  undertaking  of  the  past  year  was 
learning  to  play  the  piano.  After  20  years  of  wanting  to,  I 
am  finally  taking  lessons. 

As  to  the  status  of  women  in  Alaska:  women  appear  to 
fill  many  more  visible  and  non-traditional  roles  here  than 
they  do  in  the  lower  states.  This  may  be  an  extension  of  the 
pioneer  attitude  that  still  characterizes  the  slate.  Women 
were  very  central  in  pre-industrial  American  history,  and 
they  were  also  equal  partners  with  men  in  the  settling  of 
this  state,  which,  was  much  more  recently  settled  than  the 
rest  of  the  country. 

In  a  study  conducted  by  the  Alaska  Women's  Commis- 
sion last  year,  we  discovered  that  many  of  the  same 
inequities  exist  here  as  elsewhere  in  the  country.  Women 
who  are  highly  educated  earn  far  less  than  men  with  less 
schooling  and  despite  the  generally  higher  wages  in 
Alaska,  women  earn  58c  on  the  dollar  compared  to  men's 
wages.  Girls  here  continue  to  avoid  math  and  science  in 
school,  and  select  those  vocational  programs  which  lead 
to  lower  paying  jobs,  and  school  counselors  are  not 
adequately  helping  them  to  correct  these  choices. 

The  distance  between  Anchorage  and  Brooklyn  seems 
enormous  at  times  but  we  manage  to  bridge  it  occasion- 
ally. Last  year's  vacation  included  a  wonderful  reunion 
with  Mary  Ann  Div  iney  Juska  '70  and  her  husband  Billy.

Patricia  Kusterbeck 


Little  did  Patricia  Kusterbeck  think,  when  she  was  a 
student  at  Richmond  Hill  High  School,  that  she  would 
one  day  be  president  and  owner  of  her  own  business,  for 
she  had  small  hope  of  continuing  her  education  after 
graduation  from  high  school.  Circumstances  and  finances 
required  Patricia  to  place  her  higher  education  on  a 
secondary  basis  and  enter  the  job  market.  But  today  as  a 
result  of  working  and  attending  evening  school  Patricia  is 
owner  and  president  of  Woman's  Industrial  Supply 
Company  of  Swarthmore,  Pennsylvania. 

It  was  through  the  influence  and  encouragement  of  one 
of  her  teachers,  Clare  Bauch  '45,  that  Patricia  made  an 
early  decision  to  apply  to  St.  Joseph's  College  in 
December  of  1966.  Clare  had  recognized  the  potential  of 
this  serious  student  and  urged  her  to  continue  her 
education  and  suggested  that  she  apply  to  her  alma  mater. 
Patricia  was  accepted  and  with  the  help  of  a  Generoso 
Pope  grant  and  other  scholarship  money,  she  matriculated 
in  September  1967. 

Her  year  at  St.  Joseph's  proved  to  be  the  launching  pad 
for  her  educational  pursuits,  for  it  was  here  that  she 
acquired  the  self-confidence  and  skills  that  carried  over 
into  her  life.  She  found  direction  and  purpose  through  the 
faculty's  concern  and  encouragement  and  she  particularly 
mentions  Sr.  Mary  Beatrice  and  Sr.  Joseph  Immaculate. 

Unable  to  finance  a  second  year  at  St.  Joseph's,  Patricia 
transferred  to  Queens  College,  Evening  Division.  She 
majored  in  Psychology  and  took  a  minor  in  Mathematics 
and  Education.  In  the  daytime,  Pat  worked  as  an 
accounting  clerk,  then  as  a  statistical  clerk  in  New  York 
firms,  until  1971,  when  she  took  a  substitute  teacher 
position  in  the  New  York  Catholic  School  System.  She 
received  her  bachelor's  degree  in  January  1973,  magna 
cum  laude,  and  with  departmental  honors  in  Psychology. 
She  was  a  member  of  Alpha  Sigma  Lambda,  of  Psi  Chi  the 
honor  society  in  Psychology,  and  in  Kappa  Delta  Pi,  the 
honor  society  in  Education. 

Patricia  financed  her  first  Master's  degree  in  Counsel- 
ing, (1974)  at  Villanova  University.  During  this  period  of 
time,  she  met  Rev.  Louis  Rongione  who  encouraged  her 
to  study  for  a  second  Master's  degree  in  Library  Science 
(1975).  Patricia  was  awarded  an  assistantship  through  the 
Department  of  Library  Science  and  served  as  a  Research 


Assistant  to  Father  Rongione  and  to  the  Department  of 
Library  Science. 

While  attending  Villanova,  Patricia  lived  with  the 
Sisters  of  the  Holy  Rosary.  This  exposure  taught  Pat  that 
women  were  very  capable  people  and  could  become 
presidents  of  universities.  She  learned  that  a  woman's 
limitations  were  self-imposed  and  that  one  could  draw 
strength  and  courage  from  a  community  spirit  based  on  a 
fundamental  love  of  the  Lord. 

Although  she  now  had  two  masters,  Pat  could  not  find  a 
job  in  her  field  of  bibliotherapy.  In  February  1976,  she 
took  a  temporary  job  teaching  Math  at  Stetson  Junior 
High  School  in  Philadelphia.  In  April,  she  was  contacted 
by  the  Fidelity  Bank  which  resulted  in  her  placement  as 
Staff  Administrator  Operations  Department.  In  December 
of  the  next  year,  she  was  promoted  to  Training  Director 
Operations.  She  was  with  them  until  the  end  of  1979. 

Another  strong  supporn  her  life  from  early  high  school 
days,  was  the  man  she  would  marry  in  1977,  Richard 
Steinberg.  They  had  met  through  mutual  friends  in  1965, 
and  they  kept  up  their  friendship  through  the  years. 
Richard,  an  attorney,  is  also  president  of  Hardware  & 
Supply  Company  of  Chester,  PA  and  Chester  Machine 
Works.  They  have  two  children,  Ricky  born  in  1978,  and 
David  John  born  in  1982. 

In  1980,  Patricia  Steinberg  was  accepted  in  a  doctoral 
program  in  Counseling  at  Columbia  Pacific  University. 
She  was  awarded  a  PhD  in  Counseling  in  1983.  Pat  is 
listed  in  Who's  Whom  theEastin  1982  and  1986  editions, 
and  in  Personalities  of  America  -3rd  edition.  In  November 
1975,  she  published  "Commentary  on  Bibliotherapy,"  in 
Special  Libraries66:\l,pM3— 544.  On  October  2, 1985,  as 
joint  author  with  Richard,  she  received  a  copyright  for 
Customer  Manual  for  Electronic  Mail  &  Order  Entry. 

Pat  founded  her  company  in  1984  and  as  the  name 
suggests,  it  is  owned  by  a  woman  and  is  staffed  by  women. 
WIS,  Woman's  Industrial  Supply  Company,  is  a  supplier 
of  general  lines  of  industrial  and  mill  supplies  for 
business  and  industry. 

Patricia  reports  that  happiness  can  exist  even  if  "your 
cup  runneth  over."  But  you  need  to  do  your  home-work, 
give  up  sleep  and  set  your  family  as  your  number  one 
priority  -  all  else  falls  into  place.

Last  May,  our  alumni  office  mailed  application  forms 
to  126  chemistry  and  biology  majors  who  received 
bachelor  degrees  before  1983,  for  the  Women  in  Science 
Program  given  by  Dr.  Edwin  S.  Weaver,  at  Mt.  Holyoke 
College  in  South  Hadley,  Massachusetts. 

The  tuition  free  course  was  offered  to  retrain  women 
scientists  in  chemical  instrumentation.  There  were  two 
sessions:  August  5 — 16  and  and  August  19 — 30.  Twenty 
women  were  to  be  selected  for  each  session.  Housing  and 
meals  were  available  on  campus  at  reasonable  rates. 

In  reply  to  a  letter  inquiring  whether  any  of  our 
alumnae  took  advantage  of  this  offer,  Carolyn  Quarles, 
Chemistry  Secretary  at  Mt.  Holyoke,  wrote: 

"When  our  applications  for  the  Women  in  Science 
Program  first  began  to  come  in  we  knew  that  someone  had 
made  a  special  effort  to  inform  alumnae  from  St.  Joseph's 
College  about  our  opportunity.  Now  that  I  have  a  free 
moment  to  go  over  the  records,  lam  more  impressed  at  the 
yield  from  your  good  idea  of  photocopying  the  applica- 
tion and  mailing  it  to  your  science  graduates.  This 
summer  we  had  a  smaller  number  in  our  sessions  than  we 
have  had  in  the  past,  a  total  of  28.  Since  five  of  that  number 
were  from  St.  Joseph's,  that  is  an  impressive  yield  from 
your  mailing  to  126  alumnae!  We  enjoyed  them  all,  as 
always,  it  is  an  interesting  and  varied  group.  .  .  "  Those 
who  enrolled  last  summer  were:  Patricia  D'Amato  Basili 
'65,  Jean  Harms  Cohan  '49,  Rita  Dolan  '83,  Eileen  Blaber

Dr.  Mary  Ellen  Dubiel  Freeley  '67 


Recently,  as  I  was  responding  to  a  student's  question  in 
my  "Psychology  of  Teaching  and  Learning"  course,  I 
realized  that  the  answer  I  offered  was  truly  a  playback  of 
words  I  had  learned,  absorbed  and  become  committed  to 
some  twenty  years  earlier.  In  fact,  St.  Margaret  Louise's 
emphasis  on  "teaching  the  whole  child",  Sr.  Alice 
Francis'  belief  that  "play  is  a  child's  work",  and  Sr. 
Leonie's  advice  on  using  "an  eclectic  approach  to  teach 
reading"  often  surface  as  I  attempt  to  prepare  future 
teachers  to  meet  the  needs  of  all  students  from  preschool 
through  the  elementary  years.  On  occasion,  I  feel  my 
position  as  Assistant  Professor  of  Education  and  Director 
of  Elementary  Education  at  the  College  of  Mount  St. 
Vincent  is,  as  my  15  year  old  son  would  put  it,  an 
"awesome"  task.  More  often  than  not,  however,  I  am  too 
busy  "doing"  to  spend  any  significant  time  "reflecting" 
on  my  responsibilities. 

Whether  in  my  office  advising  students,  grading  papers, 
and  writing  references  and  recommendations,  or  in  the 
classroom  sharing,  discussing  and  modeling  teaching 
techniques,  or  in  the  field  guiding  juniors  in  their 
method's  placements  or  supervising  student-teaching 
seniors,  I  am  constantly  stimulated  and  challenged  as  I 
interact  with  the  "teachers  of  tomorrow".  How  did  I  arrive 
here  almost  20  years  after  graduating  from  SJC?  It's  been  a 
fascinating  and  enjoyable  journey.  .  . 

After  graduating  in  June  of  '67,  and  working  in  Head 
Start  again  that  summer,  I  "officially"  began  my  teaching 
career  by  meeting  my  first  graders  at  P.S.  81  in  Bedford- 
Stuyvesant  in  September.  At  this  large,  new,  special 
service  school  with  ten  classes  per  grade  level,  I  was  one  of 
many  newly  assigned  teachers  (classmate  Ellen  Kiesel 
Gallagher  was  another!)  anxious  to  begin  their  careers.  I 
loved  working  with  my  first  (and  subsequently,  second 
graders  -  we  were  promoted  with  our  class! )  and  remained 
there  almost  four  years.  I  had  married  Jim  in  the  summer 
of  '68  and  the  birth  of  our  son  in  February  of  71  put  my 
career  on  hold  temporarily.  I  did  however  complete  my 
Master's  Degree  in  Early  Childhood  Education  at  Queens 
College  the  summer  of  '69  and  received  permanent  New 
York  State  teaching  certification  and  I  fully  intended  to 
return  to  my  profession. 

Things  moved  along  more  quickly  than  I  expected 
however,  as  a  phone  call  from  the  Child  Study  Depart- 
ment brought  an  offer  of  a  part-time  faculty  position  at  the 
College.  It  was  a  time  of  transition  in  our  lives.  Jim  had 
left  corporate  life  for  academic  life,  was  pursuing  a 
doctorate  at  Fordham  and  initiating  a  Business  Program 
atSJC.  I  was  an  adjunct  there  and  J. P.  was  enrolled  in  the 
nursery  class  at  the  Dillon  Center.  The  commencement 
procession  that  year  was  led  as  customary  by  the  newest 
members  of  the  faculty  -  Freeley  and  Freeley!

Jim  earned  his  Ph.D.  in  76  and  by  that  time  Meghan 
was  almost  two  years  old.  I  continued  teaching  in  the 
Child  Study  department  on  a  part-time  basis  and  Erin  was 
added  to  our  family  in  the  Fall  of  77.  Jim  had  made  a 
number  of  higher  education  moves  from  faculty  to 
administration  and  back  again  and  was  urging  me  to 
continue  my  own  studies.  Fully  realizing  that  I  wanted  to 
stay  in  higher  education  and  therefore  would  need  the 
"terminal  degree",  I  hesitantly  applied  to  the  P.D. 
program  at  St.  John's  University  for  the  Fall  of  79  - 1  had 
not  been  a  student  in  ten  years  and  decided  to  "try  one 
course". 

My  adviser,  later  my  mentor  at  St.  John's,  Dr.  Rita 
Dunn,  grew  rather  impatient  with  my  one-course-a- 
semester  approach  (despite  my  protests  of  having  three 
young  children  and  a  part-time  college  teaching  job)  and, 
by  the  Fall  of  '81 , 1  was  a  full-time  doctoral  student  having 
been  awarded  a  graduate  assistantship.  Assigned  to  Dr. 
Dunn,  I  was  suddenly  exposed  to  education  on  the 
national  level  with  a  whirlwind  of  conferences,  activities 
and  experiences.  As  her  student,  I  was  exposed  to  an 
educational  movement  that  was  on  the  cutting  edge  -  she 
was  renowned  as  a  pioneer  in  the  field  of  Learning  Style 
and  I  became  an  early  disciple.  I  was  soon  named  the 
Executive  Secretary  of  the  National  Learning  Style 
Network  based  at  St.  John's  and  a  Teaching  Fellowship  at 
the  University  sebsequently  followed. 

By  the  time  I  completed  my  doctorate  in  June  of  '84,  my 
professional  life  had  grown  like  Topsy .  I  was  awarded  the 
Ed.D.  and  earned  New  York  State  administrative  certifi- 
cation. I  had  traveled  from  coast-to-coast  as  a  Learning 
Styles  consultant  and  presented  over  50  workshops  to 
teachers  and  administrators  in  school  districts  across  the 
country.  In  that  one  year,  I  had  seven  publications  apart 
from  my  own  dissertation.  By  the  end  of  1984,  I  had 
presented  in  Hawaii  and  Canada  as  well,  and  was  invited 
to  present  my  doctoral  research  concerning  teachers' 
learning  styles  being  accommodated  through  inservice 
training  at  the  C.W  Post  Annual  Forum  on  Research. 

Did  I  ever  anticipate  the  course  my  career  would  take? 
Hardly!  Professors  at  SJC  would  probably  remember  me 
as  the  "reflective"  student  in  their  courses  - 1  was  not  one 
to  venture  an  opinion  in  those  days.  But  by  the  time  I 
assumed  my  current  position  at  CMSV,  I  had  earned  a 
reputation  for  speaking  out  on  things  I  knew,  believed  in 
and  was  convinced  could  benefit  learners  of  every  age.  One 
of  my  greatest  thrills  was  being  invited  to  conduct  a 
workshop  for  SJC  Child  Study  faculty  -  "teaching"  those 
who  years  earlier  had  taught  me  so  well  was  indeed 
"Awesome"! 

Has  the  pace  slowed  down?  Not  at  all!  As  a  matter  of 
fact,    one   of   my   favorite   professional    conferences,

"Improving  University  Teaching",  provided  me  with  the 
opportunity  to  present  a  paper  last  summer  in  Utrecht, 
Holland  and  has  invited  me  to  conduct  a  workshop  on 
teaching  strategies  this  summer  in  Heidelberg,  Germany.

Ever  since  her  eldest  child 
Betsey,  now  14,  entered  kindergarten,  Maryann  has  enjoyed 
being  involved  in  the  school  activites  as  well  as  the 
scouting  and  sports  lives  of  her  children.  Often,  life  has 
been  hectic.  Last  spring,  for  example,  while  coordinating 
National  Science  Week  activities,  overseeing  local  partici- 
pation in  the  Pennsylvania  Governor's  Energy  Education 
Award  Program,  wall-papering  and  painting  at  home  in 
preparation  for  Betsey's  8th  grade  graduation,  two  of  her 
youngsters  came  down  with  the  flu!  But. . .  "c'est  la  vie!", 
says  Maryann. 

After  fourteen  years  of  juggling  wife,  mother  and 
teaching  roles.  .  .  the  logistics  have  all  been  more  or  less 
worked  out.  Maryann  credits  her  surface  calm  to  two  of  her 
former  SJC  teachers,  Sr.  Mary  Beatrice  and  Fr.  Michael 
Cantley,  who  continually  cautioned  her  to  learn  to  "be 
flexible."  Their  advice  has  worked! 

Maryann's  other  children  are:  Amy,  12;  Alexander,  10; 
and  Emily,  6.  In  addition  to  her  present  teaching  duties, 
she  also  includes  in  her  repertoire  Junior/Cadette  Girl 
Scout  troop  advisor  and  Wolf/Bear  Cub  Scout  den  mother, 
as  well  as  Science  Club  moderator  and  Mathletes  coach. 

The  remaining  member  of  this  busy  household  is 
Robert  J.  Plowman,  Ph.D.,  whom  Maryann  met  in  1968 
when  they  were  graduate  students  at  Catholic  University 
of  America  in  Washington,  D.C.  Bob  is  an  Archivist,  and 
since  the  National  Archives  received  its  independence  in 
April  1985,  he  has  the  distinction  of  being  the  first 
Director  whose  facility  was  moved  to  a  center-city  location. 
Bob  Plowman  is  not  only  the  Director  of  the  Philadelphia 
Branch  of  National  Archives,  but  he  is  also  on  the  board  of 
various  historical  and  ethnic  societies,  teaches  in  the 
University  College  of  Villanova  University,  and  coaches 
girls'  traveling  soccer  teams! 

Maryann  Morrissey  Plowman  earned  her  B.A.  degree  in 
Biology  and  Chemistry  from  SJC  in  1964.  She  then  taught 
Biology  for  a  year  at  St.  Joseph's  High  School,  Bridge 
Street,  Brooklyn.  The  following  year,  while  studying  for 
her  Master's  degree  in  Developmental  Biology  at  Catholic 
U,  Maryann  taught  Biology  at  a  boys'  school,  Archbishop 
Carroll  High  School,  in  DC.  Receiving  her  M.S.  in  1967, 
she  decided  to  continue  both  her  teaching  and  her 
graduate  studies.  She  first  taught  at  Mt.  St.  Mary's  College, 
Newburgh,  NY,  then  returned  to  DC  to  study  at  Catholic

U  and  teach  at  Annapolis  Senior  High  School.  At  that 
time,  she  also  became  involved  in  the  pre-college  tutorial 
program  which  CUA  was  conducting  for  bright,  but 
poorly  motivated  inner-city  students.  Maryann  feels  that 
her  participation  in  this  undertaking  may  have  been  a 
motivating  factor  in  her  decision  to  leave  college  teaching 
some  18  years  later.  She  hopes  that  by  trying  to  make 
science  and  math  challenging  and  fun  for  junior  high 
youngsters  today,  that  perhaps  she  might  contribute  to  the 
formation  of  a  few  scientists  and  mathematicians  of 
tomorrow.  Beside,  she  notes,  if  Sr.  Mary  Beatrice  was 
willing  to  undertake  a  career  change  after  some  35  plus 
years,  what's  a  "new  adventure"  after  a  mere  18  years? 

Maryann  has  had  a  somewhat  diversified  academic 
teaching  experience,  necessitated  by  frequent  moves  over 
the  past  several  years.  From  a  teaching  assistant  at 
Catholic  U,  1968-70,  she  moved  on  to  assistant  professor  of 
Biology  at  Westmoreland  County  Community  College  in 
Youngwood,  PA.  Leaving  the  Pittsburgh  area,  two 
children  later,  the  Plowmans  took  up  residence  back  in 
DC.  Then,  on  to  Philadelphia.  Maryann  was  coadjutant 
professor  of  Biology  at  Neumann  College,  Aston,  from 
1975-77,  at  Rosemont  College  from  1977-78,  then  1982-83, 
and  at  Delaware  County  Community  College,  Media,  PA, 
from  1975-83.  Testing  the  waters,  so  to  speak,  Maryann 
then  accepted  a  position  as  Science  Coordinator  and  Jr. 
High  Unit  Science  teacher  at  Merion  Mercy  Academy, 
Merion,  PA  in  1983-84.  She  took  the  next  year  "off"  -  to 
write,  do  research,  and  contemplate  which  path  in 
academia  to  follow.  In  the  spring  of  last  year,  she  felt  that 
she  had  made  the  right  decision:  to  leave  behind  her 
college  teaching  research  and  publishing,  lengthy  faculty 
meetings  and  opt  for  teaching  in  the  local  parish  school 
which  three  of  her  children  attend.  And  the  verdict  thus 
far?  "It's  great!"  says  Maryann.  "I  love  to  teach,  I  enjoy 
youngsters,  and  I  have  almost  every  opportunity  to  stay 
involved  in  my  own  children's  extracurricular  activities.  I 
may  not  be  getting  richer  dollar-wise  but  I  feel  more 
personally  fulfilled  now  than  I  have  felt  in  many  years. 
And  I  know  my  family  seems  to  like  having  me  underfoot 
more  than  I  could  ever  have  been  had  I  remained  a  college 
professor." 

Throughout  the  years  following  graduation,  Maryann 
Morrissey  Plowman  seems  to  have  done  St.  Joseph's 
College  proud.  She  was  awarded  a  Certificate  of  Apprecia- 
tion by  the  Regional  Comprehensive  Health  Planning 
Council,  Inc.  of  Southeastern  Pennsylvania,  in  recogni- 
tion of  "outstanding  dedication  to  the  goals  of  compre- 
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Dr.  Frances  Panchok  '68  is  associate  professor  of 
Church  History  in  the  School  of  Theology  of  the  Univer- 
sity of  St.  Thomas  and  lecturer  on  religious  history  to 
church  groups  of  several  denominations  in  Houston.  She 
holds  a  Ph.D.  in  religious  history  from  the  Catholic 
University  of  America,  Washington,  D.C.,  where  she 
wrote  a  dissertation  on  The  Catholic  Church  and  the 
Theatre  in  New  York,  1890-1921.  She  has  served  on  the 
Ecumenical  and  Interfaith  Commission  of  the  Roman 
Catholic  Diocese  of  Galveston/Houston  since  1974,  and  on 
the  Anglican  and  Roman  Catholic  Dialogue  since  1982.  Dr. 
Panchok  is  married  to  Dr.  John  Berry  of  the  University  of 
Houston,  and  they  have  two  young  daughters.  She  is 
currently  involved  in  the  discussion  of  the  role  of  women 
in  the  Church  and  the  implementation  in  Houston  of  the 
Guidelines  on  Jewish-Christian  Relations. 

Last  December  at  a  conference  on  the  role  of  women  in 
the  Church,  sponsored  by  the  Galveston/Houston  Diocese 
and  the  University  of  St.  Thomas,  Dr.  Panchok  presented 
an  analysis  of  the  Church-woman  problem  that  differed 
sharply  from  the  analysis  that  had  been  offered  by  Andrew 
Greeley.  Greeley's  sociological  research  indicated  to  him 
that  women's  anger  against  and  alienation  from  the 
Church  had  little  to  do  with  Church  structures  or  doctrine, 
that  they  arose  rather  as  a  result  of  the  religious-psycholog- 
ical development  of  individual  women,  and  could  be  dealt 
with  on  a  psychological  level.  While  not  suggesting  that 
the  problem  Greeley  found  did  not  exist,  she  insisted  that 
the  writings  of  Catholic  women  and  men  attested  to  a 
genuinely  structural  and  doctrinal  problem  with  deep 
historical  roots.  If  the  bishops  in  their  pastoral  letter  tried 
to  attack  the  problem  as  Greeley  defined  it,  she  said,  they 
would  be  attacking  the  wrong  problem. 

The  fundamental  task  today,  Panchok  says,  is  to  drive  a 
wedge  between  Christian  revelation  and  its  historical, 
cultural  context  to  discern  how  much  of  the  Church's

historical  attitude  toward  women  is  traceable  to  genuine 
revelation  and  how  much  is  rooted  in  the  male  dominated 
Jewish-Christian  culture.  Many  writers  on  the  women- 
Church  issue,  she  says,  both  men  and  women,  see  the  issue 
in  this  way.  Throughout  Christian  history  women  have 
been  considered  naturally  inferior  or  deficient  and  have 
consequently  been  subjected  to  men  in  civil  and  religious 
matters  and  denied  access  to  positions  of  authority  or 
power.  Men  in  power  have  found  justifiction  for  this 
treatment  of  women  in  Christian  doctrine  much  as  the 
Sixteenth  Century  found  justification  for  its  treatment  of 
Galileo  in  Christian  doctrine. 

The  time  has  come  for  men  in  power  to  drive  a  wedge 
into  the  Christian  doctrine,  many  writers  say,  todistinguish 
the  pure  word  of  God  from  its  philosophical  and  scientific 
trappings  and  from  the  cultural  male  chauvinism  that  has 
always  accompanied  it.  These  writers  are  convinced  that 
once  the  Word  of  God  is  isolated  from  its  cultural  context 
it  will  be  the  basis  of  a  genuine  Christian  liberation  of 
women  and  men;  this  is  a  sign  of  the  times.  The  historical 
influences,  not  the  Word  of  God,  it  will  turn  out,  were  the 
real  basis  for  discrimination  against  women  in  the  Church. 

In  addition  to  discussing  the  woman-Church  issue  Dr. 
Panchok  has  appeared  on  Houston  TV  talk  programs 
examining  Vatican  IPs  declaration  Nostra  Aetate  and  its 
implementation  in  practical  Jewish-Christian  relations. 
She  was  the  guest  speaker  in  November  1985  at  the  Annual 
Religious  Service  Award  Night  of  the  National  Conference 
of  Christians  and  Jews.  In  1985  she  received  a  research  and 
travel  grant  from  the  Cushwa  Center  for  the  Study  of 
American  Catholicism  at  the  University  of  Notre  Dame 
and  a  research  grant  from  the  University  of  St.  Thomas. 
The  grants  enabled  her  to  complete  research  for  a  book  on 
the  Church  and  the  theatre  in  the  Progressive  Era  in 
America. 
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hensive  health  planning,  in  May  1977.  In  June  1981, 
Maryann  was  presented  with  the  Joan  Leight  Leadership 
Award  by  the  Girl  Scouts  of  Delaware  County,  PA,  and  in 
June  1983  she  was  awarded  the  St.  Elizabeth  Ann  Seton 
Medal  by  the  Archdiocese  of  Philadelphia  "in  recognition 
of  meritorious  service  to  the  spiritual  development  of 
Catholic  youth  in  Girl  Scouting."  In  addition  to  her 
membership  in  the  Scoiety  of  the  Sigma  Xi,  a  scientific 
research  honor  society,  Maryann  was  inducted  into  Delta 
Epsilon  Sigma,  the  national  scholastic  honor  society  as  a 
"distinguished  alumna"  in  April  1980.  She  was  selected 
for  inclusion  in  the  1982-83  Director  of  Distinguished 
Americans,  for  "services  and  contributions  to  scientific 
endeavors."  Add  to  the  aforementioned,  Maryann'sroleas 
an  advisor  in  the  Governor's  Energy  Education  Award 


Program,  PA,  1984-86;  advisor  in  the  U.S.  Department  of 
Agriculture  school  children's  seed  exchange  programs 
with  Japan  (1982)  and  the  U.S.S.R.  (1984),  as  well  as 
serving  as  a  teacher/sponsor  and  Judge  for  the  Pennsyl- 
vania Junior  Academy  of  Science  (1985,  1986)  and  Judge 
for  the  Albert  Einstein/ Delaward  Valley  Science  Fairs 
(1986),  and  you  can  see  that  career  change  or  no,  Maryann 
doesn't  show  signs  of  slowing  down  yet. 

"Amazing,  isn't  it?"  says  Maryann.  "When  I  attended 
St.  Joseph's,  worked  part-time  and  was  active  in  sports,  I 
thought  I  was  busy.  Little  did  I  know  that  the  pace  I  kept 
in  those  days  was  merely  the  proverbial '  tip  of  the  iceberg! ' 
But  God  has  been  good;  I've  a  happy  home,  a  lovely 
family,  and  I'm  doing  what  I  want  to  do.  .  .  teaching.  As 
the  song  goes,  'who  could  ask  for  anything  more?'"

My  current  position  is  Program  Coordinator  of  the 
Bereavement  Center  of  the  Family  Counseling  Service  of 
the  Hampton  Council  of  Churches.  The  Center  is  designed 
to  serve  anyone  who  has  suffered  or  anticipates  a  major 
loss  in  his/her  life.  These  losses  may  focus  on: 

•  the  separation  or  death  of  a  loved  one 

•  conflicts   experienced   in   marital,   couple   or   other 
interpersonal  relationships 

•  the  limitation  of  physical  illness 

•  family  conflicts  or  changes 

•  facing  the  serious  illness  or  imminent  death  of  a  parent, 
spouse  or  child 

•  dealing  with   the  emotional  and   practical   issues 
following  a  decision  to  separate  or  divorce 

•  financial,  professional  or  career  related  difficulties 

•  mid-life  crises,  retirement  and  other  issues  related  to 
adult  development 

•  lack  of  self-confidence  etc. 

We  believe  that  there  are  times  in  life  when  help  is 
needed  to  deal  with  problems  that  have  become  too 
difficult  to  handle  alone.  Unresolved  grief  turned  inward 
can  have  effects  both  mentally  and  physically.  When  pain 
is  shared  it  can  do  far  less  damage.  Members  of  the  staff  are 
available  for  individual,  couple,  family  and  group  counsel- 
ing. Fees  are  based  on  a  sliding  scale  according  to  ability  to 
pay- 
After  graduating  from  Suffolk  Community  College,  I 
was  offered  a  full  tuition  Presidential  Merit  Scholarship  to 
St.  Joseph's  College.  This  was  an  offer  that  was  hard  to 
refuse.  As  I  would  be  securing  a  bachelor  degree  while  also 
raising  a  family,  the  financial  benefit,  the  location  (a  ten 
minute  drive  from  my  home),  the  academic  reputation 
and  the  college's  reputation  as  a  close-knit  caring 
community,  all  served  to  make  my  decision  to  attend  St. 
Joseph's  College  a  relatively  easy  one.  This  decision  has 
been  affirmed  many  times  over  by  the  quality  of  education 
I  received  and  the  rewarding  relationships  developed  with 
both  students  and  teachers. 

My  early  work  experience,  after  graduating  in  1 959  from 
Martin  Van  Buren  High  School  in  Queens,  was  in  sales  for 
eleven  years  and  as  an  Executive  Secretary  for  an  insurance 
executive  for  four  years. 

Throughout  the  years,  I  have  been  involved  with  the 
New  Life  Community  Church  in  West  Sayville  as  a 
volunteer  coordinator  of  Discipleship  Groups.  Following 
a  one  year  training  program  I  became  a  Discipleship 
Group  Leader  and  after  an  additional  year's  training 
under  the  supervision  of  a  PhD  psychologist  and  pastor  I

served  as  a  volunteer  lay  counselor.  For  two  years  I  was  an 
administrative  assistant  secretary  to  the  minister,  associate 
Pastor,  and  served  staff  and  parishioners  in  various 
capacities  related  to  church  administration. 

From  1978  to  1980  I  was  a  substitute  teacher  aide  and 
volunteer  in  a  preschool  day  program  for  retarded  and 
emotionally  disturbed  children,  one  day  a  week. 

From  January  to  June  in  1983,  I  did  a  practicum  at 
Central  Islip  Psychiatric  Hospital  under  the  supervision 
of  a  psychologist,  giving  diagnostic  tests  to  patients, 
interacting  with  them,  observing  treatments  and  attending 
staff  meetings,  case  presentations  etc.. 

From  September  1983  to  May  1984, 1  was  with  Woodbury 
Health  Related  Facility  and  worked  21  hours  a  week  with 
the  geriatric  population  and  their  families.  Group  assign- 
ments included  running  groups  to  aid  in  mental  stimula- 
tion and  socialization  of  mentally  confused  residents  and 
groups  to  fulfill  the  needs  of  some  residents  for  more 
intellectual  type  of  activity.  Other  facets  included  taking 
histories,  team  meetings  with  doctors  and  nurses, 
documentation,  individual  counseling,  family  counseling, 
discharge  planning  and  crises  intervention. 

I  must  add  a  special  note  about  how  my  education  at  St. 
Joseph's  prepared  me  for  this  position.  Many  are  aware  of 
the  popular  course  offered  by  St.  Joseph's,  "The  Theology 
of  Death  and  Dying".  I  had  the  privilege  of  taking  this 
course  with  Sister  Josephine  Cavanaugh.  As  she  said 
many  times,  the  couse  was  on  "life  and  living."  We  all 
experience  losses  throughout  our  lives  which  Sr.  Josephine 
referred  to  as  "the  death  dimensions  of  life."  Adaptive 
coping  with  loss  can  enable  us  to  emerge  from  these 
experiences  as  more  mature  and  perhaps  more  fulfilled 
individuals.  I  think  of  Sister  Josephine  often  in  my  work 
and  I'm  grateful  for  her  influence  in  my  life. 

Two  other  people  at  St.  Joseph's  had  an  impact  on  my 
life,  Professor  Paul  Hawryluk  and  Dr.  Regina  Weiman. 
As  a  Psychology  major  I  had  many  of  my  classes  with  Prof. 
Hawryluk,  who  also  supervised  my  senior  thesis.  As  many 
will  agree,  after  completing  a  thesis  you  feel  you  can  tackle 
anything.  I  think  of  Dr.  Weiman  often  in  doing  my  small 
group  work  and  have  been  able  to  use  much  of  what  I 
learned  in  her  class  to  train  others  to  lead  small  groups. 
My  education  at  St.  Joseph's  left  me  well  prepared  for 
graduate  school.  I  received  my  Master's  in  Social  Work 
from  Adelphi  in  May  1985.  St.  Joseph's  College  will 
always  hold  a  special  place  in  my  heart. 

My  husband,  Jim,  is  with  the  Suffolk  County  Identifica- 
tion Bureau.  I  have  a  daughter  Lisa,  age  22,  a  pharmacy 
technician  and  part-time  college  student  and  a  son,  Jeff,

daughter  Christine  and  husband  Charles 

Julie  Wanzel  Bernroth's  ('63)  brother,  Air  Force  Captain 
Charles  J.  Wanzel  (Chuck),  became  Missing  in  Action  on 
March  29. 1972.  He  was  one  of  the  pilots  in  the  13  member 
crew  aboard  an  AC- 1 30  and  was  flying  a  special  reconnais- 
sance mission  over  the  Ho  Chi  Minh  Trail.  Their  plane 
was  hit  in  the  wing  tip  by  a  surface-to-air  missile.  Survivor 
activated  beepers  were  heard  at  the  time.  For  14  long  years, 
the  Wanzel  faimly  has  lived  with  the  frustration  of  not 
knowing  Chuck's  true  fate. 

There  are  still  more  than  2400  men  unaccounted  for  as  a 
result  of  the  Vietnam  Conflict.  Confirmed  reports  of  live 
sightings  of  American  P.O. W.  's  keep  up  the  hopes  of  these 
families  that  their  men  are  still  alive  in  the  jungles  and 
interior  of  Vietnam. 

Joining  a  group  of  about  90  people,  the  Wanzel  and 
Bernroth  families  gathered  in  the  chapel  at  the  Veterans' 
Administration  Medical  Center  in  Not  thport,  on  January 
26th,  for  a  candlelight  vigil.  Families  of  MIAs  across  the 
country  hold  this  vigil  annually  on  the  anniversary  of  the 
signing  of  the  Paris  Peace  Accord  which  ended  the 
Vietnam  Conflict. 

This  vigil  is  but  one  activity  that  Julie  and  her  family  is 
involved  in  to  remind  the  public  of  these  unaccounted 
American  servicemen.  There  also  Memorial  Day  parades, 
annual  marches  to  Washington,  television  programs, 
visits  to  senators  and  congressmmen. 

Julie  and  other  members  of  her  family  are  heartened  by 
the  fact  that  President  Reagan  is  the  first  president  to  have 
made  the  MIA  question  a  top  priority  item  in  his 
administration.  The  United  States  government  is  ag- 
gressively seeking  and  becoming  more  involved  in  top 
level  discussions  with  the  government  of  Vietnam  on  this 
issue. 

Julie  suggests  that  you  may  assist  by  writing  letters  to 
the  President,  U.S.  Senators  and  Congressmen,  asking 
what  has  been  done  recently  to  help  resolve  the  MIA 
situation.  For  more  information  write  the  National  League 
of  Families  of  American  Prisoners  and  Missing  in  South- 
east Asia,  1608  K  Street  NW,  Washington,  DC  20006.  It  is 
the  hope  and  prayers  of  these  families  that  the  true  fate  of 
men  like  Captain  Wanzel  will  be  learned  soon.

Nicholas  J.  Mazza  74  was  among  the  ten  permanent 
deacons  ordained  by  Bishop  Francis  J.  Mugavero  at  the 
Cathedral  College  Chapel,  Douglaston,  on  Saturday  April 
12th. 

After  almost  four  years  of  study  and  training,  the 
candidates  promised  obedience  and  received  deacon's 
vestments  and  the  book  of  the  Gospels  from  Bishop 
Mugavero.  The  Bishop  then  addressed  the  candidates 
about  their  role  and  duties  as  deacons,  and  their  wives 
offered  a  promise  of  support. 

The  ordination  raised  to  143,  the  number  of  deacons 
working  in  parishes  in  the  diocese.  As  permanent  deacons, 
the  men  will  be  empowered  to  baptize,  perform  weddings, 
conduct  wake  and  burial  services,  preach  at  Mass  and 
distribute  Communion.  In  addition  to  serving  in  parishes, 
they  can  minister  in  prisons,  hospitals,  homes  for  the  aged 
and  other  institutions.  The  permanent  diaconate  was 
restored  by  Pope  Paul  VI  in  1967,  after  Vatican  II.

Early  last  year,  Dr.  Mary  Mony  was  awarded  a  post- 
doctoral fellowship  by  The  Rockefeller  University  of  New 
York.  Last  April,  Mary  began  study  and  experimentation 
in  the  Laboratory  of  Molecular  Parasitology,  working  on 
the  function  of  a  particular  malaria  parasite  protein.  She 
is  now  trying  to  determine  the  basis  of  the  development  of 
drug  resistance  by  the  parasites  during  the  course  of 
treatment  of  the  disease. 

At  St.  Joseph's  College,  which  she  attended  on  a  Board 
of  Trustees  scholarship,  Mary  majored  in  Biology  and 
earned  a  Bachelor  of  Science  degree,  Summa  Cum  laude, 
with  Departmental  Honors,  in  1979.  She  received  a 
Department  of  Energy  Undergraduate  Research  Grant 
from  the  University  of  California,  Los  Angeles,  in  1979, 
for  a  summer  research  program  to  study  the  effects  of 
metal  ions  on  gamma  radiolysis  of  DNA.  That  year  she 
was  also  awarded  a  Commendation  by  the  National 
Science  Foundation  for  her  performance  on  the  Graduate 
Record  Exam  Advanced  Test  in  Biology. 

During  the  four  years  at  St.  Joseph's,  Mary  worked  after 
school  and  on  Saturdays  and  occasional  Sundays,  as  well 
as  during  the  summer  months,  for  Anchor  Savings  Bank 
in  auditing,  new  accounts,  and  occasionally  in  account- 
ing. While  continuing  to  work  and  study,  Mary  also 
volunteered  as  a  lab  assistant  in  the  Biology  Department 
during  her  senior  year. 

At  the  end  of  senior  year,  Mary  was  awarded  a  Faculty 
Fellowship  by  Columbia  University  for  doctoral  study  in 
their  Department  of  Biological  Sciences.  An  annual 
stipend  for  living  expenses  was  included.  While  pursuing 
her  studies,  Mary  taught  for  two  years  as  teachingassistant 
in  fulfillment  of  part  of  the  degree  requirements.  In  1985, 
the  Columbia  Board  of  Trustees  awarded  her  The  John  S. 
Newberry  Prize  for  "most  promising  student  of  the  year" 
in  the  field  of  Biology.  She  was  also  nominated  to  Sigma 
Xi.  Mary  earned  her  Master's  degree  in  Biology  in  1981,  a 
M.  Phil,  in  1982  and  her  Ph.D.  in  Biology  in  1985.

and  in  her  current  work. 

Dr.  Mary  Morry  is  familiar  with  a  number  of  computer 
languages:  Basic,  Fortran,  Pascal  and  Prolog  —  invalu- 
able aids  in  science.  She  is  conversant  in  Spanish  and 
French.  While  an  undergraduate,  Mary  joined  a  college- 
sponsored  trip  to  England  and  one  to  Spain.  She  has 
visited  Ireland  and  Austria  and  made  two  more  trips  to 
Spain. 

Twice  since  graduation,  Mary  has  returned  to  the 
college  to  talk  about  her  profession  on  "Career  Day."  This 
July,  she  will  speak  to  high  school  students  in  a  program 
that  Sr.  Mary  Maier  is  sponsoring,  to  try  to  encourage  high 
school  students  to  pursue  the  study  of  science  in  college. 

Mary  Morry  has  a  twin  sister,  who  graduated  from 
Hunter  College.  She  also  has  two  older  brothers  and  a 
younger  sister.

She  remembers  her  two  years,  1972-1974,  at  St.  Joseph's 
new  Campus  in  Brentwood,  where  she  earned  her  B.A.  in 
Human  Relations  with  departmental  honors,  as  both  a 
challenge  and  great  fun.  "I  particularly  remember  being 
appointed  as  student  body  representative  to  appear  before 
the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  College  in  Brooklyn  to 
petition  for  the  right  for  us  to  have  our  own  graduation  at 
Brentwood.  It  was  a  hot  issue.  We  felt  we  had  developed 
our  own  identity  through  those  first  two  years  as  we  and 
the  faculty  developed  into  a  real  academic  community." 

After  graduation,  Phyllis  remained  at  the  Brentwood 
Campus  to  become  Assistant  to  the  Director  of  the  C.  W. 
Post  Graduate  Program,  which  at  that  time  shared  space 
with  St.  Joseph's.  She  earned  a  Master's  in  Counseling 
from  C.  W.  Post  in  1975  and  left  in  1976  to  pursue  her 
doctorate,  which  she  received  from  New  York  University 
in  1983. 

During  the  period  when  she  was  working  on  her 
doctorate  in  organizational  studies  and  social  policy,  she 
served  as  a  graduate  assistant  for  three  years  and  worked  as 
a  mangement  consultant.  She  now  has  her  own  firm  and 
combines  a  private  consulting  practice  in  professional 
editing  and  educational  research  with  a  busy  career  in 
management  training  in  both  the  public  and  private 
sectors.  Phyllis  traveled  extensively  for  three  years,  conduct- 
ing management  training  seminars  for  the  American 
Management  Association.

Annette  Michael  '82GS 


Annette  Michael  is  a  1982  graduate  of  St.  Joseph's 
College  and  has  a  broad  base  of  experience  in  administra- 
tion and  secretarial  skills.  Born  in  Cleveland,  Ohio, 
Annette  came  to  New  York  many  years  ago  where  she 
attended  and  graduated  from  one  of  the  city's  high 
schools. 

In  1965,  Annette  was  employed  as  a  secretary  at  Beth 
Israel  School  of  Nursing.  As  a  secretary,  her  responsibilities 
included  typing  nursing  examinations,  course  outlines, 
minutes  of  meetings,  and  correspondence.  She  acted  as 
registrar  for  student  nurses  in  the  absence  of  the  registrar 
and  maintained  school  files.  After  four  years  at  Beth  Israel, 
Annette  joined  the  staff  at  Mt.  Sinai  Medical  Center  as 
secretary  in  the  Department  of  Radiotherapy.  Her  job  was 
to  catalogue  and  maintain  library  books  and  to  supervise 
students'  borrowing.  She  typed  grant  applications,  prog- 
ress reports,  final  examinations,  lecture  notes  and  publica- 
tions, and  transcribed  correspondence  from  a  dictaphone 
machine.  Annette  was  promoted  to  the  position  of  Coordi- 
nator of  the  Cancer  Com-Rad  Network.  Her  duties  there 
entailed  coordinating  the  requisition  of  capital  equipment 
between  the  seven  Com-Rad  network  member  institutions, 
billing  member  institutions  for  computer  programming 
and  repair  services,  abstracting  medical  histories  from 
patients'  charts,  stating  and  coding  them,  maintaining 
confidential  records,  typing  medical  and  scientific  manu- 
scripts. 

In  1978,  Annette  was  appointed  to  the  post  of  Executive 
Secretary.  In  that  capacity,  she  supervised  a  staff  of  three 
secretaries,  oversaw  the  completion,  timing  and  accuracy 
of  clerical  functions,  trained  new  and  inexperienced  staff, 
maintained  payroll  records  and  statistics,  implemented  a 
new  filing  system  for  confidentiality  of  patients  records. 
In  1 980  Annette  received  yet  another  promotion  to  Adminis- 
trative Secretary,  Department  of  Psychiatry.  Her  respon- 
sibilities involved  maintaining  all  phases  of  office  and 
clinic  and  the  billing  of  private  and  third  party  payers.  She 
composed  letters  to  Medicare  patients  in  regards  to 
billing,  assisted  in  preparing  grant  applications  and  acted 
as  ombudsman  to  patients. 


1981  was  another  year  of  excitement  and  advancement. 
Annette  Michael  became  Administrative  Assistant,  Divi- 
sion of  Thrombosis  Research.  Her  responsibilities  in- 
creased and  entailed  maintaining  of  personnel  records, 
and  a  computerized  accounting  system.  She  wrote  the 
budget  for  grant  submissions  and  reviewed  those  submitted 
by  the  Department  of  Medicine.  She  followed  up  on 
erroneous  charges  to  the  Division's  Fund  Account  by 
Accounts  Payable,  ordered  supplies  for  the  divison  and 
responded  to  all  correspondence  and  maintained  all 
phases  of  the  office.

She  started  a 
petition  to  initiate  such  a  council  and  through  her  activity 
a  Student  Council  became  part  of  the  General  Studies 
organization.  In  recognition,  Annette  was  awarded  a 
plaque  in  appreciation  of  her  work  for  this  council. 

Annette  Michael  is  now  employed  at  Cornell  Medical 
School  in  the  capacity  of  Billing  Administrator,  and  is 
also  Office  Manager  with  The  New  York  Medical  Hos- 
pital, a  dual  role,  in  the  Department  of  Rehabilitation 
Medicine. 

Annette  enjoyed  her  studies  at  St.  Joseph's  and  praised 
the  fine  instructors.  She  plans  to  attend  graduate  school 
with  a  long-range  goal  —  a  PhD.  Annette  is  a  member  of 
the  American  Public  Health  Association  and  the  Health 
Association  of  New  York  City. 


Michael  Jeffrey 
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LIBRARIAN  &  RESEARCHER 


At  St.  Joseph's  College,  Doris  Devlin  majored  in 
English  and  took  a  minor  in  French.  She  received  her 
bachelor's  degree  in  1937.  Doris  enrolled  at  Teacher's 
College,  Columbia,  for  a  master's  in  Education.  She 
became  disillusioned  with  current  pedagogical  theories 
which,  as  she  saw  it,  produced  high  school  graduates 
woefully  lacking  in  the  three  Rs. 

"Those  were  thin  years,"  writes  Doris.  "I  had  started  a 
doctorate  (at  Columbia)  and  had  18th  Century  Literature 
with  Professor  Sherburne  and  History  of  Language  with 
Professor  Ayres,  both  great  educational  experiences  — 
almost  as  good  as  Father  Dillon's  Ethics."  Regretfully, 
Doris  had  to  terminate  studies  at  Columbia  and  she  began 
teaching  in  the  Bedford  Stuyvesant  area,  in  Cirls'  Voca- 
tional School,  Boys'  High  School  and  later  in  Murray  Hill 
Vocational,  Machine  and  Metal  Trades. 

Doris  was  married  to  Clinton  Maguire  in  1941  and  her 
only  child  was  born  in  1944.  "Marcia  has  been  a  great 
joy!"  says  Doris.  She  was  "dragged"  around  in  the  service 
(Coast  Guard)  for  a  number  of  years  until  the  Maguires 
bought  a  home  in  Sudley,  south  of  Annapolis,  Maryland, 
where  she  attended  St.  Mary's  school.  Marcia  spent  five 
years  at  the  Unviersity  of  Toronto  and  became  proficient 
in  Arab  languages.  She  received  a  doctorate  in  Persian 
Studies  from  Princeton. 

Meanwhile,  Doris  taught  Latin  and  French  at  St.  Mary's 
for  several  years,  then  went  to  work  in  the  Naval  Academy 
library.  Here  she  realized  the  necessity  of  further  studies  in 
library  skills.  She  attended  Catholic  University  and  re- 
ceived an  MSLS  in  1968.  After  eight  years  as  librarian  at 
the  Naval  Academy,  Doris  left  to  become  Assistant  and 
Deputy  librarian  at  the  National  War  College.  However, 
she  found  that  much  time  was  spent  in  writing  for 
publishers  permissions,  since  many  professors  used 
articles  from  Newsweek,  Time  and  Foreign  Affairs  in  class 
work. 

Doris  left  the  War  College.  After  a  short  time  as 
librarian  at  the  University  of  Maryland,  she  took  an 
opening  at  Anne  Arundel  Community  College  which 
facilitated  the  family's  move  to  the  Eastern  Shore,  which 
was  close  enough  to  commute  across  the  Bay  Bridge  from 
her  125  acre  farm  where,  Doris  says,  she  mows  fifteen  acres 
a  week!  She  has  planted  100  trees  and  the  remainder  of  the 
farm  is  "ground  rented"  to  a  farmer  who  rotates  corn, 
small  grain  and  soy  beans,  the  customary  crops  of  the 
Eastern  shore.  Her  main  house  is  dated  1 760  and  will  soon 
be  on  the  National  Register. 

While  still  at  the  Academy,  Doris  started  to  use  her 
writing  skills.  She  collaborated  with  Rear  Admiral  John 
Hayes,  USN  Retired.  Their  interest  was  in  General 
Charles  Graham  Halpine,  who  was  Chief  of  Staff  during 


the  abortive  Shenandoah  Campaign.  He  was  also  a  wit.  a 
poet  and  a  bon  vivant.  The  essay,  Charles  Graham 
llalpine  was  published  in  the  New  York  Historical 
Society  Quarterly   in  October  1967. 

One  of  the  history  professors  at  the  academy,  Robert 
Seager,  author  And  Tyler  Too,  obtained  editorship  of  the 
Alfred  Thayer  Mahan  papers  from  the  Naval  Institute. 
Doris  went  to  work  on  these  papers  and  searched  through 
innumerable  collections  for  Mahan  material  inunindexed 
locations.  The  Library  of  Congress  Manuscript  Division 
and  the  Archives  became  her  home  away  from  home. 
Mahan,  Doris  claims,  was  one  of  our  great  naval  historians 
and  strategists.  This  work,  Letters  and  Papers  of  Alfred 
Thayer  Mahan,  was  published  in  three  elegant,  costly 
volumes  in  1975.  Though  she  considered  this  extravagance 
unnecessary,  Doris  admits  these  "cocktail  table  items" 
were  very  impressive. 

While  searching  for  Mahan  material,  Doris  became 
interested  in  French  Ensor  Chadunck,  also  an  historian 
and  naval  officer.  He  was  our  first  naval  attache  in 
London.  Since  no  collection  of  his  papers  was  ever  made, 
Doris  made  one  and  it  was  published  by  University  Press 
in  1981.  During  the  Chadwick  venture,  Doris  had  to  do 
some  research  on  a  footnote  pertaining  to  Ion  Perdu  arts. 
Do  you  remember:  "Perdicaris  alive  or  Raisuli  dead?" 
This  bit  of  history  took  place  in  1904  when  the  South 
Atlantic  Squadron  under  Chadwick's  command  was  sent 
to  restore  order  in  Morocco  and  to  rescue  Perdicaris  from 
his  Riffian  abductor.  Doris  avoids  theorizing  on  this  man 
and  let's  the  reader  draw  his  own  conclusion  from  the 
material.  Perdicaris  was  a  great  rogue  and  was  fun  to  work 
on,  but  this  writing  turned  out  to  be  too  long  for  an  article 
and  too  short  for  a  book.  She  has  commissioned  a  small 
printer  in  Easton  to  run  off  25  copies  with  a  spiral  binding 
and  plans  to  give  them  as  gifts  and  to  send  copies  to  the 
various  historical  societies  who  have  helped  her  as  well  as 
to  her  favorite  libraries. 

Recently  Doris  was  asked  by  a  young  man  in  Texas  A  &  M 
to  write  an  essay  on  Chadwick  for  inclusion  in  a  collection 
of  naval  essays.  Because  she  had  sent  all  her  material  to  the 
Naval  War  College,  Doris  had  to  work  from  her  book.  She 
has  finished  the  essay  and  has  sent  it  on  to  the  editor, 
to  the  editor. 

Doris  has  lived  with  a  succession  of  cats,  dogs  and 
horses.  Because  of  a  slightly  debilitating  stroke  she  has 
given  up  horses,  after  thirty-three  years,  and  misses  not 
having  one  around.  She  was  especially  fond  of  a  mare,  a 
grandchild  of  Citation,  and  a  "handful." 

For  lonely  people,  Doris  recommends  doing  research 
work  because  it  is  so  completely  absorbing,  and  the  end 
product  is  not  only  a  satisfaction  but  is  a  small  contribution 
to  historical  lore.

After  a  six-month  controversy,  Community  Board  18 
selected  Thomas  J.  Michaels  as  the  most  qualified  of  the 
three  final  candidates,  out  of  28  applicants,  to  assume  the 
position  of  District  Manager  of  CB  18. 

Two  new  regulations  in  the  search  process  for  the 
positions  were  enforced.  Resumes  of  potential  candidates 
were  circulated  to  the  full  membership  of  fifty.  In  addition, 
the  adoption  of  a  special  hearing  where  the  membership 
conducted  a  comprehensive  review  of  all  candidates  was 
incorporated  into  the  by-laws  of  the  board. 

A  life-long  resident  of  Marine  Park  and  a  graduate  of 
James  Madison  High  School,  Thomas  Michaels,  a  Biology 
major,  earned  a  BS  degree  from  St.  Joseph's  College  in 
1979.  He  spent  one  year  at  St.  George's  University's  School 
of  Medicine  in  Grenada  with  the  hopes  of  becoming  a 
doctor.  He  realized  that  the  education  in  the  West  Indies 
would  not  lead  him  to  a  career  as  a  doctor  in  the  United 
States,  so  he  ventured  into  hospital  administration. 

He  got  his  first  taste  of  politics  when  he  was  appointed 
by  Governor  Cuomo  to  the  New  York  State  Division  of 
Housing  and  Community  Renewal,  a  post  he  held  for  a 
year  and  a  half,  before  accepting  the  position  as  District 
Manager.  He  is  currently  studying  at  Manhattan  College 
for  a  master's  degree  in  Business  Administration. 

In  taking  the  job  in  the  largest  community  board  in 
Brooklyn  which  includes  Canarsie,  Georgetown,  Mill 
Basin,  Marine  Park,  Paerdegat  Basin,  Kings  Plaza  and 
Flatlands.Tom  will  act  as  liaison  between  the  community, 
the  community  board,  and  the  city's  service  agencies  — 
police,  fire,  sanitation,  etc.  —  in  resolving  any  complaints 
or  implementing  any  ideas  brought  forth  by  the  com- 
munity. 

Each  of  the  59  community  boards  in  the  city  is  comprised 
of  50  unsalaried  members.  Each  board  then  hires  a  full- 
time,  salaried  District  Manager.  The  post,  however,  exists 
on  a  month-to-month  basis  and  any  candidate  can  be 
dismissed  at  the  Board's  discretion  at  any  time. 


One  of  the  problems  tackled  early  this  year  was  that  of 
the  hundreds  of  abandoned  cars  in  his  district.  Thomas 
Michaels  and  several  city  agency  heads  flew  over  the  city  in 
a  helicopter  to  pinpoint  dozens  of  cars  strewn  throughout 
the  beach  and  park  area.  A  CBS-TV  camera  crew  took 
films  which  should  aid  those  agencies  who  remove  the 
cars.  Solutions  to  limit  access  to  the  park  and  beach 
sections  are  being  studied. 

Many  other  complaints  such  as  trash  dumping  in 
vacant  areas,  hazardous  double  and  triple  parking, 
dangerous  intersections,  and  vandalizingare  being  studied 
in  order  to  alleviate  these  problems. 

Thomas  Michaels  is  also  concerned  for  the  children  and 
has  committed  himself  to  seeing  that  youngsters  in  his 
communities  will  get  the  opportunity  to  experience 
scouting,  which  he  emphasizes  will  develop  strong 
character  and  leadership  qualities.  He  hopes  that  local 
boy  scout  and  girl  scout  troops  will  will  be  more  visible  in 
southeastern  Brooklyn. 

School  of  ficials  are  exploring  the  possibility  of  converting 
two  vacant  theaters  into  classrooms  for  District  22  school 
children  to  relieve  overcrowding  and  this  is  also  on  Tom 
Michaels'  agenda. 

Tom,  who  Board  Chairman  Carl  Kruger  says  has 
developed  a  no-nonsense  reputation  for  serving  the 
community,  intends  to  unify  the  opposing  factions  within 
the  board  so  that  it  can  function  as  one  entity  and  move 
quickly  to  solve  community  problems  and  deal  with 
community  needs. 

In  May  1978,  Tom  received  a  U.S.  Department  of 
Energy  Research  Grant,  sponsored  by  Union  Carbide 
Corporation,  Tennessee,  At  Commencement  1979,  he  was 
presented  with  the  J.  Gardner  Conroy  Philosophy  Award, 
and  in  March  1983  the  U.S.  Jaycees  of  Alabama  presented 
him  with  an  Outstanding  Young  Men  of  America  Award. 
Tom  received  a  Certificate  of  Appreciation  from  Woodhull 
Hospital  in  1984  and  in  1985  a  New  York  State  Employees 
Certificate  of  Merit.

After  her  marriage  to  Gerard 
Coates  in  1959,  he  having  been  a  fellow  teacher  in  the  same 
school,  she  moved  to  St.  James  where  she  taught  at 
Smithtown  High  School  until  daughter  Marie  was  born 
in  1962.  In  1964  the  family  moved  to  Setauket  and,  finally, 
in  1965,  Ann  applied  to  law  school  and  was  accepted  at 
N.  Y.U.  However,  money  was  not  available  at  the  time  in 
the  form  of  loans  and  grants  unless  you  were  poor  or  male 
so  instead  she  began  to  work  on  her  Ph.D.  in  History  at  the 
nearby  State  University  at  Stony  Brook.  She  became 
involved  in  community  work,  serving  as  an  officer  of  the 
League  of  Women  Voters,  the  American  Association  of 
University  Women,  Suffolk  Community  Council,  Suffolk 
County  Youth  Board,  The  Museums  at  Stony  Brook,  and 
Association  for  Community  /University  Cooperation.  She 
also  served  on  the  Three  Village  Board  of  Education  for 
eleven  tyears  (until  1981)  and  founded  the  Suffolk  Network 
on  Adolescent  Pregnancy,  now  considered  a  model  program 
in  New  York  State. 

It  was  in  1981  that  Ann  finally  made  the  decision  to  find 
the  time  and  resources  to  realize  her  dream  of  being  a 
lawyer.  With  the  support  of  her  husband  and  daughter, 
she  began  to  attend  Hofstra  Law  School  in  Hempstead, 
where  she  specialized  in  labor  and  employment  law.  As  a 
student,  she  worked  as  research  assistant  for  Professor  Eric 
Lane,  helping  put  together  a  law  school  text  on  Legislative 
Process.  Her  background  in  American  history  and  her  love 
of  politics  made  this  a  truly  enjoyable  task. 

Since  Hofstra  has  a  full  semester  program  in  the 
summer,  by  attending  two  summers  full-time  a  student 
can  complete  three  years  of  law  school  in  two  years. 
Naturally,  Ann  opted  for  this  program.  As  she  was  just 
about  to  begin  her  last  summer  semester  with  the  expecta- 
tion of  graduating  in  August,  1983,  she  discovered  a  lump 
in  her  breast  which  turned  out  to  be  malignant.  Instead  of 
law  school,  Ann  spent  the  summer  recuperating  from  the 
operation  and  trying  to  adjust  to  the  rigors  of  chemo- 
therapy treatments,  which  continued  for  10  months.  She 
did  resume  classes  in  the  Fallot  1983  and  graduated  in  the 
top  third  of  her  class  in  January  1984.

Through  Prof.  Lane,  she  was  recommended  upon 
graduation  for  a  position  on  the  staff  of  Speaker  of  the 
Assembly,  Stanley  Fink.  "It  was  so  exciting,"  she  said,  "I 
couldn't  believe  I  was  getting  paid  for  doing  this  work." 
Ann  lived  in  Albany  on  those  days  when  the  legislature 
was  in  session,  working  in  the  office  of  Speaker's  Counsel. 
Her  present  assignment  is  to  the  Assembly  Committee  on 
Social  Services,  in  which  capacity  she  is  expected  to  be  a 
technical  expert  on  the  Social  Services  Law. 

Ann  is  now  in  private  practice  with  her  own  office  in 
Setauket,  with  matrimonial  and  family  law  as  well  as  the 
labor  and  employment  law,  her  specialties.  She  still  works 
as  Speaker's  Counsel,  looking  forward  to  returning  to 
Albany  in  January  for  a  few  days  each  week  until  the  session 
ends  again  in  June.  She  has  also  resumed  teaching  and  is 
an  Adjunct  Professor  at  Suffolk  Community  College  in 
the  Paralegal  program  offered  there,  teaching  Domestic 
Relations  and  Business  Law.  And  of  course  she  has 
resumed  her  community  service,  concentrating  most  of 
her  efforts  now  as  a  trustee  of  the  Museums  at  Stony  Brook, 
which  has  the  construction  of  a  $4  million  Carriage 
Museum  underway,  as  a  director  of  the  John  T.  Mather 
Memorial  Hospital  in  nearby  Port  Jefferson,  and  as  a 
Lector  and  a  Eucharistic  Minister  in  her  parish,  St.  James 
in  Setauket. 

Husband  Gerry  has  been  an  ordained  Deacon  since 
1981,  serving  in  their  home  parish,  and  is  Assistant 
Superintendant  of  Schools  at  Islip.  Daughter,  Marie,  a 
graduate  of  Suffolk  Community  College  with  a  degree  in 
Early  Childhood  Education,  is  employed  as  a  teaching 
assistant  in  a  "latch-key"  program  in  the  Three  Village 
Schools. 

Obviously,  Ann  is  a  very  positive  person  who  traces  the 
roots  of  that  attitude  to  her  years  at  St.  Joseph's.  "I  met 
people  there  who  made  the  critical  difference  as  to  what  I 
wanted  to  do  with  my  life.  I  entered  in  1951,  intent  on 
being  a  laboratory  technician,  planning  to  devote  my  life 
to  science  and  research.  I  emerged  in  1955  with  a  broad 
social  science  background  and  an  absolute  commitment  to 
public  service.  And  I  must  thank  professors  such  as  Sister 
Joan  de  Lourdes,  Sister  Joseph  Damien  and  Father  (now 
Msgr.)  Diviney  for  that  metamorphosis." 

As  to  the  future,  Ann  plans  to  continue  her  multifaceted 
work  and  remain  "open  to  direction  from  the  Spirit,"  as 
she  puts  it.  "I  remember  being  introduced  by  Father 
Diviney  to  St.  Teresa  of  Avila's  bookmark  and  it  has  been  a 
never-failing  inspiration.  For  those  who  are  not  familiar

Last  July,  S.  Kathleen  Carberry  '63,  principal  of  Our 
Lady  of  Lourdes  School  in  West  Islip,  New  York,  received 
a  letter  from  the  United  States  Department  of  Education 
inviting  her  to  participate  in  the  Elementary  School 
Recognition  Ceremony  in  Washington,  D.C.  to  be  held  on 
September  12,  1986. 

The  Secretary  of  Education,  William  J.  Bennett,  and  a 
panel  of  educators  from  across  the  nation  selected  S. 
Kathleen's  school  as  one  of  272  private  and  public 
elementary  schools  to  be  honored  by  this  first  Elementary 
School  Recognition  Program.  Secretary  Bennett  requested 
that  S.  Kathleen  ask  two  other  people  to  join  her  in 
representing  the  school.  S.  Kathleen  selected  a  teacher, 
Catherine  Sheehan  S'75,  and  the  school  board  president, 
Joseph  Marutollo. 

In  addition  to  this  invitation  from  the  federal  govern- 
ment, the  National  Catholic  Educational  Association  also 
sent  an  invitation  to  the  34  Catholic  schools  from  across 
the  country  that  were  recognized  to  a  dinner  and  a  tour  of 
Washington  the  evening  before  the  government  cere- 
monies. This  celebration  was  held  in  Georgetown  and  was 
very  high-spirited. 

The  next  morning  S.  Kathleen  and  her  guests  boarded  a 
bus  for  a  session  at  the  U.S.  Department  of  Education 
Auditorium.  At  9:15  A.M.  there  was  a  panel  discussion  by 
members  of  Congress  on  "First  Lessons ",  a  booklet 
written  by  Secretary  of  Education  Bennett  on  the  state  of 
the  elementary  schools  in  the  country,  including  areas  of 
strength  and  curriculum  needs.  At  1 1  A.M.,  there  was  press 
availability  and  at  noon  Under  Secretary  of  Education 
Gary  L.  Bauer  addressed  the  guests  during  a  luncheon 
while  the  272  principals  were  brought  to  the  White  House. 

The  principals  from  the  recognized  schools  were  hosted 
at  a  reception  on  the  South  Lawn  before  being  addressed 
by  President  Regan  in  the  Rose  Garden.  Amid  reporters 
and  television  crews,  President  Regan  urged  the  educators 
to  become  involved  in  his  anti-drug  campaign.  He  also 
said  that  1985-86  had  been  declared  the  "Year  of  the 
Elementary  School"  and  he  was  delighted  to  bring 
elementary  education  into  the  public  spotlight.  The 
theme  of  his  address  focused  on  the  fact  that  next  to  the 
family,  the  elementary  school  is  probably  the  most 
important  institution  in  children's  lives.  It  is  in  the 
elementary  schools  that  children  acquire  the  habits, 
values  and  demeanor  that  they  will  carry  with  them  for  the 
rest  lives.

After  the  White  House  ceremony,  the  principals  returned 
to  the  U.S.  Department  of  Education  and  were  addressed 
by  Secretary  Bennett.  "You  are  the  good  schools,  excellent 
schools,"  he  told  the  crowd.  "But  they  are  not  some  breed 
of  mythical,  unattainable  super  school.  The  people  who 
run  them  and  teach  in  them  are  not  supermen  or  women. 
They  are  decent,  able  people  committed  to  creating 
extraordinary  schools."  The  audience  was  exhorted  to  be 
of  service  toother  schools  that  were  striving  for  excellence. 

The  principals,  seated  in  the  front  of  the  auditorium  by 
state,  were  called  individually  to  the  stage  to  be  presented 
with  a  huge  flag  with  the  presidential  seal  to  be  hung  in 
their  individual  schools.  After  this  thrilling  experience, 
the  principals  and  their  guests  went  to  the  Capitol  to  meet 
with  any  congressmen  who  would  be  available.  Congress- 
man Thomas  Downey  had  already  contacted  S.  Kathleen 
about  the  school's  recognition  and  had  been  present  for  an 
assembly  in  the  school  in  the  spring. 

The  festivities  culminated  with  a  reception  on  the 
Washington  Mall  outside  the  Air  and  Space  Museum 
where  everyone  had  a  chance  to  mingle  and  share 
experiences  with  each  other. 

S.  Kathleen  was  a  Child  Study  major  when  she  attended 
St.  Joseph's.  She  received  her  degree  in  1963  and  entered 
the  novitiate  of  the  Congregation  of  St.  Joseph  in 
September  1963.  She  taught  in  the  primary  grades  at  the 
Academy  of  St.  Joseph,  Brentwood,  from  1965-68  when 
she  want  to  Puerto  Rico.  She  taught  upper  grade  students 
at  Academia  San  Ignacio,  Rio  Piedras,  until  1975.  This  is  a 
Jesuit  elementary  school  which  was  instrumental  in 
helping  her  to  formulate  a  philosphy  of  education  based 
on  excellence.  During  those  years  S.  Kathleen  received  her 
M.A.  in  Educational  Administration  from  New  York 
University  which  prepared  her  for  later  positions  in  the 
field  of  education. 

Returning  from  Puerto  Rico,  she  became  an  instructor 
in  the  Child  Study  Department  on  the  Suffolk  campus  and 
taught  various  methods  courses  and  supervised  student 
teachers. 

In  1977  she  went  to  Our  Lady  of  Lourdes  and  became 
principal  the  following  year.  The  structure  and  size  of  the 
school  have  changed  in  the  past  few  years.  Prekindergarten 
and  kindergarten  classes  have  been  added.  Optional  after 
school  band,  chorus  and  sports  programs  also  enhance  the 
program  and  provide  for  the  needs  of  some  children  whose 

parents  are  not  home  after  school.

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The  concept  of  a  new  and  contemporary  Chirstian 
contemplative  community  began  to  evolve  under  Sr. 
Maria  Christi  Fingerlin's  leadership  in  1954,  while  she 
was  prioress  of  a  Discalced  Carmelite  Monastery  in 
Columbus,  Ohio.  Her  charism  and  leadership  brought 
about  a  gradual  evolution  from  the  traditional  Discalced 
Carmelite  form  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  people  today, 
people  hungry  for  spiritual  growth.  In  pursuit  of  her 
vision,  she  was  joined  by  the  late  Reverend  Elmer  H. 
Boyden,  a  priest  of  the  Columbus  Diocese,  who  became 
Co-founder  of  the  community. 

Sister  Maria  Christi  (Mother  Maria  Fingerlin,  C.C.) 
made  her  first  profession  of  religious  vows  in  1944  in 
Canada  as  a  Daughter  of  Wisdom  and  her  final  vows  in  St. 
Lawrence  surSevre  in  France.  Matriculating  at  St.  Joseph's 
College  in  1946,  she  took  a  French  major  with  a  minor  in 
Education  and  received  her  Bachelor  of  Arts  degree  in 
1950.  She  was  first  assigned  in  Ozone  Park  and  later  taught 
French  and  English  in  Bishop  McDonnell  High  School. 

In  1954,  Sister  transferred  to  the  Discalced  Carmelite 
Monastery  in  Columbus,  Ohio,  where  she  was  known  as 
Sister  Maria,  of  the  Virgin  Mother  and  later  as  Mother 
Maria  Fingerlin.  Appointed  as  Novice  Mistress,  she  acted 
as  a  counselor  over  the  years  and  eventually  was  elected 
Prioress  of  the  monastery.  It  was  here  that  she  began  the 
work  of  anew  form  of  contemplative  life  which  ultimately 
led  to  the  founding  of  the  new  community,  which  would 
include  diocesan  priests  and  associate  members,  both 
deacons  and  laity. 

On  September  8,  1975,  the  Sacred  Congregation  for 
Religious  and  Secular  Institutes  in  Rome,  Italy,  issued  a 
decree  authorizing  Bishop  Edward  Herrmann,  Ordinary 
of  Columbus,  Ohio,  to  erect  a  new  contemplative  institute 
to  be  known  as  Carmel  Community.  During  the  opening 
ceremony  on  November  22nd,  fourteen  Core  Members  and 
ten  Associate  Members  (three  priests  and  seven  lay)  made 
their  commitment  to  Cod  and  to  the  new  Community.) 
The  initial  commitment  is  for  one  year,  with  a  lifetime 
commitment  to  follow  at  the  end  of  that  time.  The  Core 
Sisters  and  Associate  Members  had  completed  a  three  year 
formation.  There  were  also  forty  aspirants  still  in 
formation  which  is  a  three  to  four  year  process  leading  to 
full  membership  and  commitment  to  Cod's  prior  right 
and  to  the  power  of  contemplative  prayer  shared  in 
community.  When  formation  is  completed,  aspirants  may 
choose  either  to  become  committed  members  or  to  leave 
the  Community.

In  1977,  Mother  Maria  travelled  to  Rome  to  obtain  final 
approval  of  the  new  Diocesan  Institute,  founded  to  help 
those  longing  for  greater  spirituality  in  their  lives  and  the 
lives  of  those  around  them.  Carmel  Community  is  unique 
in  that,  for  the  first  time  in  the  history  of  the  church, 
sisters,  diocesan  clergy  and  lay  people  are  called  to  make 
the  same  lifetime  commitment  as  equal  members  of  one 
community.  They  all  share  in  bearing  the  burdens  and 
joys  of  the  whole. 

The  Center  itself  consists  of  four  standard  tudor  style 
houses  built  in  a  a  square  around  an  English-style  garden. 
There  is  a  Community-Associates  house,  a  Residence  for 
the  Sisters,  an  Administration  building  and  an  Infirmary- 
Novitiate  house.  The  sisters  live  a  purely  contemplative 
lifestyle.  Their  rhythm  of  prayer  alternates  with  manual 
labor  which  is  their  main  source  of  income.  The  lay- 
associates,  called  from  many  walks  of  life  are  committed  to 
living  out  their  ministries  in  their  homes,  at  work  and 
within  their  parishes.  The  Carmel  Associate  priests  share 
collegially  the  headship  of  Christ  in  shepherding  the 
community.  They  are  diocesan  priests  working  under  the 
leadership  of  the  bishop  and  engaged  in  all  aspects  of 
pastoral  ministry.  Called  to  be  Carmel  priests,  they  find 
that  their  commitment  in  the  Community  intensifies  their 
ordination  commitment  to  the  bishop  of  the  diocese.  The 
Associate  deacons,  ordained  to  proclaim  the  Word,  provide 
the  necessary  sign  of  service  in  the  community.  They 
manifest  in  their  ministries,  the  power  of  contemplative 
prayer  which  vitalizes  and  energizes  their  work  in  the 
Church. 

The  Community  has  grown  steadily  since  its  beginnings 
in  1975.  Today  there  are  twenty  sisters  (18  professed  and  2 
novices),  five  diocesan  priests  and  one  aspirant  diocesan 
priest,  one  permanent  deacon,  and  40  laity  (30  in  forma- 
tion). A  second  community  was  begun  in  Pickerington. 
Ohio,  in  1980,  and  a  retirement  house  for  the  sisters  was 
opened  in  New  Port  Richey,  Florida.  Based  on  calls  for 
contemplative  presence,  Carmel  Community,  has  an 
invitation  for  a  foundation  in  the  St.  Petersburg  diocese 
and  in  other  dioceses,  in  response  to  the  call  of  God  and 
the  needs  of  His  people. 

A  brief  history  of  Carmel  reveals  the  adjustments  and 
changes  made  to  meet  the  needs  or  abuses  of  the  times.  In 
the  Old  Testament,  hermits,  living  on  Mt.  Carmel,  prayed 
and  waited  for  the  Incarnation  —  the  coming  of  the 
Messiah.  After  the  manifestation  of  the  birth  of  Christ, 
these  hermits  banded  together  in  Jerusalem,  in  a  life  of

Spiro  earned  his  Bachelor  of  Science  degree  in  1978.  He 
passed  the  entrance  examination  for  the  University  of 
Monterrey,  Mexico,  Medical  School,  which  has  triple 
AMA  rating.  It  was  required,  however,  that  he  learn 
Spanish.  During  the  summer  Spiro  took  an  intensive 
course  in  Spanish  at  the  Berlitz  Language  School.  With 
the  help  of  his  friend,  Tina,  who  was  multi-lingual,  he 
mastered  Spanish  and  passed  the  proficiency  exam,  thus 
achieving  his  goal  to  be  admitted  into  Monterrey  Med 
School  in  September.

Dr.  Catherine  White,  Associate  Director  of  Catholic 
Charities,  died  on  October  16th.  She  was  singularly 
honored  by  Bishop  Mugavero,  once  the  Director  of 
Catholic  Charities,  who  was  the  main  celebrant  at  her 
funeral  Mass.  Bishop  Sullivan  preached  the  homily  at  St. 
Francis  de  Sales  Church  in  Belle  Harbor. 

Catherine  White  received  her  bachelor's  degree  at  St. 
Joseph's  in  1938.  She  prepared  for  a  career  of  social  work 
at  the  Fordham  University  School  of  Social  Service  and 
began  a  lifetime  association  with  Brooklyn  Catholic 
Charities. 

Catherine's  early  focus  was  on  child  care  services.  She 
worked  with  the  Catholic  Guardian  Society,  the  arm  of  the 
Diocese  of  Brooklyn  which  administers  foster  care  and 
deals  with  developmentally  disabled  children.  She  took 
the  lead  in  transforming  the  pattern  of  foster  care  into  a 
team  approach  involving  various  levels  of  social  workers 
and  paraprofessionals.  She  set  up  a  career  ladder  within 
the  agency,  creating  opportunity  for  advancement,  and 
encouraged  study  by  securing  scholarship  financing  and 
working  with  the  City  University  to  set  up  an  Associate 
Arts  Degree  program. 

In  1965  she  had  become  Executive  Director  of  the 
Catholic  Guardian  Society,  a  post  she  held  until  1984. 
Under  her  leadership,  the  programs  and  services  of  the 
CGS  were  expanded  and  diversified  to  incorporate  family 
assistance,  day  care,  adoption  and  prevention  servic;es. 
For  developmentally  retarded  children  the  CGS  organized 
pre-school  programs,  summer  camps  and  residential  care. 
One  of  its  seven  residences  bears  the  name  of  Catherin 
White.  She  delighted  in  visiting  and  mingling  with  the 
children  there. 

In  1967  her  advice  was  sought  by  the  New  York  State 
Legislature  Committee  on  Child  Care  Needs,  of  which  she 
was  the  first  non-legislative  member.  In  the  same  year,  the 
Ethel  H.  Wise  Award  for  outstanding  social  work  service 
to  people,  was  conferred  by  her  by  the  Columbia  University 
School  of  Social  Service.  In  1973  she  received  the  degree  of 
Doctor  of  Public  Administration  from  New  York  Univer- 
sity, and  in  197-4  was  honored  with  the  Founders'  Day 
Award  from  NYU.  She  held  adjunct  professorships  at 
Fordham   and   at   St.    Francis   College,   specializing   in 


organization  and  management  theory,  supervision  and 
staff  development. 

From  1971  to  1987,  Catherine  White  was  Director  of 
Central  Human  Services  of  Catholic  Cahrities.  She  played 
a  leading  part  in  the  organizational  change  of  Charities 
from  a  centralized  structure  to  a  score  of  more  of  Human 
Service  Centers  located  throughout  the  diocese.  These 
community-based  units  are  more  flexible  and  more  readily 
responsive  to  the  growing  needs  of  the  diverse  neighbor- 
hoods of  Brooklyn  and  Queens,  such  as  day  care,  housing 
and  teenage  pregnancy  support. 

In  1975  Dr.  White  was  called  to  act  as  director  of  the 
Vietnamese  Resettlement  Program  in  the  Diocese.  She  was 
one  of  the  founders,  a  charter  member  and  organizer,  of 
the  National  Committee  of  the  Campaign  for  Human 
Development.  She  also  served  on  the  Diocesan  Pastoral 
Council. 

From  1 976  until  her  death  she  was  Director  of  Evaluation 
and  Staff  Development  of  Catholic  Charities.  She  establish- 
ed a  whole  internal  system  of  evaluation  to  assess  the 
effectiveness  of  agency  programs.  Her  theories  were  used 
as  the  basis  of  evaluation  for  the  Cadre  Study  of  the 
National  Conference  of  Catholic  Charities.  These  theories, 
and  her  achievement,  are  perhaps  best  summarized  in  her 
own  words: 

"What  I  have  enjoyed  throughout  my  career  has 

been  to  help  people  —  those  whom  we  serve  and 

staff  —  to  develop.  Watching  them  grow  towards 

reaching  their  potential  has  been  of  tremendous 

satisfaction.  My  strong  belief  in  freedom  with 

responsibility  has  been  the  cornerstone  of  my 

contribution." 

Her  colleagues  and  staff  saw  Catherine  as  a  dynamic 

and  forward-looking  presence  who  did  much   to  put 

Brooklyn  Catholic  Charities  on  the  cutting  edge  in  care 

for  the  needy.  They  mourn  the  loss  of  a  deeply  religious 

woman  whose  ability  to  inspire  and  energize  theii  work 

came  from  a  trancendent  faith  in  God,  a  strong  belief  in 

the  talents  of  those  with  whom  she  worked  and  a  deep 

compassion  lot  those  they  served.

Helyne  Straub  Hillman  of  the  class  of  1926,  dud  last 
June  1th.  She  was  well-known  and  highly  respected  in 
Hancock,  New  York,  primarily  as  the  owner  and  operatoi 
of  Camp  Hilltop  and  Hill  Manor,  summer  camps  for 
children.  She  leaves  two  daughters  and  five  sons. 

Helyne  was  born  in  Brooklyn  and  attended  Richmond 
Hill  High  School.  At  St.  Joseph's  College,  she  majored  in 
Latin  and  minored  in  History,  earning  her  BA  in  1926. 

On  October  1 .  1927,  Helyne  married  M.  Everett  Hillman 
and  having  bought  property  upstate,  they  took  up 
residence  in  a  lovely  home  on  Sands  Creek  Road  in 
Hancock.  Together,  they  built  up  and  operated  Camp 
Hilltop  and  Hill  Manor.  Their  seven  children  were  born 
and  raised  there  and  attended  the  local  schools. 

When  Everett  died  of  cancer  in  1952,  Helyne  continued 
to  operate  the  camps  until  her  death.  She  also  served  in  his 
place  as  a  member  of  the  Hancoc  k  Central  School  Board  ol 
Education,  having  been  appointed  soon  after  his  death, 
and  served  successive  terms  until  1963.  She  was  the  only 
surviving  original  member  of  the  Library  Board  in  whi<  h 
she  served  as  President  for  a  time.  Mrs.  Hillman  served  as 
Postmaster  at  the  Kelsey  post  office  for  a  number  of  years 
and  retired  in  1959,  except  for  operating  the  rural  post 
office  during  the  summer  months. 

Helyne  was  active  in  St.  Paul  the  Apostle  Church,  a 
member  of  the  Altar  and  Rosary  Societies,  the  Court  St. 
Mary  Catholic  Daughters  of  America  and  Catholic  Welfare 
League.  She  was  a  member  of  the  American  Camp 
Directors  Association,  a  member  of  the  Twentieth  Century 
Book  Circle,  the  Cavil  Service  Retirees  Association,  the 
Delaware  Valley  Garden  Club  of  which  she  was  a  past 
president  and  was  a  (barter  member  of  the  Hancock- 
Chehocton  Historical  Association. 

Her  children  have  gone  their  separate  ways.  The  oldest, 
M.  Everett  Hillman,  a  Notre  Dame  graduate,  is  an 
engineer  with  Dupont  and  lives  in  Newark  Delaware; 
Robert  is  a  Doctor  of  Veterinary  Medicine  with  Cornell 
University;  Richard,  an  attorney,  lives  in  Syracuse; 
Raymond  is  a  dairy  farmer  in  Mt.  Upton,  N.Y.  and  Stanley 
is  living  in  Starrucca,  Pennsylvania.  Her  daughter 
Heather  Adams  is  living  in  Equinunk,  Pennsylvania  and 
Dianne  Arbirtio  is  in  Boston  Lake,  New  York.  Helyne  also 
leaves  26  grandchildren,  21  great-grandchildren  and  two 
brothers,  Allied  who  lives  in  New  Fairfield.  CI  and 
Walter  whose  residence  ts  in  Richmond  Hill.  NA 


The  beauty  of  nature  and  the  scenic  countryside  of 
Sussex  County,  New  Jersey,  has  inspired  Joan  Geraghty 
Ross  '53  to  express  her  love  and  delight  through  her 
watercolor  paintings.

Coddington  John,  a  graduate  of  the  class  of  1984  from 
St.  Joseph's  College  Division  of  General  Studies  has 
returned  to  the  College  as  an  adjunct  professor.  He 
lectures  in  Family  Health  and  Principles  of  Counseling  in 
the  Community  Health  Division. 

Coddington  was  born  in  Grenada  where  he  attended 
Grenada  Boys  Secondary  School.  He  later  taught  school  at 
elementary,  secondary  and  tertiary  levels.  He  was  Principal 
of  Grenada  Technical  Institute  and  Grenada  Technical 
and  Vocational  Institute.

For  one  to  succeed  in  his  endeavors,  hard  work, 
dedication  and  commitment  towards  a  particular  goal  are 
required.  Many  people  embark  on  achieving  a  strong 
educational  background,  but  only  a  few  choose  to  remain 
on  the  battlefield  to  pursue  and  attain  their  set  objectives. 
Ms.  Hyacinth  Seivright  is  one  of  the  noted  few,  a  woman 
who  has  taken  education  as  a  serious  challenge  from  a 
tender  age,  starting  from  primary  grades  to  high  school 
and  to  her  present  goal  of  obtaining  a  master's  degree. 
Evidence  of  Hyacinth's  educational  thirst  began  to  unfold 
immediately  after  graduation  from  Clarendon  College  in 
Jamaica.  Desiring  independence  and  a  professional  career, 
Hyacinth  chose  nursing  as  her  long-term  career  goal.  In 
1962  she  enrolled  at  one  of  the  most  prestigious  institutions 
in  her  native  Jamaica,  the  University  College  Hospital, 
and  took  intensive  training  in  nursing  subjects,  e.g. 
tropical  diseases,  public  health,  and  pediatrics.  On 
completing  her  training  in  1965,  she  was  awarded  a 
Registered  Nurse  diploma  in  Nursing  Care.  It  is  said  that 
experience  is  the  greatest  teacher  and  there  was  no  better 
place  for  Hyacinth  to  gain  experience  than  from  her  alma 
mater.

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Unit  and  from  1982,  Ms.  Seivright  has  been  Patient  Care 
Coordinator  in  Opthalmology.  This  unit  has  recently 
been  designated  the  only  Medical  Surgical  Unit  at  the 
Moses  site  of  Oncology,  Neurology,  Dental  and  E.N.T. 
patients.  During  the  many  years  of  her  employment  at  the 
center,  Hyacinth  demonstrated  strong  leadership  in  these 
positions.  As  patient  care  coordinator,  Hyacinth  was 
recently  transferred  to  a  lateral  position  at  Beth  Abraham 
Home  Health  Agency,  an  affiliate  of  Montefiore  Medical 
Center.  Hyacinth  made  the  transfer,  she  said,  because  of 
the  exciting,  challenging  and  rewarding  trend  in  this 
health  field  setting. 

As  patient  care  coordinator,  Hyacinth's  responsibilities 
include  planning  and  coordinating  the  care  of  the  home- 
bound  patient,  which  is  a  new  DRG  phase  in  patient  care.

While  at  Montefiore  Hospital,  Hyacinth  served  on  the 
Committee  for  Development  and  Redesigning  New  Tools. 
She  participated  in  formulating  and  developing  a  tool  to 
monitor  I.V.  compliance  for  infectious  control.  This  too 
was  implemented  in  other  areas  of  the  hospital. 

Hyacinth  is  married  to  George  Seivright  who  works  for 
NYNEX.  They  have  two  children,  a  boy,  Noel,  and  a  girl, 
Colleen.  Hyacinth  is  currently  serving  as  Secretary  of  the 
PTA,  which  is  geared  toward  maintaining  a  good  working 
relationship  between  parents  and  teachers.  She  was  a  guest 
speaker  on  Home  Safety  at  one  of  their  workshops. 

Ms  Seivright,  an  optimist,  believes  strongly  in  planning 
for  the  future  and  that  such  planning  must  be  constructive. 
One  of  her  many  plans  is  to  establish  a  Home  Health 
Agency  for  home-bound  patients.  Another  is  the  formation 
of  a  fund-raising  committee  to  aid  the  under-privileged 
children  in  her  native  Jamaica.

MARY  LOUISE  JENTZ 

College  Librairan,  Dies 


Nina  Siragusa  Ieraci  'W 


When  asked  to  contribute  some  of  her  poetry  to  the 
alumni  magazine,  Nina  Siragusa  Ieraci  wrote,  "I'd  be 
delighted.  I  must  warn  you,  though,  it  is  quite  ingenuous 
as  it  is  written  for  children  in  my  English  classes.  They 
have  appeared  in  class  publications." 

Nina's  interest  in  poetry  was  sparked  by  a  writing 
course  she  took  in  the  summer  of  1982.  The  course  was 
sponsored  by  the  Long  Island  Writing  Project,  whose 
philosophy  states  that  a  teacher  of  writing  must  write 
himself  to  understand  and  empathize  more  fully  with  the 
difficulty  of  the  process.  "Was  I  surprised,"  she  writes, 
"When  I  began  to  write  every  day  and  I  experienced  the 
frustration  of  a  blank  page  and  the  growing  desire  to  fill 
that  page  with  thoughts  and  feeling  expressed  in  just  the 
right  way.  I  was  even  more  surprised  when  I  tried  to 
execute  some  of  the  writing  assignments  given  to  my 
students.  I  immediately  understood  their  suffering.  It  was 
then  that  I  promised  myself  never  to  assign  topics  until  my 
students  have  gained  enough  confidence  in  their  own 
ability  to  express  themselves. 

My  students  keep  journals  and  write  every  day.  Their 
topics  range  from  love,  birth,  death  and  the  meaning  of 
life,  to  age,  youth  and  the  need  to  belong.  The  amazing 
aspect  of  this  approach  is  that  they  are  manipulating 
language  and  using  grammatical  structures  to  which  they 
have  not  yet  been  formally  introduced.  My  role  is  one  of 
motivator  and  facilitator.  I  try  to  highlight  the  good 
things  they  have  done  by  reading  them  aloud  and 
publishing  them  in  class  publications.  Conferences  are 
held  in  which  I  play  a  passive  role,  perhaps  to  ask  few 
questions  to  help  them  clarify  their  thinking." 

Nina  Ieraci  is  presently  the  chairperson  of  the  English 
Department  at  Burr  Junior  High  School  in  Commack, 
long  Island  and  has  held  this  post  for  the  past  sixteen 
years.  An  English  major,  Nina  received  her  bachelor's 
degree  from  St.  Joseph's  College  in  195-1.  She  has  a 
Master's  from  Hofstra  and  some  credit  hours  from  C.W. 
Post  in  English.  In  additon,  Nina  has  fifteen  credits  in 
Supervision  Administration. 

Nina  Siragusa  has  two  children,  Robert,  27,  a  graduate 
of  Maris!  College,  is  an  editor  for  WLIG  television.  He 
hosts  a  weekly  TV  show  called  Focus  Long  Island,  in 
which  he  interviews  Long  Island's  prominent  citizens,

Mary  Louise  McGee  Jentz  74,  librarian  in  McEntegart 
Hall,  died  at  the  age  of  34,  on  August  4,  1986,  leaving  her 
husband,  John,  her  five-year-old  daughter,  Megan,  her 
parents,  six  sisters  and  five  brothers.  Sharing  grief  with 
them  are  many  relatives,  friends  and  co-workers. 

I  met  Mary  Louise  sixteen  years  ago,  when  I  was  a 
junior  at  St.  Joseph's  and  she  was  a  freshman.  A  year  later, 
she  attended  my  wedding  and  Donald  and  I  have  many- 
happy,  loving  memories  of  her  throughout  the  years; 
memories  of  sharing  a  cabana  at  Breezy  Point,  of  a  blind 
date  I  arranged  for  her  -  she  never  forgave  me;  of  getting 
together  with  the  girls;  memories  of  my  daughter 
Christine's  birthday,  Mary  Louise's  godchild.  Others  have 
recounted  their  fond  memories,  too.  Emma  Rigatti  Haran 
74,  Cathy  Hayes  74,  Andrea  Johnson  74,  Bernadette  Izzo 
and  Nancy  Evans  shared  good  times,  friendship  and 
laughter  with  Mary  Louise. 

In  1976,  Mary  Louise  received  her  MLS  from  Pratt  and 
worked  in  the  public  library  system  for  a  while.  In  August 
1979,  she  returned  to  St.  Joseph's  College  in  a  professional 
capacity  as  a  Reference  Librarian.  The  following  April, 
she  married  John  Jentz.  Mary  Louise  loved  her  work  in  the 
library  and  often  spoke  about  the  students  and  her  co- 
workers, Sr.  Mary  Winifred,  Marianne  Fahey,  Dorothy 
Dorosch,  Lucy  Torres,  and  Agnes  Montero. 

For  the  last  two  and  a  half  years,  Mary  Louise  was 
battling  an  illness,  and  she  endured  chronic  and  often 
debilitating  pain.  She  took  a  leave  of  absence.  After  a  brief 
return  to  work  in  June  and  July  1985,  she  found  that  she 
was  unable  to  continue.  Above  all,  she  wished  to  care  for 
Megan  and  enjoyed  the  freedom  to  do  so.  These  efforts 
were  an  inspiration  to  us  all. 

At  her  funeral  Mass,  the  priest  said  that  Mary  Louise 
was  alive  in  all  of  us  -  her  many  relatives  and  friends. 
Indeed,  the  memory  of  her  fortitude  and  courage  and  her 
love  for  each  of  us  will  be  with  us  for  a  long,  long  time.

prayer  and  faith  with  the  Mother  of  the  Messiah  as  an 
example.  This  Marian  tradition  has  been  a  part  of  Carmel 
from  the  beginning. 

In  1247  A.D.,  Pope  Innocent  IV  approved  of  the  rule 
written  in  1207  A.D.  by  St.  Albert  the  Patriarch  of 
Jerusalem.  This  order  entered  the  Western  Church  and 
received  permission  to  remain.  Its  rules,  titles  and  priv- 
ileges were  confirmed  in  1226  A.D.  From  the  13th  to  the 
16th  century,  these  Carmelites  of  Ancient  Observance 
(Caked)  carried  on  the  Marian  tradition  and  lived  as 
contemplatives  in  a  monastic  form  of  religious  life,  as 
friars  and  nuns. 

In  1562,  the  Discalced  reform  was  begun  by  St.  Teresa  of 
Avila  and  John  of  the  Cross  in  an  effort  to  free  the  order 
from  the  abuses  that  had  crept  in  as  a  result  of  using 
convents  for  social  gatherings. 

Mother  Maria,  in  1954,  began  a  gradual  evolvement  of 
the  traditional  monastic  forms  and  was  joined  in  this  by 
Father  Boyden  who  gave  the  richness  of  his  ministry  until 
his  death  on  October  30,  1973.  In  1975  their  work  came  to 
fruition  when  Carmel  Community  was  opened  to  sisters, 
priests  and  laity  called  to  make  the  same  lifetime  commit- 
ment as  equal  members  of  the  one  community.  Mother 
Maria  is  widely  known  as  a  skilled  counselor  and  an  astute 
spiritual  director  with  a  deep  understanding  of  the  ways  of 
God  in  prayer.

Irene  H.  Impellizeri,  University  Dean  for  Teacher 
Education  of  City  University  of  New  York  and  Vice 
President,  New  York  City  Board  of  Education. 

Dr.  Impellizeri  then  delivered  the  Baccalaureate  address 
to  the  graduates  who,  she  said,  face  a  "time  of  crisis.  .  .  a 
real  crisis  of  morality,  ...  a  confusion  in  the  selection  of 
values." 

"There  is  a  bright  side,"  she  continued.  "Wedohave  in 
our  democracy  the  best  form  of  government  in  the  world. 
And  there  is  social  justice,  and  compassion  and  neighborli- 
ness.  There  is  a  welfare  system,  social  services  of  all  kinds, 
more  education  than  ever  before  and  for  more  people  than 
ever  before  -  as  rich  as  the  education  you  have  been  given. 
These  are  some  of  the  strengths  on  which  to  begin  and  to 
build." 

Dr.  Impellizeri  suggested  that  the  graduates  continue 
their  education  and  become  specialists,  to  continue  to 
study  "those  age-old  questions  about  the  nature  of  human 
knowing  and  loving  -  the  limitations  as  well  as  the  almost 
inexhaustable  potential.  .  ." 

"You  are  needed  by  leaders,"  she  told  them.  ".  .  .  Your 
ideals  and  energy  are  necessary  for  every  organization, 
every  society,  every  nation.  It  is  sometimes  difficult  to 
influence  the  leader,  but  you  must  try . . .  Our  leaders  need 
your  perspective  -  your  philosophic  background." 

Dr.  Impellizeri  referred  to  Norman  Cousins'  analysis  of 
the  causes  of  Watergate.  He  wrote  that  the  traditional 
functions  of  leadership  are  being  shattered. .  .  the  velocity 
of  change  and  the  complexity  of  events  make  it  almost 
impossible  for  the  leader  to  spend  ample  time  in  the 
contemplation  and  pursuits  of  great  goals  and  visions. 
"The  human  mind  is  poorest  when  it  is  whipsawed  by 
discontinuities  and  distractions  and  the  prime  casualty  is 
thought  -  the  ability  to  think  sequentially. . .  You  must  be 
compassionate  with  these  difficulties  and  challenges  facing 
leaders  and  make  every  effort  to  encourage  the  taking  of 
time  to  resolutely  think  through,  develop  and  clarify  the 
underlying  philosophy  and  governing  principles  of  the 
office  of  the  leader.  This  cannot  be  done  on  the  run.  There 
is  no  escape  from  the  need  for  sequential  thought.  It  is 
vital  for  the  choices  of  values,  the  establishing  of 
priorities." 

Dr.  Impellizeri  saw  the  graduates  as  a  link  between  the 
generations  -  on  the  one  hand  attending  to  those  who 
brought  them  into  being  and  present  leaders,  and  on  the 
other  hand,  attending  to  the  young  -  as  parents,  teachers 
and  in  community  work. 

"To  the  greatest  possible  extent,  and  through  whatever 
career  you  find  yourself,  you  must  help  the  young  in  our 
society  become  aware  that  there  is  an  inner  sanctuary  in 


General  Studies 

The  Commencement  Exercises  for  the  General  Studies 
Division  in  Brooklyn  was  held  on  June  4,  1987  in  Bishop 
Loughlin  Auditorium.  Sr.  George  Aquin  O'Connor 
presented  the  President's  Medal  to  Dr.  Nalini  V.  Juthani, 
Assistant  Professor  of  Psychiatry  in  Albert  Einstein  College 
of  Medicine.  Dr.  Juthani  then  addressed  the  one  hundred 
and  sixty  six  graduates.  The  message  she  wished  to  impart 
began  with  telling  her  own  story. 

The  story  is  of  a  young  Indian  doctor  who,  seventeen 
years  ago,  emigrated  to  the  United  States  with  her 
husband,  also  a  doctor.  "I  had  a  dream  which  contained  a 
special  goal,"  she  said.  "...  I  wanted  to  be  successful  and 
be  someone  some  day.  It  became  clear  to  me  that 
determination,  clear  thinking,  priorities  in  order,  hard 
work,  curiosity,  enthusiasm  to  learn  and  share,  were  the 
key  elements  required  to  achieve  that  goal." 

Dr.  Juthani  told  of  the  jobs,  the  struggles,  the  stresses, 
the  homesickness  and  the  identity  crisis  which  she 
experienced.  "I  did  a  great  deal  of  reading  and  thinking  in 
terms  of  how  to  fit  in  this  new  land  culturally  and  yet  not 
lose  my  rich  heritage.  How  to  compromise  and  make  the 
best  of  the  two  worlds." 

Dr.  Juthani  finished  her  residency  and  completed  her 
specialty  training.  She  realized  her  ambition  of  a  teaching 
career.  For  the  past  eight  years  she  has  taught  and  learned 
from  her  students. 

"With  this  personal  background,  I  bring  to  you  the 
message  as  a  foreign  bom,  first  generation  immigrant,  a 
wife  and  a  mother  ( of  three  children ),  as  a  physician  and  as 
an  educator  that  this  country  has  offered  a  lot  of 
opportunities.  You  have  accomplished  a  goal  and 
fulfilled  a  dream  today,"  said  Dr.  Juthani.  "However, 
learning  is  an  ongoing  process  and  that  you  will  dare  to 
have  dreams,  you  will  make  a  committment  to  a  life  long 
process  of  enriching  your  life  and  the  lives  of  other  people 
you  will  meet." 

"You  will  keep  cultural  perspective  in  your  adjustments 
to  different  people,  you  will  be  open  minded,  curious  and 
non-judgmental  towards  values  and  priorities  of  other 
cultures.  You  must  remember  that  to  enrich  our  life 
experiences,  we  must  share  culture  and  learn  from  others.

each  one  of  them;  that  they  have  a  freedom  that  comes 
from  God  -  but  not  a  freedom  that  abrogates  duty  -  a 
freedom  that  brings  them  to  the  loftiest  of  ambitions  —  the 
highest  rational  vision  of  one  made  in  the  image  of  God  - 
in  intellectual  competence  which  will  enable  them  to  cope 
with  the  world  and  with  its  crises,  and  the  moral  autonomy 
which  will  enable  them  to  resist  its  blind  appetite  for  their 
souls  —  and  to  do  more  then  resist,  to  remake  and  elevate.

Mary  Butz  '69  was  selected  by  the  W.K.  Kellogg  Founda- 
tion as  the  recipient  of  a  three-year  $30,000  fellowship. 
Now  completing  the  second  of  her  three  years  as  a  Kellogg 
Fellow,  Mary  is  the  first  (and  so  far  the  only)  teacher  ever 
selected  by  the  Foundation  as  a  winner  of  this  highly 
prestigious  and  sought  after  award. 

The  Kellogg  Foundation,  created  with  funds  from  the 
cereal  manufacturers,  is  one  of  the  largest  in  the  nation.  It 
funds  philanthropic  projects  all  over  the  world.  For  the 
past  several  years,  one  of  its  activities  has  been  to  choose  a 
group  of  about  40  outstanding  professionals  as  "Kellogg 
Fellows"  and  to  encourage  them  to  travel  and  develop 
their  leadership  skills.  Mary  was  selected  as  a  member  of 
"group  VI." 

The  other  members  of  group  VI  come  from  a  wide 
variety  of  professions,  but  most  are  college  professors, 
mental  heatlh  professionals,  doctors,  or  others  who  are 
involved  with  different  aspects  of  human  services. 

The  Kellogg  fellows  attend  two  required  meetings  a 
year,  sometimes  in  the  United  States,  sometimes  abroad. 
The  fall  1986  meeting  of  Mary's  group  of  fellows  was  held 
in  Ecuador,  where  the  group  met  with  government 
officials  and  church  leaders  and  toured  the  countryside, 
learning  about  the  nation's  social  and  economic  prob- 
lems. In  early  1987,  the  group  met  in  California  to  learn 
about  the  problems  of  American  farmers. 

When  Mary  first  applied  for  the  fellowship,  she  realized 
that  the  Foundation  put  a  premium  on  creativity  and 
independence.  After  years  of  Catholic  schooling  and  a 
professional  career  in  the  New  York  City  Board  of 
Education,  Mary  felt  that  she  was  ready  for  an  opportunity 
to  demonstrate  her  individuality  and  flair! 

Her  original  proposal  was  to  conduct  as  intergenera- 
tional  oral  history  project.  Because  of  her  years  as  a  high 
school  teacher,  she  has  a  strong  feeling  for  adolescents, 
and  she  feels  that  too  many  of  them  are  cut  off  from  the 
older  generation.  Her  own  experiences  as  a  daughter  made 
her  sensitive  to  the  loneliness  of  the  elderly,  and  she 
wanted  to  explore  ways  to  develop  contacts  between  the 
generations  as  a  way  of  helping  both. 

Mary's  first  Kellogg-sponsored  trip  was  to  England, 
where  she  sought  out  and  studied  innovative  intergenera- 
tional  programs.  She  found  programs  where  elderly 
"pensioners"  are  teaching  skills  on  a  one-to-one  basis  to 
immigrant  children  from  places  like  India  and  Pakistan; 
she  interviewed  both  the  teachers  and  the  taught  and 
observed  the  satisfaction  of  both.  She  interviewed  the

director  of  another  program  in  which  professional  actors 
interview  the  elderly  about  the  past  and  then  improvise 
skits  about  some  of  their  experiences;  many  of  these  skits 
have  been  woven  together  into  productions,  which  are 
recorded  and  shown  on  British  television.  The  same 
project  has  produced  books  based  on  the  memories  of  the 
elderly  about  their  lives  during  the  Depression  and  the 
Second  World  War. 

In  the  summer  of  1986,  Mary  travelled  to  the  Himalayas 
in  India,  where  she  was  part  of  a  group  of  women  who 
trekked  through  the  mountains  for  two  weeks.  In  the 
mountains,  14,000  feet  above  sea  level,  Mary  conducted 
interviews  with  gypsy  families  and  prosperous  Kashmiri 
families,  trying  to  understand  the  pre-industrial  extended 
family,  where  intergenerational  contacts  occur  naturally 
and  easily. 

In  the  summer  of  1987,  Mary  will  travel  with  the  other 
Kellogg  fellows  in  her  group  to  China  and  Japan,  where 
they  will  meet  with  government  leaders  and  study  social 
and  economic  developments.  She  plans  to  leave  the  group 
for  a  side  tour  to  Thailand.  She  expects  to  gather  material 
and  photographs  during  these  trips  to  help  her  as  a  public 
school  teacher,  especially  in  dealing  with  the  adjustment 
problems  of  children  from  Asia. 

Her  experience  as  a  Kellogg  Fellow  has  been  an  exciting 
opportunity  for  Mary  to  develop  and  expand  her  intel- 
lectual horizons.  She  has  come  to  realize  how  travel  and 
study  not  only  contribute  to  international  understanding 
but  enhance  one's  personal  growth  and  sense  of  commit- 
ment. 

Mary  Butz  was  a  history  major  at  St.  Joseph's  College 
and  was  active  in  undergraduate  activities.  She  received 
her  BA  degree  in  1969  and  a  master's  degree  in  social 
studies  from  Brooklyn  College  in  1972.  Her  first  teaching 
assignment  was  at  New  Utrecht  High  School;  she  also 
taught  briefly  at  Grady  Vocational  High  School,  before 
being  "excessed"  during  New  York  City's  financial  crisis. 

In  1976,  Mary  becamea  social  studies  teacherat  Edward 
R.  Murrow  High  School,  an  innovative  school  that  has 
been  widely  recognized  for  its  educational  accomplish- 
ments. It  is  considered  one  of  the  best  public  schools  in 
New  York  City;  only  a  small  number  of  students  who 
apply  are  accepted  for  admission. 

In  1982,  Mary  was  selected  as  chairperson  of  the  social 
studies  department,  a  job  she  holds  today.  Always  a 
pioneer,  she  is  one  of  the  few  female  department  heads  in 
the  social  studies  in  the  city  school  system.

Dorothy  J.  Willmann  '23,  Lay  Apostle 


The  life  of  Dorothy  J.  Willmann  '23  "is  truly  a  history 
of  our  times  and. . .  of  the  Church  in  those  days.  As  a  priest 
I  knew  her  as  a  person  of  extraordinary  ability  and 
spiritual  maturity.  .  .  career  dedicated  to  the  cause  of 
Christ,  the  Church,  and  the  spiritual  development  of 
human  beings,  especially  the  youth.  .  .  ."  These  words 
were  included  in  the  homily  delivered  by  Monsignor 
Rowland  Gannon,  pastor  of  St.  Louis'  Cathedral,  at  the 
Funeral  Mass  for  Dorothy  J.  Willmann  on  April  6,  1987; 
he  was  the  principal  celebrant.  Among  those  present  was 
John  Cardinal  Carberry,  retired  Archbishop  of  St.  Louis, 
who  gave  an  extemporaneous  eulogy  of  Dorothy  at  the 
conclusion  of  the  Mass.  Monsignor  Gannon  had  pointed 
out  that  Cardinal  Carberry,  like  his  predecessor,  Joseph 
Cardinal  Ritter,  was  a  friend  of  Dorothy  and  that  between 
them  there  was  mutual  admiration  for  the  other's 
outstanding  work  for  the  Church. 

The  daughter  of  William  G.  Willmann  and  Julia 
Corcoran  Willmann,  Dorothy  lived  for  the  greater  part  of 
her  Brooklyn  life  in  St.  Gregory's  parish.  The  sense  of 
mission  was  strong  in  her  family.  Her  eldest  sister, 
Miriam,  was  a  teacher  of  Sight  Conservation  classes  in  the 
public  schools  of  New  York  City;  in  addition  to  this 
pioneer  professional  service,  she  did  much  volunteer  work 
for  the  blind  and  enlisted  in  their  behalf  the  efforts  of 
others.  Her  sister,  Agnes,  was  a  Franciscan  Missionary  of 
Mary  for  over  sixty  years;  she  was  in  charge  of  the 
postulants  at  the  Motherhouse  in  Providence,  Rhode 
Island,  and  is  remembered  as  having  "epitomized  the 
religious  life"  and  having  been  "a  veritable  computer  of 
information"  on  every  one  of  the  world-wide  missionaries 
who  had  been  trained  there.  Her  brother,  Father  George 
Willmann  S.J.,  served  in  the  Phillippines  as  a  scholastic 
and  as  a  priest  for  a  total  of  over  forty  years,  including 
those  spent  as  a  prisoner  of  the  Japanese  during  World 
War  II;  in  addition  to  his  earlier  work  at  the  Ateneo  de 
Manila  and  his  later  educational  and  pastoral  endeavors 
he  was  the  assiduous  and  effective  Knights  of  Columbus 
territorial  deputy  for  the  Philippines.  Dorothy's  surviving 
sister  is  our  fellow-alumna,  Sister  Ruth  Willmann  of  the 
Class  of  1930,  who  is  a  Franciscan  Missionary  of  Mary; 
she,  too,  labored  in  the  Philippines  and  was  a  prisoner  of 
the  Japanese  during  World  War  II;  presently  she  lives  at 
St.  Francis  Hospital  Convent,  Roslyn. 

Dorothy  attended  St.  Teresa  of  Avila's  parochial  school. 
After  graduation  from  Girls'  High  School  and  a  short 
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business  experience  she  entered  St.  Joseph's  College  for 
Women  where  she  majored  in  English  and  from  which  she 
received  the  Bachelor's  Degree  in  1923.  During  her  years  at 
St.  Joseph's  she  evidenced  her  apostolic  zeal  by  intensify- 
ing the  efforts  of  the  Stella  Maris  Circle,  St.  Joseph's  unit 
of  the  Catholic  Students'  Mission  Crusade.  She  was  Field 
Secretary  of  the  C.S.M.C.  for  the  Diocese  of  Brooklyn  and 
helped  to  establish  units  in  a  number  of  Catholic  high 
schools.  She  was  one  of  the  seven  members  of  her  class 
who,  having  taken  the  course  in  Scout  Leadership  at  the 
college,  started  and  led  Girl  Scout  troops  in  local  parishes. 
She  participated  with  zest  in  S.J.C.  social  activities, 
performing  generously  the  tasks  essential  to  them  and 
enjoying  heartily  the  resulting  merriment.  Subsequent  to 
her  college  days  she  taught  English  for  a  year  in  a  New 
York  City  public  high  school  and  a  class  in  Logic  for  a 
term  at  St.  Joseph's.  Dorothy's  graduate  work  was  in 
philosophy  at  Fordham  University  which  awarded  her  the 
Masters'  Degree  in  1927. 

Within  a  few  years  of  her  graduation  from  S.J.C, 
Dorothy,  in  response  to  a  request  from  Catholic  Charities, 
Diocese  of  Brooklyn,  reorganized  Catholic  Day  of  the 
Week  for  the  Blind,  initiating  procedures  that  considerably 
increased  its  fruitfulness.  In  1927  and  in  1928  she  was 
elected  President  of  our  Alumnae  Association  in  which 
post  she  demonstrated  the  energetic  leadership,  good 
judgement,  and  administrative  skills  characteristic  of  her; 
it  was  during  her  presidency  that  the  Alumnae  Associa- 
tion's successful  Library  Fund  Drive  was  inaugurated.  In 
January  1929  she  became  Governor  of  New  York  State 
Chapter,  International  Federation  of  Catholic  Alumnae. 
At  various  times  she  served  as  I.F.C.A.  International 
Chairman  of  Mission  Bureau  and  International  Chairman 
of  College  Bureau. 

Invited  to  become  Executive  Secretary  of  the  Medical 
Mission  Committee  of  the  Catholic  Hospital  Association 
of  the  United  States  and  Canada,  she  assisted  in  transform- 
ing the  Committee  into  the  Catholic  Medical  Mission 
Board  which  gave  and  continues  to  give  systematized 
medical  aid  to  over-seas  missions:  she  formed  Medical 
Mission  units,  launched  training  courses,  arranged  for  a 
lay  nurse  medical  missionary,  introduced  regular  support 
of  native  doctors. 

In  1925  a  Chicago-born,  thirty-seven  year  old  Jesuit  of 
the  Missouri  Province,  Father  Daniel  A.  Lord,  was  assigned 
to  take  over  the  Central  Office  of  the  Sodality  of  Our  Lady 


and  the  publication  of  its  organ,  The  Queen's  Work. 
Although  he  was  shortly  to  become  an  invigorating  force 
in  Catholic  life  in  the  United  States,  he  had  been  ordained 
only  two  years  earlier.  A  few  volumes  by  him  had  already 
been  published  and  at  least  one  pageant  had  been  written 
and  produced  by  him;  his  writing  of  the  long  succession  of 
pamphlets,  whose  pertinent  content  and  felicitous 
approach  were  to  make  them  tremendously  appealing  and 
valuable  to  youth  and  highly  interesting  to  the  mature, 
was  a  matter  of  the  future.  Both  parts  of  his  immediate 
new  assignment  were,  for  a  variety  of  reasons,  in  a 
moribund  condition.  There  existed  sodality  groups  for 
boys  and  for  girls  in  a  number  of  schools  and  colleges,  for 
girls  and  women  in  many  parishes,  and  for  professional 
and  business  men  in  a  few  non-parochial  situations,  but 
in  general  the  fine  theory  of  the  Sodality  was  not  turned 
into  effective  action.  Father  Lord  set  to  work  to  vivify  the 
individual  sodality  groups,  tie  together  the  nebulous 
sodalities  all  over  the  land,  supply  them  with  services  from 
the  central  office,  and  provide  in  The  Queen's  Work  a 
magazine  that  would  help  to  accomplish  these  purposes. 
The  bond  between  devotion  to  the  Blessed  Mother  and 
hard-headed  works  of  social  justice  and  charity  was  made 
manifest;  the  pursuit  of  personal  sanctification  and  the 
restoration  of  "all  things  in  Christ"  was  the  dual  objective 
emphasized.  At  the  first  National  Congress  of  Women's 
Sodalities  Father  Lord  met  Dorothy,  one  of  the  delegates 
from  Brooklyn.  In  1929,  at  his  invitation,  Dorothy  went  to 
St.  Louis  to  begin,  as  Executive  Secretary  of  Parish 
Sodalities,  her  life's  work  of  forty-two  continuous  years  of 
service. 

She  aided  thousands  of  sodalities  and  helped  several 
hundred  sodality  unions  and  federations  to  acquire  and 
maintain  working  order.  She  was  Associate  Editor  of  The 
Queen's  Work.  She  authored  several  handbooks.  Articles 
that  she  wrote  were  published  in  various  magazines,  one 
of  which  was  America.  Year  after  year  she  criss-crossed  the 
United  States,  addressing  individual  parish  sodalities, 
coordinating  institutes  and  leadership  training  programs, 
lecturing  extensively  to  groups  of  Catholic  women  as  a 
means  of  alerting  them  not  only  to  deeper  spiritual 
involvement  but  also  to  involvement  in  the  problems  of 
the  social  order.  She  worked  with  sodalities  for  women 
dependents  at  military  posts  in  the  United  States  and 
abroad.  In  the  troubled  times  after  World  War  II  she 
travelled  to  Europe  for  international  conferences.  One 
instance  was  her  trip  to  Belgium  for  the  meeting  of 
national  leaders  of  Catholic  youth  and  youth-serving 
organizations;  it  was  on  this  trip  that  she  had  an  audience 
in  Paris  with  Archbishop  Roncalli,  later  Pope  John 
XXIII.  She  participated  in  several  world  congresses  of  the 
World  Federation  of  Catholic  Young  Women  and  Girls, 
held  in  Rome.  Pope  Pius  XII  awarded  her  the  Pro  Ecclesia 
et  Pontifice  medal  especially  for  her  work  in  the  Sodality 
for  the  international  field. 

During  the  war  she  had  been  called  by  the  Archdiocese 
of  St.  Louis  to  give  special  volunteer  assistance  to  United 
Service  Organization-National  Catholic  Bishops  in  St. 
Louis  and  to  set  up  the  Women's  Division  Club  of  which 
she  was  for  a  time  operating  Committee  Chairman.  She 
gave  training  for  junior  hostesses  for  Men's  Division 
Clubs  in  St.  Louis  and  in  other  parts  of  the  United  States. 
She  was  President  of  the  Catholic  Women's  College  Club 
of  St.  Louis  and  co-founder  and  archdiocesan  chairman  of 
Daily  Worldmissionaires.  She  played  an  active  role  on 
parish  and  community  committees;  for  example,  as  pub- 
licity chairman  of  the  Better  Films  Council  of  St.  Louis 
she  conducted  a  weekly  radio  broadcast  of  film  ratings. 

She  was  a  co-worker  with  Father  Lord  in  Founding  and 
developing  the  Summer  Schools  of  Catholic  Action.  They 
were  held  annually  for  six  consecutive  days  in  each  of

eight  or  nine  cities  across  the  country,  including  New 
York.  A  number  of  Jesuits  and  several  lay  people  staffed 
them.  Beginning  with  their  inception  in  1931  Dorothy 
taught  every  summer  at  all  or  some  of  the  Summer 
Schools.  They  attracted  annually  thousands  of  young 
people.  They  attracted,  too,  priests,  sisters,  brothers, 
seminarians,  lay  men,  and  lay  women,  eager  for  inspiration 
and  practical  suggestions  for  their  association  with  young 
people.  All  profited  from  the  range  of  timely  course 
offerings  from  which  choices  could  be  made  and  from  the 
solid  and  persuasive  presentation  of  them.  They  profited 
also  from  experiencing  directly  the  spirit  and  the  pro- 
cedures by  which  the  interest  and  initiative  of  young 
people  were  elicited  and  achieved.  Recently,  in  enthusias- 
tically recalling  attendance  as  a  high  school  student  at  the 
Summer  Schools  of  Catholic  Action  in  1946  and  1947,  a 
grateful  person  called  particular  attention  to  these  aspects 
of  them:  emphasis  on  the  liturgy  -  nature  of  the  Mass,  lay- 
participation  in  it,  use  of  the  missal;  stress  on  interracial 
justice  -  principles,  overt  and  subtle  offenses  against  it, 
attitudes  and  actions  for  promoting  it;  strong  affirmation 
of  sex  as  God's  sacred  and  beautiful  gift  -  implications  for 
Catholic  young  people.  Enduring  appreciation  of  Father 
Lord's  superb  handling  of  this  last  mentioned  topic  was 
joined  to  the  joyous  memory  of  the  fun  at  the  mid-day 
break  when  Father  Lord  took  to  the  piano  in  his  inimitable 
style  and  led  the  assemblage  in  song. 

After  the  death  of  Father  Lord  in  January  1955  Dorothy 
continued  her  work  with  the  Sodality  movement.  In 
March  1968  Pope  Paul  VI  solemnly  approved  of  "the 
international,  modern  development  of  the  Sodalities  and 
their  new  name  as  Christian  Life  Communities."  Dorothy 
was  asked  to  serve  the  National  Christian  Life  Com- 
munities as  Executive  Director,  which  she  did  during  a 
challenging  period  of  transition  until  her  retirement  in 
1971. 

We  treasure  the  words  of  Father  Francis  K.  Drolet  S.J. 
who  has  been  associated  with  the  Christian  Life  Com- 
munities for  many  years.  In  his  eulogy  at  the  Memorial 
Mass  for  Dorothy  offered  by  him  at  St.  Francis  Hospital 
Convent,  Roslyn,  on  April  7,  he  said:  "One  of  her  most 
extraordinary  qualities  was  her  total  commitment  to  the 
Church,  enabling  her  to  deal  directly  and  maturely  with 
most  of  the  American  bishops  and  countless  priests, 
always  with  soft-spoken  wisdom,  respect,  and  valued 
information.  .  .  The  driving  force  behind  this  charming

Her  art  career  began  the  year  that  her  youngest  son  wen  t 
off  to  college.  Edwina  Carew  Brennan  '54  had  to  have 
something  to  do,  so  she  enrolled  in  West  Chester  University 
and  registered  for  some  Art  History  courses.  Soon  she 
found  that  she  was  more  interested  in  producing  art  and 
she  took  nearly  all  the  art  courses  that  the  university  had  to 
offer.  She  then  switched  to  Rosemont  College,  where  she 
earned  her  bachelor's  degree  in  Fine  Arts. 

Edwina  continued  to  study  art  part  time  at  the 
Pennsylvania  Academy  of  Fine  Arts,  then  she  attended  full 
time.  Students  there  were  taught  to  try  everything.  Other 
art  forms,  however,  such  as  sculpture  and  graphics,  did 
not  fulfill  her  need  for  an  immediate  reaction  from  the 
medium.  Edwina  zeroed  in  on  oil  paintings  of  landscapes. 
She  particularly  loved  the  summer  classes  when  they 
painted  outdoors,  and  was  greatly  encouraged  when  one 
of  her  paintings  of  a  pond  with  a  reflection  of  a  spring 
house  at  the  nature  center,  won  a  prize  at  a  Woodmere  Art 
Gallery  show. 

Edwina  attained  her  Fine  Arts  Certificate  from 
Pennsylvania  Academy  and  began  to  work  at  home,  but 
after  a  year  and  a  half,  she  moved  into  her  own  studio 
because  it  was  less  distracting  and  more  professional.  The 
studio  was  an  old  forge,  or  blacksmith's  shop,  built  of 
stone.  The  quaint  building,  in  a  lovely  country  setting, 
still  has  the  large  doors  which  were  necessary  to  lead  the 
horses  inside.  The  building  was  recently  featured  in  a 
Studio  Day  Tour. 

Although  Edwina  occasionally  paints  on  small  canvasses, 
she  prefers  a  large  surface  to  work  on  because  she  likes  "to 
get  into  the  movement.  It's  hard  to  get  the  same  feel  on  a 
small  canvas,"  she  said.  She  generally  works  in  the  studio 
from  late  morning  until  5  P.M.,  which  takes  a  lot  of 
energy.  The  amount  of  time  needed  to  complete  a  painting 
varies,  and  some  she  never  completes  because  she  is  not 
satisfied.  Others  may  be  finished  within  a  few  days. 

Although,  she  loves  to  paint  outdoors,  Edwina  Brennan 
found  it  impractical  because  of  all  the  equipment  she 
must  carry,  and  often  on  windy  days  it  is  difficult  to  keep 
her  easel  steady.  Now  she  only  does  sketches  outside,  then 
paints  indoors  where  the  weather  is  not  a  factor.  At 
present,  Edwina  is  doing  more  still  life  paintings. 
Although  she  generally  works  on  large  oil  canvases,  about 
56"x66",  she  has  received  several  awards  for  pastel  and  oil 
stick  drawings  on  paper.  One  of  her  paintings,  "Honda," 
an  expressionist  painting  of  a  motorcycle,  was  in  the 
prestigious  Cheltenham  Annual  1986.

Edwina's  paintings  are  in  permanent  collections  at 
Rohm  &  Haas  Company,  Saunders  Woods  Foundation, 
CDI  Corporation  and  Rosemont  College. 

While  a  history  major  at  St.  Joseph's  College,  Edwina 
Carew  met  James  Brennan,  also  a  college  student.  After 
they  were  married,  Jim  was  transferred  to  Philadelphia 
and  they  moved  into  a  succession  of  homes  in  Exton,  Paoli 
and  Malverne,  finally  settling  in  Phoenixville,  eighteen 
years  ago.  Their  three  sons  were  "real  country  kids"  but 
are  now  grown.  Brian,  26,  graduated  from  Swarthmore 
College  and  is  working  in  Philaelphia;  Peter,  25,  graduated 
from  Fordham  Law  this  year;  and  Jeffrey,  2 1 ,  is  a  senior  at 
the  American  University  in  Washington,  D.C. 

Edwina  Brennan  admits  that  paintintg  is  hard.  "You're 
in  business  for  yourself  and  you  have  to  do  your  home- 
work," she  says.  "The  only  thing  I  read  about  now  is  art. . . 
but  you  have  to  zero  in  to  be  good  at  something."  Her 
husband  gives  her  plenty  of  encouragement  and  often 
makes  suggestions.  Her  children  are  also  interested  and 
each  has  taken  one  of  mom's  paintings  back  to  his  room  at 
college.  Enthusiastic  about  all  art,  she  frequently  travels 
to  museums  and  galleries  in  Philadelphia  and  New  York 
in  order  to  see  new  work  and  keep  open  to  new  ideas.  "No 
one  can  surpass  Andrew  Wyeth  -  he's  a  superb  draftsman, 
but  his  style  is  not  my  personality.  I  have  to  find  my  own 
style,"  she  concludes.  For  recreation  Jim  and  Edwina 
enjoy  playing  golf  and  sailing  a  Cape  Dory  36  cutter 
rigged  sloop  on  Chesapeake  Bay.

In  the  Philadelphia  Inquirer,  Edward  Sozanski,  art 
critic  said  of  her  work,  "Brennan's  paintings  and  pastels, 
poetically  colored  and  lyrically  drawn,  bubble  with  joie  de 
vivre.  A  motorcycle  painted  in  a  leafy  setting  appears 
transmogrified  from  a  menacing  machine  to  a  romantic 
fancy,  a  mechanical  powerhouse  civilized  by  nature.  In 
Brennan's  two  large  flower  paintings,  her  spidery,  nervous 
brushwork  is  more  compatible  with  the  subject  matter,  yet 
the  subjects  seem  more  ephemeral  because  of  it,  perhaps 
because  there  is  less  visual  tension  in  the  familiar." 

Candidly,  Edwina  says  that  she  has  reached  the  point 
where  most  of  her  paintings  are  good,  but  feels  that  she 
still  has  a  long  way  to  go. 


A  Sensitive, 
Realistic 
Approach 


Six  years  ago,  out  of  grave  necessity,  the  Brooklyn  Teen 
Pregnancy  Network  came  into  being  to  address  service 
delivery  to  teenagers.  The  Executive  Director  of  this 
network,  Mary  Jenkins-Canada  '84GS,  explains  that  many 
health,  social  and  support  service  providers  such  as  the 
Teen  Clinic  of  Kings  County  Hospital,  South  Brooklyn 
Family  Planning  Clinic,  Teen  Parent  Project  of  the 
Family  Reception  Center,  Project  Reach  Youth  and  the 
Sisterhood  of  Black  Single  Mothers  were  operating  in 
isolation.  This  resulted  in  fragmented  care  for  teens  and 
poor  communication  among  providers.  The  Community 
Council  of  Greater  New  York  had  cited  lack  of  coordination 
among  health,  school  and  social  service  as  the  single  most 
important  problem  in  the  area  of  prevention  of  teenage 
pregnancies. 

In  1981,  fifteen  agency  reprentatives  in  Brooklyn  met 
and  oranized  borough-wide  coordination  of  the  agencies 
that  work  with  pregnant,  parenting  and  at-risk  teens. 
Thus  was  BTPN  launched.  It  is  the  one  place  to  call,  for 
whatever  problem  confronts  the  teenager  and  each 
individual  is  assured  of  complete  confidentiality. 

Operating  on  a  shoe-string  budget  from  the  New  York 
City  Youth  Bureau,  New  York  State  Department  of  Social 
Services  and  private  foundation  grants,  BTPN  takes  calls 
from  youths  with  problems  not  only  on  health  and 
pregnancy  matters,  but  housing,  jobs,  education,  and 
social  services  as  well.  The  Network  currently  has  a 
membership  of  over  150  providers  and  individuals.  It  has 
created  a  mechanism  whereby  representatives  of  these 
groups  meet  once  every  six  weeks  in  a  forum  to  discuss 
problems,  solutions  and  generally  to  keep  one  another 
up-to-date  in  prevention,  care  and  knowledge. 

Having  demonstrated  the  success  of  this  type  of 
cooperation  and  coordination,  in  1983  BTPN  was 
instrumental  in  developing  similar  networks  in  the  other 
four  boroughs.  In  addition,  other  networks  based  on  the 
BTPN  model  are  operating  in  Nassau  County,  New  Jersey 
and  Massachusetts.  An  Eastern  Regional  Adolescent 
Pregnancy  Network  has  also  been  established. 

Mary  Canada,  the  Executive  Director,  attended  Sarah  J. 
Hale  High  School,  and  studied  for  a  health  career.  She  is  a 
member  of  the  National  Honor  Society.  She  continued  her 
education  at  Brooklyn  College  and  then  transferred  to  the 
General  Studies  Division  of  St.  Joseph's,  where  she 
received  her  Bachelor  of  Science  degree  with  a  Cumulative

Index  of  3.94,  in  1984.  On  the  Dean's  list  at  the  end  of  her 
first  year,  Mary  also  received  Senior  Honors. 

In  January  of  1984,  Mary  Canada  started  to  work  for  the 
Brooklyn  Teen  Pregnancy  Network  as  Program  Assistant. 
In  September,  she  became  Assistant  Director  and  in 
February  of  1985  took  over  as  Executive  Director. 
Continuing  her  education,  Mary  developed  special 
expertise  in  this  field.  She  successfully  completed  an 
Adolescent  Sexuality  and  Pregnancy  Prevention  training 
program.  In  order  to  develop  and  enhance  her  admininstra- 
tive  skills,  Mary  earned  3  certificates  in  Fund  Raising, 
Staff  Management  and  Financial  Management  from  the 
Non-Profit  Management  Training  Program  of  Brooklyn 
In  Touch  Information  Center. 

Last  year,  Mary  Canada  was  nominated  and  selected  as 
an  Outstanding  Young  Woman  of  America  for  1986.  She 
was  among  six  women  honored  by  Borough  President 
Howard  Golden  in  March  of  this  year,  during  the 
celebration  of  Women's  History  Month. 

In  1986,  under  Mary's  leadership,  BTPN  received 
international  recognition  in  connection  with  the  First 
Earth  Run  for  Peace  (September  16  -  December  11)  as  an 
outstanding  example  of  "What's  Working  in  the  World" 
to  solve  social  problems.  From  the  UNICEF  Committee, 
BTPN  received  an  olympic-style  award  acknowledging 
the  Network's  potential  for  replication  throughout  the 
world.  In  addition,  recipients  of  this  recognition  will  be 
entered  into  the  United  Nations  database  of  local 
solutions,  a  resource  accessible  to  United  Nation's  Centers 
throughout  the  world. 

Although  teenage  pregnancy  in  Brooklyn  has  been 
declining,  the  borough  still  has  the  highest  number  of 
adolescent  pregnancies  of  the  five  boroughs.  "This  points 
to  the  need  to  continue  to  maintain  an  effective  centralized 
coordinating  body,"  Mary  Canada  says,  "in  order  to 
obtain  and  share  information  with  service  providers  and 
ensure  access  for  our  youth." 

Mary  freely  shares  the  success  of  BTPN  with  all  the 
member  agencies  and  particularly  all  ihe  individuals  who 
have  in  the  past  and  currently  comprise  the  Network  staff. 
Mary  Canada  has  a  special,  loving  concern  for  the  young 
people  of  this  borough,  and  works  long  hours  (often  until 
nine  at  night)  to  maintain  the  base  of  support  for  agencies 
serving  Brooklyn's  youth  and  ultimately  creating  an 
optimum  quality  of  life  for  pregnant,  parenting  and  at- 
risk  youth.

Lucille  Jacobsen  Augustein  '32  is  reluctant  to  talk  of  her 
ministry  to  her  parish,  but  when  reminded  of  the  Biblical 
quotation  to  "let  your  light  shine  before  all  that  they  may 
see  your  good  works,"  she  consented. 

Since  she  and  her  family  moved  from  Bayport,  Long 
Island,  to  Naples,  Florida,  18  years  ago,  Lucille  has  had  a 
regular  routine  of  serivce  to  St.  Ann's  Church.

Zhe  Tirst  Step 


"It  is  amazing  how  one  grade  could  launch  a  person's 
life,"  writes  Helen  J.  DeMartini  79S.  She  is  referring  to 
the  first  course  that  she  took  in  Suffolk  Community 
College,  after  her  youngest  child  entered  kindergarten. 

Helen  was  born  in  Schenectady  in  1944.  The  family 
moved  to  East  Meadow,  Long  Island  in  1949  because  her 
mother  and  father  thought  it  a  suitable  place  to  bring  up 
their  children.  In  school,  Helen  was  an  outstanding 
athlete  and  her  preoccupation  with  sports,  the  choral 
group  and  social  activities  left  time  for  only  a  bare 
minimum  of  study. 

In  1960,  Helen  met  a  cadet  in  the  United  States 
Merchant  Marine  Academy  and  she  chose  to  marry  rather 
than  pursue  higher  education.  During  the  next  six  years 
her  sons,  Christopher,  Patrick  and  Kenneth  were  born  and 
responsibilities  of  family  took  all  her  time. 

Early  in  1973,  Helen  was  shocked  to  receive  a  diagnosis 
of  cancer  which  required  surgery.  "I  had  no  intention  of 
becoming  incapacitated,  nor  of  leaving  this  most  complex 
world,"  she  said,  and  vowed  that  if  she  recovered  she 
would  obtain  an  education  towards  achievement  of  a 
career. 

In  the  fall  of  1973,  Helen  took  one  course  at  Suffolk 
Community  College.  Thoughts  of  failure  were  over- 
whelming. She  received  little  encouragement  at  home  -  so 
that  sixteen  weeks  later,  the  good  grade  that  she  did  receive 
in  that  one  course  propelled  her  into  an  education  which 
was  career-oriented  and  into  a  person  who  felt  self-worth 
and  self-esteem. 

At  the  end  of  her  two  years  at  SCC,  Helen  wished  to 
continue  her  education  and  obtain  a  bachelor's  degree,  but 
personal  and  financial  problems  were  enormous. 

"Thank  God,  my  first  step  led  me  to  St.  Joseph's 
College  where  the  registrar  showed  great  compassion, 
concern  and  patience  with  my  problems.  With  her  help, 
we  conquered  the  logistics  of  home  to  college,  a  full  time 
job  while  attending  school,  the  emotional  trauma  for  me 
and  my  children  in  dealing  with  divorce,  my  responsi- 
bility of  caring  for  three  youngsters,  and  most  of  all  the 


financial  burden  of  an  education  by  providing  me  with  a 
Presidential  Scholarship.  To  say  the  least,  without  this 
scholarship  my  past  and  present  would  have  been  very 
different.  Admittedly,  once  I  had  the  St.  Joseph's  scholar- 
ship, I  had  to  uphold  a  grade  point  average  compensatory 
to  this  gift.  But,  without  this  chance,  without  this  faith  in 
me,  any  additional  educational  pursuits  would  have  only 
been  a  dream.  With  it,  the  dream  became  a  reality.  The 
Summa  Cum  Laude  degree  is  mine  now  and  I  don't  take  it 
for  granted.  It  hangs  on  my  office  wall  not  two  steps  from 
my  desk.  I  look  at  it  often  and  it  will  always  mean  so  much 
more  than  the  8x10  paper  with  black  and  gold  print.  It 
epitomizes  hard  work  on  my  part  and  a  college  that 
understands  the  needs  of  its  students  and  shares  their 
dreams  for  the  future." 

After  graduation,  Helen  continued  her  job  with  the 
Town  of  Islip.  She  became  Director  of  the  Therapeutic 
Recreation/Rehabilitation  Program  and  also  became 
Director  of  Handicapped  Services.  She  has  been  Vice- 
Chairman,  Town  of  Islip  Traffic  Safety  Board,  Liaison  for 
Affirmative  Action,  Member  of  Suffolk  County  Handi- 
capped Advisory  Board,  Member  of  Town  of  Islip  Advisory 
Committee  for  the  Handicapped,  Member,  New  York 
State  Advocates  for  Disabled  Persons,  Member  Suffolk 
County  Health  Planning  Committee,  Member  of  the 
Consultant  Committee  for  the  BOCES  II  Career  Center, 
and  Federal  504  Compliance  Officer. 

In  1983,  Helen  married  Howard  C.  DeMartini.  At  the

Helen  McCarthy  83GS,  Registered  Nurse,  is  Director  of 
Cancer  Communication,  and  Oncology  Nurse  Coordi- 
nator at  Brooklyn-Caledonia  Hospital.  She  is  in  part 
responsible  for  producing  a  videotape  in  the  Khmer 
language  for  the  benefit  of  the  underserved  Cambodian 
sector  of  the  Asian  community  living  in  the  area.  It 
provides  Cambodians  and  those  who  care  for  them  with  a 
good  tool  for  teaching  cancer  prevention  and  care. 

Helen  is  especially  concerned  with  lung  cancer  among 
this  group,  because  smoking  is  a  cultural  status  symbol  in 
Cambodia.  During  a  wedding  celebration,  the  bride  and 
groom  make  their  rounds  among  the  guests  to  collect  their 
gifts.  The  bride  carries  a  silver  bowl  filled  with  cigarettes. 
She  gives  one  to  each  guest  and  the  groom  lights  it.  The 
videotape  addresses  this  problem. 

Helen  serves  as  co-chair  of  the  Distinguished  Lecture 
Series,  which  addresses  the  psychosocial  issues  of  cancer. 
She  conducts  "I  Can  Cope"  classes  which  assist  cancer 
patients  and  their  families  to  understand  the  dimensions 
of  the  illness  and  the  effect  on  their  relationships.  The 
eight-part  series  of  "I  Can  Cope"  brings  interested  people 
together  on  a  weekly  basis  and  deals  with  matters  as 
practical  as  chemotherapy  in  the  elderly  and  as  spiritual  as 
the  dynamics  of  hope. 

The  thrust  of  Helen's  work  is  cancer  prevention  through 
knowledge  of  the  disease  as  well  as  aiding  those  who  have 
it  to  cope  with  it.  She  reminds  them  that  "It's  your  life, 
treasure  it,  care  for  it,  live  it  with  hope."

The  world  as  main  people  come  to  know,  can  be  a  very 
lonely  place.  One  of  the  great  advantages  ol  a  tl.iv  su<  li  as 
today,  is  that  we  can  come  together  in  an  atmosphere  ol 
openness  and  friendship  and  offer  each  other  the  kind  of 
support  and  encouragement  that  we  all  need.  With  this  in 
mind,  I  would  like  to  speak  to  you  today  about  one  of  the 
most  important  issues  in  our  life,  the  question  of  values. 

Every  year  the  fashion  industry  decrees  how  those  who 
want  to  be  in  style  are  to  dress  and  millions  ol  people  run 
out  and  buy  whatever  is  necessary  to  bring  their  wardrobes 
up  to  date.  The  newspapers  publish  the  list  of  the  best 
sellers  and  people  read  them  because  everyone  is  doing  it. 
A  new  lad  makes  its  appearance  and  all  of  a  sudden 
everyone  is  using  the  "in"  word  and  doing  the  "in"  thing. 

Sometimes  this  desire  to  conform  is  harmless,  but  when 
it  enters  the  area  of  our  conscience  and  the  formation  of 
our  values,  it  can  be  quite  harmful.  A  careful  reading  of 
the  S(  i  iptures  will  leave  us  with  the  disturbing  impression 
that  the  values  toward  which  Jesus  calls  us  can  involve  a 
way  of  thinking  and  acting  that  can  be  quite  at  variance 
with  what  everyone  is  saving  and  what  everyone  is  doing. 
This  is  what  St.  Paul  is  talking  about  in  the  Letter  to  the 
Romans  when  he  says,  "Do  not  conform  yourselves  to  the 
present  age." 

It  should  be  apparent  to  all  that  Jesus  was  His  own  man. 
He  said  and  did  not  what  the  people  wanted  Him  to  say 
and  do,  not  what  the  Pharisees  wanted  Him  to  say  and  do, 
not  what  the  safe  thing  would  have  been  to  say  and  do,  but 
only  what  He  thought  was  in  conformity  with  His 
heavenly  Father's  will.  This  is  precisely  what  He  asks  ol 
each  one  of  us,  His  followers.  How  often  in  the  Set  ipture  is 
Jesus  heard  to  say,  "You  have  heard  it  said  in  the  past.  . . 
but  now  I  say  to  you.  .  .  "  In  giving  us  His  teachings,  as 
found,  for  example,  in  the  Beatitudes,  He  has  certainly 
given  us  a  set  of  values  which  can  easily  be  in  contrast  to 
what  everyone  is  saying  or  doing. 

Thinking  and  acting  as  a  Christian,  therefore,  means 
much  more  than  merely  going  along  with  current  modes 
of  thought  and  behaviour.  It  means  being  willing  to  form 
one's  conscience  properly  and  rejecting  improper  guides, 
whether  they  be  peer  pressure,  public  opinion,  trend 
setters,  thegovernmentoranythingelse.  "Everyone thinks 
this  way"  or  "Everyone  is  doing  it"  is  never  a  moral  norm 
for  the  Christian.

EXCEPTIONAL 
TEACHER 


This  past  October,  Thomas  Roeder  '77  was  one  of  five 
city  special  education  teachers  who  received  a  $1 ,000  check 
and  a  certificate  of  excellence  from  the  N.Y.  Alliance  for 
the  Public  Schools.  The  award,  bestowed  at  a  luncheon  at 
the  Regency  Hotel,  culminated  a  lengthy  process  to 
identify  and  reward  men  and  women  who  exemplify  the 
highest  standards  of  teaching.  Along  with  members  of  the 
Alliance,  Mayor  Edward  I.  Koch,  Schools  Chancellor 
Nathan  Quinones  and  United  Federation  of  Teachers 
president  Sandra  Feldman  were  in  attendance. 

Tom  has  been  a  special  education  teacher  for  the  past 
ten  years.  His  first  three  years  in  this  field  were  spent  at  the 
Association  for  Children  with  Retarded  Mental  Develop- 
ment in  Brooklyn.  Here,  he  taught  adults  with  mental 
retardation  and  a  history  of  institutionalization  the  skills 
and  behaviors  necessary  for  them  to  make  the  transition 
into  group  home  and  vocational  placements. 

During  the  last  seven  years,  Tom  has  worked  in  the  New 
York  City  Board  of  Education's  Citywide  programs.  In 
this  setting,  he  has  taught  in  Specialized  Instructional 
Environment  II  (S.I.E.  II)  classrooms  with  students  who 
have  severe  physical  involvement,  mental  retardation,  and 
accompanying  wide  range  of  health  and  sensory  impair- 
ments (e.g.  scoliosis,  deafness,  blindness,  seizure  dis- 
orders). 

Tom  has  been  cited  for  his  outstanding  ability  to 
develop  age-appropriate  and  functional  curricula  in  areas 
such  as  communication,  activities  of  daily  living  and 
social  emotional  development.  In  addition  he  has  been 
recognized  for  several  innovative  programs  he  has 
introduced  at  his  school. 

Tom  has  designed  and  implemented  a  "Clinical  Peer 
Observation  Model"  to  be  used  by  teachers  in  his  unit. 
This  model  provides  a  non-threatening  means  for  teachers 
to  receive  help  in  areas  which  they  select  for  observation, 
to  be  observed  without  being  evaluated,  and  to  have  their 
"peer  observer"  assume  an  active  role  in  making  lesson 
improvements.  This  is  achieved  through  pre-observation 
conferences,  videotaped  observations,  post-observation 
conferences,  and  follow-up  interventions  such  as  demon- 
stration lessons  or  the  development  of  adapted  materials. 

Another  exciting  project  undertaken  by  Tom  has  been 
the  creation  of  a  "friendship  program"  between  Tom's 
students  and  a  class  of  regular  education  third  graders  in 
nearby  Epiphany  elementary  school.  Through  visits  to 
each  other's  schools,  joint  field  trips  and  holiday 
"Festivals  of  Friendship",  the  program's  purpose  of 
providing  enriched  learning  experiences  for  all  of  the

students  is  realized.  Tom's  students  are  afforded  the 
opportunity  to  engage  in  normalized  play  and  social 
experiences  with  peers.  At  the  same  time,  the  Epiphany- 
students  are  give  the  chance  to  see  that  Tom's  students  are 
much  more  like  than  unlike  themselves.  The  genuine 
bond  of  concern  and  friendship  which  has  grown  between 
these  students  was  poignantly  displayed  in  a  recent  Daily 
News  article  (Sunday,  December  6,  1987).  The  students 
had,  as  part  of  their  Thanksgiving  celebration,  organized 
a  canned  food  drive  for  City  Harvest,  an  agency  which 
collects  and  distributes  food  to  people  in  New  York  City 
who  are  homeless  or  hungry.  In  the  article,  Tom  mentioned 
that  all  the  children  were  able  to  share  in  the  gift  of  giving 
which  we  are  all  blessed  with,  regardless  of  our  state  in  life. 

Perhaps  Tom's  most  remarkable  achievement  has  been 
the  establishment  of  a  network  of  help  and  support  for  the 
parents  of  his  students.  Weekly  evening  telephone  calls 
and  daily  messages  between  parent  and  teacher  in  Tom's 
"home-school  notebook"  have  opened  up  avenues  of 
communication  and  a  bond  of  trust  and  sharing  between 
Tom  and  his  students'  families.  This  bond  is  best 
exemplified  by  the  welcome  acceptance  of  Tom's  "Home 
Visit  Program".  As  a  result  of  these  visits,  Tom  has  gotten 
to  know  and  understand  his  students  better  by  learning 
about  their  family  life.  He  has  also  helped  parents  learn 
about  feeding  and  toileting  techniques,  and  has  aided 
them  in  obtaining  various  social  services. 

The  parents  of  Tom's  students  have  expressed  their 
views  of  him  as  a  teacher.  "Tom  treats  his  students  as  if 
they  were  his  own  children,"  writes  one  mother,  and  she 
goes  on  to  say  "Our  daughter  fell  into  the  category 
uneducable.  That  is  no  longer  true.  Tom  can  and  does 
teach  those  whom  others  cannot.  Our  daughter  has 
learned  and  improved,  however  slightly,  due  to  his  innate 
ability,  interest  and  professionalism.  We  as  parents  are 
deeply  indebted  to  this  man  who  has  assisted  us  in  coping 
with  our  child.  Through  his  efforts,  we  have  a  more  alert, 
happier  and  integrated  little  person." 

Recently,  Tom  was  asked  to  speak  to  high  school 
seniors  and  their  parents  at  a  St.  Joseph's  College  "Open 
House".  During  his  talk,  Tom  stated  that  "the  faculty  of 
St.  Joe's  always  helped  me  to  grow  by  so  freely  giving  of 
their  time  and  personal  attention  outside  the  class  room." 
In  particular,  he  noted  that  the  holiness  and  Christian 
example  of  people  such  as  Sr.  Nora  Bottcher  and  Fr. 
Richard  Ferris  served  as  an  inspiration  and  a  model  for 
him  during  his  years  at  St.  Joe's.

Dr.  Amalia  Simonetti  was  a  pioneer  woman.  A  member 
of  St.  Joseph's  first  class,  she  received  her  bachelor's  degree 
in  1920,  then  went  on  to  blaze  trails  for  women  in  the  field 
of  medicine,  very  much  a  male  preserve  at  the  time. 

Though  she  had  been  accepted  by  Cornell  Medical 
College,  she  chose,  on  the  advice  of  her  older  brother,  to 
study  at  Women's  Medical  College  in  Pennsylvania, 
receiving  her  Medical  Degree  in  1924. 

Amalia  was  the  first  woman  to  intern  at  Mary 
Immaculate  Hospital,  enduring  the  exhausting  routine, 
sometimes  36  hours  without  stopping,  without  a  room  to 
sleep  in,  and  without  the  respect  and  support  of  her  male 
colleagues  who  were  contemptuous  of  a  woman  physician. 
The  patients,  however,  frequently  called  for  the  lady 
intern,  and  the  head  obstetrician,  Dr.  Lenihan,  entrusted 
her  with  deliveries,  even  complicated  ones.  Her  determina- 
tion and  dedication  carried  her  through  so  that  she 
finished  her  internship  with  great  confidence  in  her 
ability. 

She  spent  three  years  at  Long  Island  College  Hospital  in 
Urology  for  Women  and  Children.  Then  she  was  denied 
the  use  of  the  operating  room  because  "this  was  a  male 
specialty."  She  left  the  hospital,  but  by  this  time  had 
developed  a  very  good  private  practice. 

Dr.  Simonetti  joined  the  staff  of  Mary  Immaculate  at  the 
invitation  of  her  mentor,  Dr.  Lenihan.  When  he  died  she 
moved  to  the  new  Queens  General  Hospital,  which  was 
nearer  her  home.  Working  in  the  OB  clinic,  again  the 
anti-feminist  attitude  of  male  colleagues  surfaced  in  their 
failure  to  cooperate  with  another  young  woman  doctor 
who  needed  help.  The  women  physicians  were  so  unfairly 
treated  and  criticized  that  they  all  resigned  in  a  body. 

Amalia  went  to  Lutheran  Hospital  for  ENT.  Five  years 
later,  she  received  an  appointment  and  continued  there  lor 
some  years. 

Amalia  carried  on  her  private  practice  in  Jamaica, 
Queens,  trusted  and  revered  by  so  many  patients  that  her 
schedule  was  always  full.  She  continued  to  work  until  well 
past  sixty  years  after  receiving  her  medical  degree. 

As  a  young  woman,  Amalia  had  dreamed  of  being  a 
medical  missionary.  The  dream  was  never  realized  because 
filial  devotion  kept  her  close  to  her  parents,  the  mother 
and  father  who  gave  her  love  and  support  through  the 
difficult  early  years.  But  her  struggle  played  a  great  part  in 


Sister  Madeleine  (Ellen  Manning  '25),  of  the  order  of  the 
Sisters  of  Mercy,  is  well  remembered  for  her  work  in  Angel 
Guardian  Home,  to  which  she  was  assigned  in  1943.  She 
died  on  September  5th,  1987  at  the  mother-house  on 
Willoughby  Avenue  after  a  long  illness. 

Prior  to  the  assignment  at  Angel  Guardian,  Sister 
Madeleine  had  taught  in  Brooklyn  at  St.  Patrick's  on  Kent 
Avenue  and  St.  Jerome's,  and  at  Our  Lady  of  Mercy 
Academy  in  Syosset.  Meanwhile  she  continued  to  study 
and  received  a  master's  degree  in  Sociology  in  1928  and  a 
master's  in  Social  Work  in  1943,  both  from  Fordham 
University. 

During  her  lifetime,  Sr.  Mary  Madeleine  made  many 
contributions  to  the  child  care  program  when  she 
undertook  the  role  of  social  worker  at  Angel  Guardian 
Home  in  Brooklyn.  As  an  intake  worker  she  saw  to  it  that 
the  children  were  placed  in  homes  suitable  to  their  needs. 
In  1955,  the  title  of  Director  was  bestowed  upon  her.  Sister 
maintained  this  position  until  1961  when  she  was  asked  to 
become  the  Home's  Administrator.  During  her  tenure  the 
Home  witnessed  a  dramatic  expansion  in  services  and 
facilities. 

In  1969,  she  stepped  down  from  this  position  and 
created  the  Office  of  Development.  Under  this  office  the 
Brooklyn  Sisters  of  Mercy  were  able  to  direct  all  three  of 
their  child  care  agencies.  It  was  the  development  office 
that  provided  the  agencies  with  planning  and  research 
ideas  on  ways  to  improve  their  foster  care  programs. 

Sister  Mary  Madeleine  will  be  remembered  by  many, 
many  adopting  parents  who  lovingly  accepted  children 
from  her  for  the  mutual  fulfillment  of  their  lives  as  a 
family.

opening  the  way  for  other  women  to  acquire  professional 

knowledge  and  skill  to  bring  to  the  medical  missions. 

Until  illness  overtook  her  a  few  months  ago  and  closed  a 
busy,  fruitful  life,  Amalia  Simonetti  was  an  active 
physician  and  a  loyal  alumna  of  St.  Joseph's,  attending 
many  of  our  functions.  We  shall  miss  her  cheerful 
presence,  a  constant  reminder  that  obstacles  can  be 
overcome  and  paths  opened  up  by  steadfast  courage  and 
honest  persistence.

ROSA  PARKS 
AWARD 


Twenty  five  years  ago,  Frank  and  Eleanor  Miller 
O'Connor  '48  and  their  five  children,  moved  from 
Stamford,  Connecticut  to  Atlanta,  Georgia.  They  bought 
a  home  in  the  parish  of  the  Immaculate  Heart  of  Mary, 
where  their  children  attended  school  and  the  parents 
became  active  in  the  affairs  of  both  church  and  school. 
Eleanor  also  reached  out  to  the  community. 

For  many  years  Eleanor  has  been  a  friend  of  the  poor 
and  the  mentally  ill,  serving  them  with  true  Christian 
love.  This  year,  1987,  she  was  the  recipient  of  the  Rosa 
Parks  award  which  is  given  annually  by  Women  in 
Community  Service  (WICS),  a  coalition  of  women's 
groups  which  work  to  improve  the  quality  of  life  for 
women  in  poverty.  The  award  which  recognizes  the 
extraordinary  acts  of  ordinary  people,  was  named  for  Rosa 
Parks  because  of  the  courage  she  showed  in  refusing  to 
move  to  the  back  of  the  bus  in  segregated  Montgomery, 
Alabama,  an  act  that  spurred  action  for  overdue  civil 
rights. 

Eleanor  O'Connor  has  rendered  invaluable  service  to 
her  community  as  a  volunteer  for  25  years  by  assisting  in 
providing  shelter,  meals,  clothing,  and  recruiting  volun- 
teers for  services  to  the  homeless.  She  has  worked  with 
refugee  families  in  resettlement  in  Atlanta  and  was 
coordinator  for  St.  Vincent  de  Paul  Thrift  Stores  and 
Warehouse  Operations  for  eleven  years.  She  continues  to 
serve  as  a  committee  member. 

Her  work  at  Central  State  Hospital  in  Milledgeville, 
Georgia,  began  in  the  late  1960's,  after  members  of  her 
parish  circle  began  sending  cakes  for  patients'  parties.  She 
and  another  circle  member  went  to  the  hospital  one  day  to 
make  sure  that  the  cakes  were  getting  to  the  patients.  It  was 
then  she  learned  of  the  need  to  brighten  the  lives  of  the 
men,  women,  and  children  confined  there. 

In  her  effort  to  improve  the  quality  of  life  for  the 
mentally  ill,  her  group  has  presented  the  hospital  with  a 
staggering  amount  of  materials.  The  group  organized 
parties  for  them.  Eleanor  recalls  that  for  the  first  party 
thirty-five  patients  were  brought  to  a  small  room  to  enjoy 
cake  and  entertainment.  Last  September,  600  patients 
came  to  the  party  held  in  a  large  recreation  room. 

Under  the  auspices  of  the  Atlanta  Archdiocesan  Council 
of  Catholic  Women,  Eleanor  and  her  volunteers  take 
parties  to  the  patients  three  times  a  year  and  provide  the 
funds  to  buy  gifts  and  food  for  the  annual  Christmas

party.  Much  work  goes  into  organizing  volunteers  to  bake 
cakes  and  collect  small  gifts.  Letters  asking  for  gifts  and 
donations  are  sent  out.  Last  year  Avon  supplied  a  bonanza 
of  800  gifts. 

To  reach  out  to  the  community,  Eleanor  has  used 
seminars,  programs  and  newsletters,  working  with  groups 
such  as  the  Auxiliary  of  the  Medical  Association  of 
Georgia,  Better  Infant  Births,  Continuum,  Birth  Right 
and  Georgia  Right  to  Life.  She  has  also  been  a  volunteer 
for  the  Society  for  the  Blind,  Creative  Hands  Club,  an 
outreach  for  older  women,  DeKalb  Families  in 
Action,  and  Pride,  both  groups  devoted  to  drug  and 
alcohol  education.  She  has  been  active  in  the  St.  Vincent 
de  Paul  Society  since  1966  and  has  received  the  St.  Ann's 
Medal  for  eighteen  years  of  service  to  the  Girl  Scouts. 

Women  in  Community  Service  (WICS)  based  in 
Alexandria,  Virginia,  is  a  coalition  of  five  major  women's 
groups  -  American  GI  Forum  Women.  Church  Women 
United,  National  Council  of  Catholic  Women,  National 
Council  of  Jewish  Women  and  National  Council  of 
Negro  Women.  It  works  in  local  communities  across  the 
country  to  improve  the  quality  of  life  for  women  and 
youth  in  poverty,  by  providing  opportunities  in  education, 
vocational  training,  employment  development  and 
dependent  care,  using  combined  resources  of  volunteers 
and  staff.  Since  its  founding  in  1964,  WICS  has  helped 
more  than  350,000  young  people  work  their  way  out  of 
poverty  through  Job  Corps  referral  and  support. 

Frank  and  Eleanor  O'Connor  are  the  parents  of  six 
children  -  Christopher,  a  mechanical  engineer  is  married 
and  lives  in  North  Carolina.  Mary  Ellen  Van  Home  is 
married  to  a  geologist  and  lives  in  Littleton,  Colorado. 
Patrick  is  a  senior  Vice  President  of  Hill  Properties, 
Atlanta,  a  developer  of  real  estate.  Bill  died  in  1976  from 
injuries  received  when  he  was  struck  down  by  a  speeding 
car  driven  on  the  wrong  side  of  the  street.  He  is  remembered 
annually  through  an  award  given  in  his  name  to  an 
outstanding  altar  boy,  a  service  Bill  loved.  Thomas  works 
for  the  Nuclear  Regulatory  Commission  in  Atlanta  and 
Mary  Beth,  the  only  one  of  the  children  born  in  Atlanta, 
made  the  full  circle  back  to  New  York  City  where  she 
works  as  a  financial  analyst  for  Peat,  Marwick.  Frank 
O'Connor  has  retired  from  Air  Pre-heater  Company 
(Combustion  Engineering)  where  he  was  Southeastern 
Manager.  The  O'Connors  have  four  grandchildren. 


Sr.  Marie  Pascuzzi,  CSJ  '73 

In  1980,  Sister  Marie  Pascuzzi,  CSJ  73,  suddenly 
vanished  from  the  North  American  continent  and  for 
seven  years  was  incommunicado  to  the  alumni  scene.  We 
knew  that  she  was  a  student  in  Rome  —  but  only  now  do 
we  know  the  rest  of  the  story. 

After  seven  years  of  gruelling  study  in  the  all-male 
environment  of  the  Angelicum  and  the  Pontifical  Biblical 
Institute  in  Rome,  Sister  Maria  returned  last  June  with  an 
advanced  degree  known  as  a  licentiate  in  Sacred  Scripture. 
She  is  the  fourth  American  woman  to  earn  the  licentiate. 

In  September,  Sister  Maria  began  teaching  at  St.  Joseph's 
Seminary  in  Dunwoodie  where  she  is  the  first  woman  to 
teach  core  courses  to  seminarians  preparing  for  the 
priesthood.  She  teaches  Introduction  to  Pauline  Literature 
to  third  year  seminarians,  and  Introduction  to  Scripture  to 
men  preparing  for  the  permanent  diaconate. 

How  did  this  come  about?  Sr.  Maria  received  her 
bachelor's  degree  from  St.  Joseph's  College  in  1973,  and 
soon  started  to  teach  Bible  studies  at  St.  Angela  Hall  while 
pursuing  an  M.  A.  in  Biblical  Studies  at  Providence  College. 
She  realized  that  she  didn't  care  to  teach  at  the  high 
school  level.  When  St.  Angela  closed  down  in  1979  and  she 
was  to  be  reassigned,  she  offered  to  work  in  administration. 
To  her  surprise,  her  superior  offered  her  the  opportunity 
to  study  in  Rome  for  a  licentiate  in  Sacred  Scripture.  "I 
went  offering  to  be  come  an  administrator  and  came  home 
and  started  packing  for  Rome,"  she  recalls. 

When  asked  why  she  was  chosen  for  this  study,  Sister 
said  that  perhaps  it  was  because  she  was  good  in  languages. 
One  had  to  know  Italian  to  enter  the  licentiate  because  it  is 
the  language  of  instruction.  Latin  was  essential,  too. 
Then,  the  candidate  must  also  have  knowledge  of  French, 
German  and  Spanish  to  be  able  to  read  scholarly  articles, 
and  must  take  a  full  year  of  Biblical  Greek  and  Hebrew. 
There  were  three  more  semesters  of  Hebrew,  two  more  of 
Greek  and  three  of  an  oriental  language  of  the  student's 
choice.  Sister  Maria  chose  dialects  of  Aramaic. 

During  her  time  at  the  Biblical  Institute,  Sister  Maria 
was  the  only  woman  in  her  class,  and  the  only  woman 
among  thirty-four  men  who  took  seven  months  of  study  in 
Jerusalem.  In  class  it  didn't  matter  at  all  -  the  only  thing 
that  mattered  was  whether  you  did  the  work. 

It  was  a  long  seven  years  away  from  home  and  it  was 
hard  to  get  used  to  the  difficult  studies.  She  missed  a  social 
life  because  there  were  so  few  in  the  female  accomodations.

Yet  Sister  found  it  easier  to  adjust  to  the  tough  life  of  the 
graduate  student  than  she  has  to  the  world  of  academics. 
Putting  into  practice  what  she  learned,  being  a  teacher, 
having  a  license  from  the  Vatican  has  been  hard  for  people 
to  accept.  Nevertheless  she  says,  "I  feel  I've  been  very  lucky 
to  have  had  the  chance  to  do  all  of  this.  It  was  a  very 
valuable  experience  for  me  and  I'm  grateful  to  my 
community  for  sending  me  to  Rome." 

Sister  Maria  is  currently  a  Doctoral  Candidate  at  the 
Biblical  Institute,  but  expects  to  do  most  of  her  research 
work  here.  In  the  Spring  semester,  she  will  also  teach 
courses  in  Hebrew  and  Greek  at  Immaculate  Conception 
Seminary  at  Seton  Hall  University  in  South  Orange,  New 
Jersey. 


Plans  Field  Study 
In  Trinidad 


Dr.  Victor  Brown,  Coordinator  of  Health  Administration 
in  the  General  Studies  Division  of  St.  Joseph's  College, 
has  planned  a  fact-finding  excursion  to  Trinidad,  West 
Indies,  for  the  Spring  of  1 988.  With  the  Health  Minister  of 
Trinidad,  Dr.  Brown  has  planned  agenda  which  will  offer 
valuable  knowledge  in  the  field  of  International  Health 
and  the  culture  of  Trinidad.  This  course,  Fact  Finding 
Health  Care,  allows  the  student  to  earn  three  degree  credits 
during  a  ten  day  stay.  The  course  will  present  a 
comprehensive  understanding  of  the  three  levels  of  health 
care  which  are  available  internationally,  and  the  com- 
ponents which  allow  them  to  function.  An  important  aim 
of  the  program  is  to  prepare  students  to  cope  effectively 
with  the  "salad  bowl"  principleat  work  in  New  York  City 
Health  Services.  Health  Care  workers  are  responsible  for 
the  care  of  people  from  many  diverse  cultures  as  part  of 
their  daily  routines.  An  appreciation  of  the  uniqueness  of 
each  culture  should  prove  to  be  an  asset.

Joyce  Powell,  RN,  a  graduate  of  the  class  of  1979, 
General  Studies  Division,  is  President  of  the  Caribco 
Social  Club,  a  group  of  nurses  and  paraprofessionals.  One 
of  the  purposes  of  the  club  is  to  raise  money  to  help  and 
improve  the  education  of  children  in  the  West  Indies. 
They  believe  that  you  "train  a  child  today  for  a  better  adult 
tomorrow." 

Last  year  the  club  initiated  a  plan  to  help  rural  schools 
in  Jamaica  with  teaching  aids  and  other  needs.  Part  of  the 
plan  was  to  focus  on  children  who  intended  to  migrate  to 
the  United  States. 

Joyce,  as  former  vice-president  of  the  PTA  at  Winthrop 
Junior  High  School,  observed  the  problem  of  West  Indian 
children,  and  through  contacts  with  friends  she  realized 
that  other  high  schools  found  it  necessary  to  bring  these 
children  up  to  grade  level  through  extra  classes.  The  best 
course  of  action,  she  thought,  would  be  to  help  while  in 
school  in  Jamaica.  They  would  then  be  prepared 
academically  to  face  the  cultural  changes  and  adjustments 
in  the  United  States  and  to  mainstream  into  U.S.  high 
schools. 

In  Jamaica,  overcrowding  and  lack  of  school  supplies  as 
well  as  lack  of  clothing  and  poor  nutrition  were  the 
greatest  problems.  The  Caribco  Social  Club  has  been 
gathering  supplies  and  raising  funds  to  help  fulfill  these 
needs. 

In  April  1987  they  presented  TVs,  computers,  books, 
instruments  and  money  for  implementation  to  twelve 


schools  and  two  hospitals.  Witnessing  the  presentation 
were  Dr.  S.  Beaumont,  Deputy  Speaker  of  the  House, 
representatives  from  the  Ministry  of  Education,  Mr. 
Graham  and  Mr.  Innis,  and  Claire  Powell,  the  Bonair 
Travel  Service,  Mayor  Dearn  Peart,  Inspector  S.B.  Wilson, 
and  the  principals  of  the  schools  involved.  The  goal  of  the 
club  is  to  set  up  a  pilot  program  in  all  of  the  fourteen 
parishes.  This  is  a  tremendous  on-going  task  but  the  club 
perseveres,  organizing  social  events  and  drives  to  raise 
funds. 

They  are  encouraged  by  warm  and  well-written  letters 
of  thanks  from  some  of  the  children  whose  schools  have 
received  their  help. 

Joyce's  shared  background  gives  her  a  special  understand- 
ing of  the  Jamaican  children  and  a  special  dedication  to 
the  duty  she  feels  to  help  them.  Joyce  was  born  in  Jamaica 
and  received  her  early  education  at  Glavilla  high  school. 
She  migrated  to  England  and  began  a  career  in  social 
work.  Later  she  entered  the  nursing  profession,  then  came 
to  the  United  States  with  her  husband  Collin  Powell.  Here 
she  became  a  registered  nurse,  gained  her  B.S.  degree  at  St. 
Joseph's  and  her  M.S.  degree  at  C.W.  Post  University.  The 
Powells  have  five  children  and  five  grandchildren.  Joyce 
may  be  reached  at  (718)  284-7037.

We  do,  to  be  sure,  live  in  a  country  that  calls  itself 
Christian  and  our  public  officials  invoke  the  deity  often 
enough.  Our  coins  are  even  inscribed  "In  God  We  Trust." 
But  these  are  not  reliable  indications  thai  everything  that 
is  legal  or  commonplace  in  our  land  is  right  foi  the 
Christian.  In  the  final  analysis,  forming  one's  conscience 
correctly  can  be  a  painful  and  lonely  process.  This  is 
particularly  true  in  our  own  time  when  we  do  not  always 
receive  the  kindol  guidance  and  inspiration  we  need  from 
other  Christians,  other  Catholics,  the  members  of  our 
family,  and,  sad  to  say,  from  the  clergy  and  the  religious. 

The  Gospels  tell  us  that  we  must  be  willing  to  take  up 
our  cross  and  follow  Him.  Surely,  part  ol  that  cross  means 


making  those  painful  decisions  of  conscience  thai  affect 
our  life  and  the  lives  ol  others.  Today  we  ask  lot  the  grace 
to  make  those  decisions  intelligently,  honestly  and 
t  ourageousr) . 

In  receni  years  we  have  heard  much  about  the  need  to 
relate  and  to  engage  the  world.  M\  lilt  as  a  priest  is 
dedicated  to  thai  end.  I  know,  however,  thai  main 
casualties  have  fallen  b\  the  wayside  because  they 
attempted  to  relate  out  ol  weakness  i.uhei  than  strength, 
from  compromise  rather  than  from  conviction  and  from  a 
need  to  be  accepted  rathei  than  from  a  genuine  desire  to 
give.  Today  we  pra>  foi  ( onvic  tion  and  courage  in  leading 
our  lives  as  followers  of  Christ.

Katherine  Arlotti  Castucci  '49  is  a  civic  activist.  She 
believes  that  it  is  her  duty  to  become  involved  in  the  civic 
affairs  of  her  city  of  West  Covina,  California.  The  City 
Council  has  asked  her  to  serve  on  a  Blue  Ribbon  Citizens 
Committee  which  meets  twice  monthly,  with  a  goal  of 
ranking  city  needs  in  order  to  deal  with  the  shortfall  of 
monies  resulting  from  Federal  and  State  withdrawals. 

Katherine  has  also  been  asked  to  serve  as  an  interviewer 
to  make  up  the  new  Fire  Department  list.  She  spends  four 
hours  a  week  on  volunteer  duty  at  the  Police  Department. 
Both  she  and  her  husband,  Joe,  attend  two  Council 
meetings  and  two  Planning  Department  meetings 
monthly.  At  the  request  of  a  council  member,  they  have 
joined  in  a  protest  that  should  reduce  and  control  some  of 
the  waste  from  energy  plants  and  thus  improve  air  quality. 
Both  are  active  in  city  politics. 

One  of  West  Covina's  biggest  problems,  about  which 
Katherine  is  particularly  vocal,  resembles  some  of  the 
situations  familiar  to  New  York  City  residents.  A  re- 
development plan,  the  Atrium  Project,  called  for  the 
razing  of  71  business  sites  in  order  to  provide  an  area  for 
ambitious  new  building  projects  -  a  twelve  story,  300  room 
hotel,  large  office  buildings,  shops,  parking  facilities  and 
restaurants.  The  old  buildings  were  demolished,  the 
developer  went  bankrupt  and  the  city  has  had  on  its  hands 
an  eyesore  and  a  tax  loss  for  the  last  six  years.  Katherine  is 
devoting  much  of  her  energy  to  the  solution  of  this 
problem. 

Katherine  Arlotti,  a  Chem  major  at  St.  Joseph's,  moved 
to  West  Covina  in  1953  where  she  worked  as  a  Medical 
Laboratory  Technologist  in  several  hospital  laboratories 
and  in  the  Los  Angeles  County  Hospital  System.  She  rose 
to  the  rank  of  Assistant  Supervisor  of  Microbiology  and 
retired  from  the  LA  County  System  in  1974.  She  joined  the 
City  of  Hope  as  Microbiology  Supervisor  and  was  with 
them  until  1980  when  she  opted  for  working  part  time 
only.  In  1975,  Katherine  was  married  to  Joseph  Castucci, 
with  whom  she  grew  up  in  Brooklyn.  Both  have  retired 
and  now  have  a  busy  life  active  in  civic  affairs  and  in  the 
enjoyment  of  "this  land  of  sunshine."

Sr.  Maria  Fidelis  Burdick,  CSJ  '50 


Sr.  Maria  Fidelis  Burdick,  CSJ  '50,  who  died  last  June 
10th  at  St.  Francis  Hospital  in  Roslyn,  was  a  talented 
artist,  designer  and  musician.  She  served  on  the  liturgical 
commissions  of  hoth  the  Brooklyn  and  Rockville  Center 
Dioceses,  and  the  Brooklyn  Diocesan  Commission  of  Art 
and  Architecture. 

Maria  Burdick  attended  St.  Anselm's  School,  Fontbonne 
Hall  and  St.  Joseph's  College  (1946-48).  She  received  a 
Fine  Arts  degree  from  the  College  of  Mt.  St.  Vincent  in 
1950  and  entered  the  St.  Joseph's  novitiate  the  following 
September. 

After  three  years  of  teaching  combined  with  instruction 
in  Music  at  St.  Angela  Hall,  Holy  Child  Academy  and 
Sacred  Heart  Academy  in  Hempstead,  Sister  was  assigned 
to  Queen  of  All  Saints  High  School  in  1955.  The 
following  year  she  joined  the  faculty  of  Mary  Louis 
Academy  where  she  remained  as  chairman  of  the  Art 
Department  until  1973.  During  this  time  she  studied  for  a 
Master  of  Fine  Arts  degree  from  Catholic  University  of 
America  with  a  Minor  in  Music,  which  she  received  in 
1962.  In  1973,  she  took  up  residence  in  the  motherhouse  in 
Brentwood  and  was  Director  of  Development  and  Art 
Instructor  of  St.  Joseph's  College,  Brentwood,  from  1973 
to  1975.  In  1975,  Sister  Mary  Fidelis  established  the  C.S.J. 
Design  Service  through  which  she  acted  as  consultant  for 
the  Congregation,  parishes,  and  other  groups  who  sought 
her  services. 

Sr.  Maria  Fidelis  was  a  member  of  the  International 
Commission  on  English  in  the  Liturgy  and  was  responsi- 
ble for  the  layout  and  design  of  the  Roman  Pontifical,  the 
liturgical  text  used  by  bishops  throughout  the  world, 
which  was  published  in  1978  at  the  Vatican  -  as  well  as 
many  other  texts. 

Sister's  services  from  1968  to  1979  on  the  Brooklyn 
Diocesan  Commission  of  Art  and  Architecture  involved 
her  in  the  renovation  of  many  churches  including  St. 
N icholas  of  Tolentine,  Jamaica,  St.  Peter  Claver  and  Holy 
Name,  Brooklyn;  Our  Lady  of  the  Cenacle,  Richmond 
Hill  and  Our  Lady  of  Mercy,  Brownsville.  She  recently 
redesigned  the  Sacred  Heart  Chapel  at  which  her  Mass  of 
Christian  Burial  was  celebrated.  In   1982,  Sister  Maria

Sr.  Dorothy  of  the  Blessed  Sacrament  was  a  social 
worker  for  thirty-six  years  before  she  chose  the  contem- 
plative life.  She  died  in  Arlington,  Texas,  on  May  2nd, 
1987,  following  a  stroke  suffered  the  previous  day.  A  Mass, 
concelebrated  by  nine  priests,  one  from  Fordham 
University,  was  said  on  Tuesday,  May  5th. 

Dorothy  Roeser  was  a  graduate  of  the  Class  of  1931.  In 
1967,  after  a  long  career  in  social  work,  she  entered  the 
Carmelite  order  in  Texas. 

While  working  as  a  caseworker  for  a  variety  of  agencies 
in  New  York,  including  Brooklyn  Catholic  Charities,  and 
as  a  probation  officer  and  supervisor  in  Domestic  Relations 
Court,  Dorothy  continued  her  studies  at  Fordham 
University.  She  earned  her  Master's  degree  and  Social 
Service  Diploma  in  1936.  She  was  assigned  to  Children's 
Court  where  she  worked  with  Marion  Brennan  '32,  and 
was  a  child  welfare  specialist  for  the  National  Catholic 
Welfare  Conference.  Dorothy  was  an  Assistant  Professor 
at  Fordham  University  School  of  Social  Work  and  also 
taught  Social  Case  Work  at  St.  Joseph's  College.  Marion 
Brennan  later  succeeded  her  in  teaching  this  course. 

In  1949,  Dorothy  Roeser  moved  to  Texas  and  became 
Associate  Professor  and  Director  of  Field  Work  at  the 
Worden  School  of  Social  Services,  Our  Lady  of  the  Lake 
University  in  San  Antonio,  Texas.  Other  positions  held  in 
that  city  were  with  the  Bexar  County  Juvenile  Office,  the 
Catholic  Welfare  Bureau  and  a  final  position  in  social 
work  with  the  Outpatient  Clinic,  San  Antonio  State 
Hospital. 

Dorothy  entered  the  Carmel  of  the  Most  Holy  Trinity  in 
1967  and  made  her  profession  in  1969.  At  this  time  she 
made  a  very  generous  donation  to  St.  Joseph's  College. 
Her  Solemn  Profession  was  made  in  1972.  Dorothy 
continued  to  use  her  talents  and  served  as  one  of  four 
counselors  in  assisting  the  prioress.  Sr.  Dorothy  is  survived 
by  her  sister,  Louise  Bender  who  lives  in  Sacramento  and 
by  her  nephew,  Edward  Bender  of  San  Diego.

MUSICALLY 
GIFTED 


Diane  Levine  Gal 


Diane  Levine  Gale,  a  graduate  of  the  class  of  1981  in 
Patchogue,  is  in  the  process  of  completing  her  master's 
degree  in  Music  Education  at  C.W.Post.  She  expects  to 
finish  in  January  1988.  Diane  tells  how  she  became 
interested  in  music. 

As  far  back  as  I  can  remember,  she  writes,  music  has 
been  a  part  of  my  life.  As  a  child,  I  studied  the  flute  and 
piano.  My  mother,  an  elementary  school  teacher,  studied 
the  violin  from  an  early  age.  She  still  takes  music  lessons 
on  viola  and  violin  and  "fiddles"  with  the  piano.  My 
grandmother  was  a  piano  teacher  and  my  aunt  is  a 
professional  cellist  and  piano  teacher. 

I  began  the  serious  study  of  music  at  Suffolk  Community 
College  and  received  an  Associate  Degree  in  Music.  I  sang 
in  the  choir  and  in  a  Chamber  chorus  and  also  played  in 
orchestra  and  band.  It  was  at  this  time  that  I  started  giving 
piano  lessons. 

My  mother  suggested  to  me  that  education  courses  and 
student  teaching  would  give  me  a  better  understanding 
and  background  for  piano  instruction.  So  I  enrolled  at  St. 
Joseph's  for  my  junior  and  senior  year  and  received  a 
bachelor's  degree. 

In  the  master's  program  at  C.W.Post,  my  courses 
included  music  theory,  music  education,  music  history 
and  conducting.  For  my  students,  I  use  a  curriculum 
which  consists  of: 

1.  A  variety  of  music  -  classical,  folk,  popular,  jazz 

2.  Music  theory  and  rhythm 

3.  Music  history 

4.  Style  and  expression  in  performance. 


In  order  to  keep  up  with  current  methods,  I  find  it 
necessary  to  participate  in  piano  workshops.  I  aril 
constantly  adding  to  my  repertoire  and  arranging  current 
pieces  for  different  student  levels. 

In  the  summer  of  1985, 1  started  a  class  for  twelve  gifted 
students  -  an  eight-week  course.  We  studied  many 
theoretical  concepts  such  as  chord  construction,  form,  and 
analysis  of  popular  and  classical  piano  pieces.  The 
students  arranged  music  and  composed  music.  I  still  teach 
this  class  once  a  week. 

Most  of  these  students  play  a  second  instrument.  During 
the  fall  of  1985  while  studying  conducting,  I  decided  to  use 
some  of  the  concepts  that  I  was  learning  with  an  ensemble. 
Those  who  studied  a  second  instrument  volunteered  to  be 
in  the  group.  It  consisted  of  five  clarinets,  four  flutes,  three 
violins,  one  bass  clarinet  and  one  string  bass  violin.  Well, 
there  are  no  compositions  for  such  a  group!  I  arranged 
three  compositions  for  us,  we  practiced  hard  and  then 
performed  at  our  annual  piano  recital.  What  a  success!

Miriam  Beyers,  RN  '85GS 


James  W.  F tannery  '74 


Miriam  Beyers,  RN  '85  GS,  was  recently  interviewed  by 
New  York  Newsday  for  the  work  that  she  has  been  doing 
in  the  Drug  Treatment  Program  at  Coney  Island  Hospital, 
where  she  is  Clinical  Supervisor. 

Ms.  Beyers  works  with  the  chemically  dependent,  many 
of  whom  may  be  HIV  positive.  This  phase  of  nursing  is 
not  popular  and  the  budget  does  not  adequately  cover  the 
needs  of  this  group  of  patients.  The  lack  of  detoxification 
beds  for  drug  addicts  in  this  city  is  deplorable.  New  York 
has  one  of  the  highest  concentrations  of  addicts  in  the 
United  States,  yet  has  only  a  little  over  200  beds,  and  Coney 
Island  Hospital  has  only  eight. 

This  courageous  nurse  also  works  with  AIDS  patients. 
Her  major  concern  is  to  get  adequate  counseling  services 
for  AIDS  victims,  especially  the  drug  users.  Not  enough 
money  is  filtering  down  from  the  available  AIDS  funds  to 
them.  Most  of  it  has  gone  to  the  gay  groups,  which  are 
highly  organized,  politically  powerful,  and  for  the  most 
part  better  educated,  employed,  and  voting.  She  agrees 
with  those  experts,  experienced  with  the  AIDS  population, 
when  they  predict  that  the  number  of  new  cases  will  shift 
to  IV  users,  not  only  because  they  share  needles  but  also 
because  of  their  sexual  activities  to  get  money  for  drugs. 
Transmission  of  AIDS  this  way  is  across  the  board:  those 
infected  by  prostitutes  can  infect  their  spouses  and  the 
whole  family  is  at  risk.  More  detoxification  services  and 
drug  rehabilitation  centers  would  help  to  stop  the  spread 
of  this  epidemic. 

A  graduate  of  the  class  of  1985  General  Studies  Division, 
Miriam  would  like  to  continue  her  studies  in  a  Master's 
program  to  increase  her  knowledge  and  be  better  prepared 
to  meet  the  challenge  of  health  care  in  this  area  of 
increasing  need. 


James  W.  Flannery,  a  member  of  the  first  class  to 
graduate  from  St.  Joseph's  College  in  Brentwood  in  1974, 
was  one  of  fourteen  men  ordained  to  the  permanent 
diaconate  by  Most  Reverend  John  R.  McGann,  Bishop  of 
Rockville  Center  at  St.  Agnes  Cathedral,  on  Saturday,  May 
23,  1987.  This  increased  to  148  the  number  of  deacons 
ministering  to  the  Rockville  Center  Diocese. 

After  four  years  of  study  and  training  at  the  Seminary  of 
the  Immaculate  Conception,  Huntington,  the  candidates 
were  well  prepared  for  ordination.  They  promised 
obedience  and  received  the  deacon's  stole  and  the  Book  of 
the  Gospels  from  Bishop  McGann,  who  then  addressed 
the  candidates,  reviewing  their  role  and  duties  as  deacons. 
The  wives  of  the  newly  ordained  offered  a  promise  of 
support. 

James  Flannery  attended  Holy  Name  School  in  Park 
Slope,  Brooklyn,  and  East  Meadow  High  School,  Long 
Island,  before  enrolling  at  St.  Joseph's  in  Patchogue.  He 
majored  in  Child  Study  and  after  graduation,  he  taught  at 
St.  Bernard's  in  Levittown.  At  present  he  is  Assistant 
Payroll  Coordinator  for  the  Long  Island  Railroad.  He  and 
his  wife,  Marie,  and  daughter,  Kellyanne,  live  in 
Oceanside. 

Jim  has  been  assigned  to  St.  Anthony's  Church  in 
Oceanside,  a  parish  staffed  by  the  Society  of  Jesus.  He  is 
teaching  in  the  Confirmation  Program  and  will  begin 
working  on  the  Annotation  19  Retreat  for  those  interested 
in  making  the  Thirty  Day  Spiritual  Exercises  of  St.

Sister  lsolina  Ferre,  MSBT  '59 

Sister  lsolina  Ferre,  MSBT  '59  doesn't  seem  to  slow 
down.  Although  she  retired  as  director  of  La  Playa  Center 
in  Ponce,  Puerto  Rico  in  1985,  after  a  heart  attack  in  July 
of  that  year,  she  has  just  started,  at  age  72,  a  new  program 
similar  to  her  La  Playa  project  (reported  in  Winter  75-76 
and  80-81  Alumnagrams). 

The  new  program  is  for  the  residents  of  El  Tuque, 
another  sector  of  Ponce,  to  the  west,  where  there  are  10,000 
very  poor  people  who  have  neither  lights  nor  water.  "We 
are  training  leaders  from  El  Tuque  now,"  said  Sister 
lsolina.  "And  I  go  there  myself." 

Ahmad  Kamal,  a  psychology  professor  at  the  University 
of  Puerto  Rico  has  been  La  Playa  Center's  Consultant  for 
the  past  six  years.  He  says  that  "Sister  has  a  basic  principle 
on  which  the  intercessors  operate.  That  principle  is  the 
model  of  Christ.  Everyone  is  equally  in  need  of  salvation. 
Sister  lsolina  makes  a  practical  application  of  purely 
Christian  philosophy  which  one  doesn't  see  very  often. 
Even  if  there  are  no  material  gains,  it  doesn't  matter,  as 
long  as  the  spirit  of  Christian  community  is  maintained."

Mary  Ellen  Dubiel  Freeley  '67,  whose  profile  appeared 
in  Alumnagram  Summer  '86,  has  taken  on  a  new  post.  She 
was  appointed  principal  of  the  newly  named  Maurice  W.

Betty  Humann  Thieme  '37  and  her  husband  E.  Thurston 
Thieme  on  their  41st  wedding  anniversary  last  year. 

Years  ago,  she  accepted  a  scholarship  for  postgraduate 
study.  Now  Betty  Humann  Thieme  '37  wants  to  return  in 
kind.  She  has  offered  to  finance  a  master's  degree  in  Social 
Service  for  an  eligible  1988  graduate,  even  though  the  cost 
today  has  escalated  to  518,000. 

When  Elizabeth  Humann  was  a  senior  at  St.  Joseph's, 
Fathei  Dillon,  then  dean  of  the  college,  asked  her  and  two 
other  seniors  if  they  would  accept  the  threei  scholarships 
which  Bishop  Thomas  E.  Molloy  was  offering  for  a  two- 
year  master's  program  at  Fordham  School  of  Social 
Service.  Social  Service  as  a  vocation  had  never  entered  her 
mind.  Prudently,  Bishop  Molloy  suggested,  as  a  trial, 
enrollment  in  a  summer  course  given  at  Columbia 
University  in  "Family  Service."  On  its  completion,  the 
three  of  them  accepted  the  bishop's  offer.  They  attended 
classes  at  Fordham  on  Monday,  Wednesday  and  Friday, 
and  on  Tuesday  and  Thursday  did  case  work  at  Catholic 
Charities.  Betty  loved  it. 

On  receiving  her  master's  degree,  she  was  offered  a  job  at 
Catholic  Charities  and  trained  as  an  intake  worker  under 
Rosemary  Sheridan  '31,  who  was  supervisor  at  the  time. 
Betty  interviewed  clients,  evaluated  their  problems  and 
referred  them  to  various  agencies  or  in  some  cases  to 
Catholic  Charities  who  worked  through  their  special 
problems.  Eventually  Betty  was  assigned  to  be  in  charge  of 
Catholic  Charities  office  in  Greenpoint,  Williamsburg. 

Then  came  Pearl  Harbor  and  Betty  wanted  to  lake  an 
active  role  to  serve  the  men  caught  in  this  conflict.  She 
applied  to  the  Red  Cross  and  after  training  in  Alabama, 
received  travelling  orders  to  report  to  the  Hotel  St.  George 
in  Brooklyn  to  await  assignment.  On  New  Year's  Eve 
1941,  under  cover  of  darkness,  she  boarded  a  well-filled 
troopship  which  slipped  out  of  the  harbor  to  join  a  convoy 
heading  for  Europe.  The  crossing  took  three  weeks  and 
two  or  three  ships  were  lost  to  enemy  attacks.  Bronchitis 
broke  out  on  board,  felling  many  of  the  men.  Betty 
succumbed  to  a  very  severe  case  soon  after  landing  in 
Bristol,  England.  She  was  taken  to  the  298th  General 
Hospital,  staffed  by  medics  from  the  University  of 
Michigan.  A  young  surgeon.  Dr.  E.  Thurston  Thieme, 
was  responsible  for  pulling  her  through  this  serious 
illness.  Shortly  afterwards,  he  was  reassigned,  and  Betty 
began  work  with  hei  hospital  unit,  which  consisted  of  two 
social  workers,  one  secretary  and  two  recreation  workers 


Guest  Professor 
In  Norway 


Dr.  Anne  Jordheim,   Chairperson  and  Preceptor  in 
Community  Health. 

Dr.  Anne  Jordheim  spent  two  weeks  this  summer  in 
Norway  as  a  guest  professor  at  the  University  of  Tromso.

who  worked  with  doctors  and  surgeons  in  consultation  on 
the  various  cases.  As  they  followed  the  army  in  England 
and  into  France,  the  work  was  sometimes  gruelling  and 
heartbreaking  but  the  satisfaction  in  providing  services 
for  these  men  and  their  families  was  enough  to  alleviate 
the  fatigue  they  often  felt. 

Soon  after  D  Day,  Betty's  unit,  with  a  high  priority  of 
thirty-three  months  of  service,  left  for  home,  and  she  was 
assigned  to  a  hospital  in  Battle  Creek,  Michigan.  Here.  Dr. 
Thieme,  a  resident  of  Ann  Arbor,  caught  up  with  her 
again.  In  1946  they  were  married  in  the  Lady  Chapel  of  St. 
Patrick's  Cathedral,  New  York. 

For  the  full  and  happy  life  she  has  had  Betty  feels 
indebted  to  St.  Joseph's  College  and  the  education,  values 
and  ideals  she  received.  The  opportunity  she  was  given  for 
Social  Service  training  at  Fordham  also  moved  her  to  offer 
the  same  help  to  someone  else.

At  St.  Joseph's  College  Fifth  Annual  Dinner  Dance  last 
October,  Deidre  Jersey  who  graduated  from  thePatchogue 
Campus  in  1985,  made  a  presentation  of  $500,  in  memory 
of  her  father,  to  be  used  in  the  Scholarship  Program.  In  her 
own  words,  Deidre  told  why. 

Twenty-four  years  ago  when  it  was  time  for  me  to  decide 
about  college,  there  was  some  conflict  in  my  home.  My 
parents  worked  three  jobs,  to  see  that  my  sister  and  I 
attended  parochial  school.  But  when  the  issue  of  college 
arose,  my  parents  had  differing  opinions.  My  mother 
knew  the  value  and  would  have  worked  two  jobs  to  see  me 
through.  My  dad,  who  had  to  give  up  his  college  dreams  to 
support  his  mother,  couldn't  see  the  long-term  value  of 
college  for  a  'girl.'  He  believed  I  would  marry  before 
graduation  and  never  complete  or  use  what  I  had  learned. 

Fourteen  years  later,  out  of  boredom,  and  at  the 
encouragement  of  a  friend,  I  started  a  course  at  Suffolk 
County  Community  College's  extension  service  in  Rocky 
Point.  I  was  among  a  growing  number  of  non-traditional 
students.  The  journey  through  school  would  take  many 
years  because  of  my  personal  obligations  to  husband  and 
sons.  We  were  also  a  one-income  family  and  any  tuition 
had  to  be  the  most  reasonable.  After  several  years  I 
transferred  to  Stony  Brook.  The  classes  were  large,  the 
lines  were  long  and  finding  personalized  academic 
attention  was  like  looking  for  that  old  needle. 

A  St.  Joseph's  College  student  told  me  about  the  college. 
She  said  there  was  scholarship  money  available  and  she 
was  certain  I  would  qualify.  I  hesitated  about  applying, 
because  I  knew  at  the  time,  that  without  a  scholarship,  I 
could  never  attend  St.  Joe's.  The  family  budget  couldn't  be 
stretched. 

I  was  awarded  a  Presidential  Scholarship.  As  I  proceeded 
through  classes  of  Milton,  Shakespeare  and  Chaucer,  and 
realized  the  dimensions  of  philosophy  and  psychology, 
my  father,  who  was  dying,  wrote  to  me.  He  said  he  was 
'glad  I  had  gone  to  college.  That  sometimes  people  don't 
always  see  the  whole  picture.  That  he  was  wrong  many 
years  before  and  that  he  was  proud  of  me.'  Well,  I  was 
always  proud  of  him  too.  On  December  12,  1983  I  visited 
the  hospital  and  told  him  I  had  finished  school.  He  died 
the  next  day.

Sixty  Ninth  Annual  Commencement

The  first  of  three  commencement  ceremonies  of  St. 
Joseph's  College  was  held  on  June  3rd  for  the  General 
Studies  Division  of  the  Brooklyn  Campus  when  168 
graduates  received  their  Bachelor  of  Science  degrees. 
Thomas  Kline,  Plant  Manager  of  Pfizer's  Brooklyn  Plant, 
received  an  honorary  degree  of  Doctor  of  Laws  and  then 
delivered  the  baccalaureate  address.  Mr.  Kline  congratu- 
lated the  graduates  on  their  determination  to  succeed.  He 
then  asked  them  to  think  of  two  words  as  they  enter  the 
world  in  which  they  will  work  hard  -  the  words,  love  and 
money.  ".  .  .  if  working  people  really  hope  to  change  the 
world  to  make  it  better,"  he  told  them,  "they  only  have  to 
follow  one  simple  rule  -  and  that  is,  every  day  of  your  life 
to  be  determined  to  share  just  a  little  bit  of  your  money  and 
just  a  little  more  of  your  love,  with  someone  who  needs 
them."  And  "sharing  for  you  starts  right  here  -  with  the 
people  next  to  you,  and  with  the  people  you'll  see  on  the 
street  tomorrow,  with  the  people  of  Brooklyn.  Why  not 
right  now.  .  .  and  perhaps  together  the  working  people  of 
the  world  can  reestablish  this  planet  as  the  most  wonderful 
place  in  the  universe  for  God's  creatures  to  live."  Janet 
Reynolds-Sumner,  an  honors  graduate,  was  valedictorian. 

June  5th  was  Commencement  Day  for  Arts  and  Sciences 
graduates  of  Brooklyn.  At  this  ceremony,  Rev.  Monsignor 
Charles  E.  Diviney,  P.A.,  a  beloved  professor  at  St. 
Joseph's  who  served  as  Chairman  of  the  Theology 
Department  from  1934  to  1959,  was  awarded  the  honorary 
degree  of  Doctor  of  Humane  Letters,  in  recognition  of  his 
life  of  distinguished  service.  Vicar  General  Emeritus  of  the 
Diocese  of  Brooklyn  and  Trustee  Emeritus  of  St.  Joseph's 
College,  Monsignor  Diviney  is  currently  consultant  to  the 
Bishop  and  trustee  of  the  Helen  Keller  Services  to  the 
Blind  and  Angel  Guardian  Home. 

Also  awarded  an  honorary  Doctor  of  Humane  Letters 
degree  was  Sheila  Melia  Pelan,  who  then  addressed  the 
graduates. 


A  graduate  of  St.  Joseph's  College,  Sheila  recalled  her 
commencement  day  35  years  ago,  and  her  career  as  a  social 
worker  with  Angel  Guardian  Home.  She  spoke  of  the 
many  children  and  adults  she  served  who  were  so  in  need 
of  compassion  and  caring.  She  urged  the  graduates  to  be 
caring  "somebodies.  .  .  either  to  work  in  the  helping 
professions  or  to  support  the  work  of  these  professions  by 
volunteering.  .  .  time,  talent  or  resources." 

"Your  talents  are  reflected  in  the  accomplishment  of 
this  day,"  Mrs.  Pelan  told  them.  "Use  them  well. . .  and  use 
them  wisely  by  sharing  them  with  others  along  the  way." 

Sheila  Pelan  began  her  career  at  The  Angel  Guardian 
Home  in  1953  as  a  social  worker,  then  held  various  staff 
and  administrative  posts.  In  1984  she  was  named  the  first 
lay  Executive  Director.  During  her  years  at  Angel  Guardian 
Home,  Sheila  married  and  raised  eight  children  and  also 
earned  the  MSW  degree  from  Fordham  University  School 
of  Social  Work.  She  is  the  1987-88  chairperson  of  Brooklyn 
Agencies  United  Way  Campaign. 

Patricia  Ann  Molloy ,  a  Child  Study  major  who  received 
her  degree  Cum  Laude,  was  valedictorian  for  the  68 
members  of  the  Class  of  '88. 

The  College's  last  commencement  ceremony  was  held 
on  Saturday,  June  4th  at  11:00  A.M.  at  its  Suffolk  Branch 
Campus  in  Patchogue  where  Monsignor  Thomas  J. 
Hartman,  Director  of  Radio  and  Television  of  TeLIcare, 
the  Diocesan  TV  Center  in  Uniondale,  received  the  Doctor 
of  Humane  Letters  Degree.  Then  he  delivered  the 
Commencement  address. 

Monsignor  Hartman 's  professional  and  pastoral  work 
have  been  recognized  by  such  awards  as  the  Emmy  in  1979. 
the  Council  of  Churches  Award  in  1980  and  the  Brother- 
hood Award  from  the  National  Conferene  of  Christians 
and  Jews  in  1984. 

Representing  234  Arts  and  Science  and  74  General 
Studies  graduates  as  valedictorian  was  Christopher  Carroll, 
a  political  science  major,  who  received  his  BA  degree  Cum 
Laude.

The  Christophers  is  an  international  ecumenical 
movement  dedicated  to  promoting  and  acknowledging 
the  efforts  of  individuals  who  are  striving  to  make  the 
world  a  better  place. 

On  March  6th,  1988,  Virginia  Kirby  Brown  70  was  part 
of  a  Christopher  Closeup  Segment  on  the  nationally 
syndicated  half-hour  public  affairs  television  series 
produced  by  The  Christophers.  Virginia,  who  is  co- 
ordinator of  the  marriage  enrichment  program  of  the 
Archdiocese  of  New  York,  and  newlyweds,  Dianne  and 
Jack  Tretton  of  Providence,  RI,  shared  reflections  with 
host  Father  John  Catoir,  the  director  of  The  Christophers. 

Speaking  of  her  work  with  the  New  York  Archdiocese, 
Virginia  says,  "We  wanted  to  develp  a  program  that 
would  help  people  gain  some  insight  into  their  marriage, 
and  also  give  them  some  tools  to  strenghthen  it  so  that 
they  can  have  a  good  marriage  regardless  of  what  realities 
come  crashing  in." 

"Growth  is  a  big  part  of  marriage.  I  think  a  lot  of  people 
marry  with  the  expectation  that  all  of  their  needs  will  be 
fulfilled  by  the  other  person.  But  as  they  grow  together 
and  encounter  other  situations  in  their  life  together,  some 
of  their  emotional  needs  are  satisfied  by  other  people  in 
other  ways.  And  sometimes  that's  confusing  for  a  young 
couple." 

An  additional  perspective  on  marriage  was  offered  by 
Elsie  and  George  Villafuerte  of  Hohokus,  NJ,  who  have 
been  married  for  40  years.  "As  a  young  bride,"  Elsie  said, 
"I  looked  to  George  to  be  everything  that  I  wanted.  It  was 
that  kind  of  love.  But  then  as  a  mother,  love  evolves 
differently.  Somewhere  along  the  line,  over  many  years, 
one  matures  and  changes,  and  you  come  to  realize  that  you 
have  your  own  integrity  and  that  there  are  different  ways 
of  growing." 

"Throughout  a  marriage,  there  are  times  when  you 
think  that  you  are  no  longer  the  person  that  you  started 
out  to  be,  and  you  are  not.  Your  are  growing  up.  What  you 
realize  is  that  your  commitment  to  the  individual  that  you 
love  is  not  something  that  causes  you  to  lose  your  integrity 
and  your  own  needs  for  self-expression." 

Diane  Tretton,  married  four  months  to  Jack,  has 
already  experienced  this  need  to  grow  and  move  forward. 
"It  was  hard  for  me  at  first,"  she  said,  "to  realize  that  Jack 


had  a  mother,  father  and  brother,  as  well  as  my  having 
brothers,  a  sister  and  parents,  and  we  all  had  to  join 
together  as  one  big  family.  At  first  it  was  difficult.  .  .  but 
now  after  only  four  months  it  has  become  something  quite 
lovely." 

"I  felt  that  'to  have  and  to  hold'",  said  Jack  Tretton, 
"meant  that  we  were  two  separate  people  become  one  and 
anything  that  Diane  would  experience  I  would  experience 
with  her,  and  she  would  do  the  same  for  me.  This  was  a 
commitment  that  Diane  and  I  were  making  for  life.  .  .  I 
think  we  drew  a  lot  of  strength  from  our  families.  We 
thought  a  long  time  and  very  hard  about  getting  married 
and  we  made  the  decision  that  we  should  be  in  it  till  death 
do  us  part." 

The  determination  that  comes  with  commitment  is  all 
important  to  a  marriage  says  Virginia  Brown.  "I  have  to 
learn  that  I  don't  act  because  of  how  I  feel.  A  lot  of  times 
people  will  say,  well,  I  don't  feel  like  loving  any  more.  I 
don't  feel  close.  But  sometimes  I  have  to  act  my  way  into  a 
way  of  feeling.  I  have  to  be  loving  to  my  husband  even 
though  I  don't  feel  loving  towards  him  just  then.  And  then 
the  feelings  follow." 

By  their  commitment  to  marrige,  the  Villafuertes,  the 
Trettons  and  the  Browns  are  helping  to  make  the  world  a 
better  place,  says  Father  Catoir,  in  keeping  with  the 
Christopher  motto,  "It  is  better  to  light  one  candle  than  to 
curse  the  darkness." 

Virginia  Kirby  was  a  Sociology  major  at  St.  Joseph's 
College  and  graduated  Magna  Cum  Laude  in  1970. 
Married  at  the  end  of  Junior  year  and  parents  in  1971,  she 
and  her  husband,  George,  designed  a  curriculum  in  1973 
for  a  parenting  course  for  the  Brooklyn  Diocese,  entitled 
"Bringing  Up  Children".  Virginia  continued  to  work  for 
the  Family  Life  Bureau,  teaching,  developing  programs, 
training,  giving  talks  and  workshops  -  all  intended  to 
strengthen  marriage  and  family  relationships. 

In  1981,  the  Browns  moved  to  Westtown  in  Orange 
County,  New  York.  While  working  as  a  consultant  for  the 
Archdiocese  of  New  York,  Virginia  wrote  the  "Powerful 
We"  -  a  four-session  marriage  enrichment  program.  She  is 
currently  looking  for  interested  parishes  to  offer  the  course 
and  for  couples  who  would  like  to  be  trained  to  teach  the 
program.

EXTRAORDINARY 
EDUCATOR 

Eileen  Guerra  Petruzillo  '53,  after  32  years  of  distin- 
guished service  in  the  New  York  City  School  system,  has 
accepted  the  position.of  Headmaster  of  Greenwich  High 
School,  in  Greenwich,  Connecticut.  Dr.  Ernest  Fleischman, 
Superintendent  of  the  Greenwich  school  system  said  that 
Mrs.  Petruzillo  was  chosen  after  a  nation-wide  search.  She 
will  be  the  first  woman  principal  of  the  school. 

In  the  New  York  City  system  Eileen  has  had  remarkable 
success  as  a  school  administrator.  She  was  principal  of 
Jamaica  High  School,  Queens,  in  1985  when  it  was 
honored  as  the  most  outstanding  secondary  school  in  the 
country. 

In  1986  Mrs.  Petruzillo  was  named  by  the  Board  of 
Education  as  Superintendent  of  Instruction.  In  this 
capacity  she  was  deputy  to  Frank  L.  Smith,  head  of  the 
High  School  Division. 

However,  when  Mr.  Smith  left  the  system,  she  was 
"demoted"  to  her  old  rank  as  principal  and  on  four  days 
notice,  assigned  to  one  of  the  toughest  schools  in  the  City. 
"I  was  not  consulted,"  she  said  in  an  interview  with  The 
New  York  Times.  "I  read  about  in  the  papers.  I  didn't  do 
anything  wrong,  and  no  one  told  me  I  did  anything 
wrong."  She  filed  a  suit  against  the  board  contesting  her 
dismissal  as  Superintendent  of  Instruction.  The  State 
Supreme  Court  ruled  that  the  board  had  the  right  to 
remove  her  but  "had  not  handled  the  case  properly."  Her 
superintendent's  salary  was  restored. 

On  February  1st  Mrs.  Petruzillo  took  up  the  challenge 
of  her  new  assignment.  Park  West  High  School,  on  50th 
Street  and  Tenth  Avenue,  was  noted  for  disorder  and 
violence.  In  January  officials  from  the  New  York  State 
Education  Department  had  fled  the  school  during  an 
inspection  because  of  the  "chaos"  there,  including  the 
stabbing  of  one  student  by  another  just  outside  the  school. 

On  her  first  day  at  Park  West,  and  every  morning  for  the 
first  two  weeks,  Mrs.  Petruzillo  stood  at  the  big  steel 
entrance  doors  to  greet  the  entering  students.  "I  told  them 
they  were  the  slouchiest,  rudest  and  latest  bunch  of  kids, 
who  slammed  doors  and  used  language  that  offended  me," 
she  recalls. 

Her  attitude  evoked  an  immediate  response.  "She's  not 
the  type  of  person  who  feels  so  elite  she  won't  talk  to  the 
students,"  said  Lamont  Wilson,  18,  Senior  Class  President. 
"Just  her  presence  alone  intimidates  students  to  go  to 
class.  She  is  very  visible  and  very  accessible." 

In  a  practical  yet  symbolic  move,  she  banned  Walkman- 
type  headsets  and  the  wearing  of  caps  in  class  and  in  the 
halls.  Noting  that  there  were  three  teachers  in  charge  of 
student  activities,  but  no  activities,  she  urged  the  students 
to  draft  a  constitution  and  form  the  school's  first  student 
government.  "I  want  the  students  to  feel  they  have  some 
say, "she  says. 

As  a  way  for  the  student's  to  get  to  know  her,  she  has 
visited  the  school's  English  classes  and  has  met  separately 
with  all  the  seniors  and  all  the  juniors.  Some  teachers  who 
were  doing  administrative  work  instead  of  teaching  were 
dispatched  to  hall  patrol  in  order  to  encourage  students  to 
attend  classes  instead  of  loitering. 

Eileen  worked  to  revitalize  the  teachers,  most  of  whom 
she  found  very  competent  but  either  demoralized  or 
overwhelmed  trying  to  keep  the  peace.  She  reduced  the 
teaching  load  of  English,  Math,  Science  and  Social 
Studies  teachers  from  five  periods  a  day  to  four,  and

instituted  coaching  periods  conducted  by  teachers  in  lieu 
of  the  fifth  teaching  period.  Students  who  are  doing 
poorly  are  asssigned  to  these  small  tutorials  for  extra  help. 
Already,  many  have  upgraded  their  marks. 

The  state  officials  who  had  fled  the  "chaos"  in  January 
returned  to  Park  West  some  months  later  and  found  it 
greatly  improved.  "We  see  education  going  on  in  many 
classrooms,"  said  one  of  the  inspectors.  "I  walked  the  halls 
and  didn't  find  anyone  wandering  around.  That  is  a 
pleasant  surprise.  The  city  needs  more  principals  like 
Eileen  Petruzillo.  She  has  done  an  incredible  job  in  a  very 
short  period  of  time." 

Tensions  still  exist  at  Park  West  High  and  incidents  can 
create  explosive  situations.  Before  the  spring  break  a 
student  was  arrested  for  cracking  another  student's  skull 
with  a  hammer  at  a  nearby  subway  station.  The  victim  was 
transferred  to  another  school,  the  perpetrator  sent  back  to 
Park  West,  his  hearing  postponed  by  the  Board  of 
Education  hearing  officer.  "How  can  I  have  a  victim 
transferred  and  perpetrator  back?"  Mrs.  Petruzillo  pleaded 
over  the  phone  with  a  board  official.  "If  he's  back  we'll 
have  a  riot." 

Although  she  has  received  some  support  from  the  Board 
of  Education,  the  principal  feels  that  it  is  has  not  been  all 
she  needs.  On  the  positive  side,  no  additional  students 
have  been  placed  in  the  school  since  February,  and  a  new 
head  of  security  has  been  installed.  On  the  other  hand,  the 
Manhattan  Superintendent  of  Schools  has  refused  to 
transfer  three  assistant  principals  who  she  believes  want  to 
undermine  her  efforts,  out  of  loyalty  to  the  former 
principal. 

The  majority  of  the  teachers,  however,  support  her. 
"Without  a  doubt  the  sentiment  is  that  we  would  like  her 
to  stay,"  says  Neil  Remland,  chairman  of  the  school 
chapter  of  the  United  Federation  of  Teachers. 

She  has  received  praise  from  officials  in  high  places. 
The  United  States  Secretary  of  Education,  William  Bennett, 
calls  her  "an  exemplary  principal"  who  has  "transformed" 
Park  West  High  School.  Robert  F.  Wagner,  Jr.,  President 
of  the  New  York  City  Board  of  Education,  regards  her  as 
and  "extraordinary"  principal  and  would  like  her  to  stay 
with  the  city  system.  We  have  already  quoted  the  inspectors 
from  the  New  York  State  Department  of  Education  who 
had  first-hand  experience  of  the  turnaround  in  Park  West 
High  School,  "an  incredible  job."  But  the  praise  that  is

Esther  Raffalli 


On  April  9,  1988,  Mrs.  Esther  Raffalli,  well-loved  and 
revered  professor  emerita  of  Spanish,  died  after  a  long 
illness,  at  the  age  of  91. 

Mrs.  Raffalli  taught  at  St.  Elizabeth's  College,  Convent 
Station,  New  Jersey,  before  coming  to  St.  Joseph's  College 
in  1925.  She  remained  with  us  until  1930,  then  left  in  order 
to  devote  herself  to  her  family. 

In  194 1 ,  Mrs.  Rafalli  returned  to  St.  Joseph's  as  Professor 
of  Spanish.  Her  areas  of  specialization  included  Spanish 
grammar,  conversational  and  commercial  Spanish,  the 
literature  of  Spain  and  Latin  America  and  the  Golden  Age 
of  Spanish  Literature.  For  many  years  she  served  as 
Chairperson  of  the  Language  Department,  responding  to 
the  changing  needs  and  encouraging  younger  faculty.  She 
retired  as  Professor  Emerita  in  1971. 

For  some  years  she  continued  to  live  on  Clinton  Avenue, 
always  a  spry,  beautifully  dressed,  gracious  lady.  During 
her  last  years  she  suffered  from  a  crippling  condition 
whic  h  necessitated  her  removal  to  Madonna  Residence  on 
Prospect  Park  West. 

Sister  John  Baptist  Hull,  Professor  Emerita  of  Speech 
and  former  Dean  of  St.  Joseph's  College  (1956-1969)  gave 
devoted  attention  to  Mrs.  Raffalli  and  intelligent  and 
energetic  management  of  her  affairs  during  her  long 
illness,  for  which  Esther  was  always  grateful. 

On  Friday,  April  22nd,  Father  Richard  Ferris  offered 
Mass  at  the  College  Chapel,  which  was  attended  by  many 
of  her  devotees  who  celebrated  her  long  life  and  dedication 
to  education.  We  rejoice  that  she  is  now  in  the  peace  and 
joy  of  the  Lord. 


Four  of  her  Spanish  students,  as  a  group,  kept  in  touch 
with  one  another  and  with  Professor  Raffalli  throughout 
her  life.  She  followed  their  careers  with  genuine  interest 
and  became  a  part  of  their  lives.  They  always  included 
Senora  Raffalli  in  their  get-togethers  -  dinner  in  a  Spanish 
restaurant,  going  to  Spanish  plays  and  entertaining  in 
their  homes. 

Ann  Oliva  Apollo  writes  of  Mrs.  Raffalli's  marvelous 
philosophical  outlook  on  life,  her  zeal  and  energy,  her 
exuberant  affection  for  her  subject  matter,  which  she 
passed  on  to  her  students.  "Senora  encouraged  us  to 
adhere  to  a  definite,  clear-cut  purpose  and  goal  in  life.  .  . 
she  inspired  us  to  cultivate  patience  and  cheerfulness." 
Florence  Sergio  O'Connor  remembers  her  as  very 
demanding  of  her  students.  She  recalls,  too,  that  Professor 
Raffalli  volunteered  her  services  to  coach  the  Spanish 
group  when  they  put  on  Spanish  plays  once  a  year  for  Pan 
American  Day.  "It  is  thanks  to  her,"  continues  Florence 
"that  I  am  earning  a  living  today  as  a  translator  for  the 
U.S.  Department  of  Justice." 

Gloria  Lopez  Bruchini  recalls  her  animated  lectures 
which  were  an  inspiration.  "She  enriched  the  class  with 
anecdotes  of  her  personal  experiences  as  a  student  in  the 
Sorbonne  and  other  European  universities. . .  The  dramas 
of  Spain's  Golden  Age  of  Literature  came  alive  for  us  in 
her  classes."  Margie  Catalano  Grasso,  a  French  major, 
took  Spanish  as  a  second  language  and  writes  that  Senora 
Raffalli  imbued  in  her  students  a  love  of  the  language, 
literature  and  culture  of  Spain  and  the  Spanish  people.

Nina  and  Anthony  went  on  to  graduate  study  in  the 
Roswell  Park  Memorial  Institute  in  Buffalo,  New  York, 
earning  Master's  degrees  in  Natural  Sciences  from  SUNY 
in  August  1978.  With  doctoral  fellowships  they  continued 
their  parallel  studies,  Anthony  in  the  field  of  Pharma- 
cology and  Nina  in  Molecular  Biology.

Medical  School  and  was  honored  with  acceptance  into  the

EARNS    de Tocqueville    AWARD 


Sister  M.  Isolina  Ferre,  MSBT 


Sr.M.  Isolina  Ferre,  MSBT,  class  of  '59,  was  named  the 
1988  recipient  of  United  Way  of  America's  Alexis  de 
Tocqueville  Society  Award.  This  award  is  named  for  the 
French  philosopher  and  historian  Alexis  de  Tocqueville 
who  visited  the  United  States  in  183 1 .  He  later  wrote  of  his 
admiration  for  Americans  and  their  ability  to  address 
voluntarily  unmet  human  needs. 

The  award  is  presented  annually  to  a  volunteer  with  a 
lifelong  commitment  to  community  service.  The  honor 
was  conferred  at  the  national  Volunteer  Leaders  Con- 
ference in  San  Francisco  last  March. 

"For  nearly  five  decades  Sr.  Isolina  has 
dedicated  her  life  to  a  mission  of 
delinquency  prevention,"  said  William 
Aramony,  president  of  United  Way  of 
America.  "Like  United  Way  volunteers 
nationwide  she  has  effectively  mobilized 
community  support.  Her  model  youth 
programs  have  taught  vocational  skills 
and  instilled  self  confidence.  Rehabili- 
tation through  education,  not  punish- 
ment, has  been  her  goal." 

In  1957,  Sr.  Isolina  began  working  with  black  and 
Puerto  Rican  youth  gangs  and  the  juvenile  justice  system 
at  the  Dr.  William  J.  White  Community  Center  in 
Brooklyn,  New  York.  It  was  the  beginning  of  her  work  in 
delinquency  prevention,  built  on  a  foundation  of 
community  enhancement  and  involvement.  She  served  as 
executive  director  of  the  center  from  1963  to  1968. 

After  10  years  in  Brooklyn,  Sr.  Isolina  returned  home  to 
Ponce,  Puerto  Rico,  as  executive  director  of  the  Dispensario 
San  Antonio,  Inc.  Responding  to  a  community  faced  with 
high  unemployment,  extreme  poverty,  and  the  highest 
delinquency  rate  in  the  city,  she  founded  Youth  and 
Community  Alerted.  The  program  expanded  into  the 


Center  for  Orientation  and  Services  and  later  was  renamed 
Centra  Sister  Isolina  Ferre.  Today  several  centers  exist 
along  with  an  independent  health  center. 

Challenged  by  the  community's  lack  of  educational  and 
employment  opportunities,  Sr.  Isolina  created  alternative 
training  programs  to  teach  vocational  skills.  She  recruited 
local  volunteers  to  work  with  children,  their  parents,  and 
the  community  at  large.  Special  programs  focused  on  the 
disabled,  the  elderly,  pregnant  teens,  and  strengthening 
the  family.  As  a  result,  the  community's  juvenile 
delinquency  rate  dropped  dramatically. 

Born  in  Ponce,  Puerto  Rico,  Sr.  Isolina  was  the  youngest 
child  of  a  wealthy  family.  Influenced  by  her  mother,  she 
learned  compassion  for  the  less  fortunate  at  an  early  age. 
Following  a  decision  made  in  her  teens.a  t  the  age  of  21  she 
entered  the  missionary  Servants  of  the  Most  Blessed 
Trinity  in  Philadelphia,  Pennsylvania. 

After  training,  her  missions  included  work  in  West 
Virginia,  the  Gabo  Verde  Islands,  New  York,  and  Puerto 
Rico.  She  earned  a  master's  degree  in  Sociology  with  a 
specialty  in  Criminology  from  Fordham  University  in 
1961,  and  was  active  in  Puerto  Rican  forum,  civil  rights, 
and  Mayor  John  Lindsay's  "War  Against  Poverty." 

Sr.  Isolina  has  received  the  National  Puerto  Rican 
Coalition  life  Achievement  Award  in  1987,  the  National 
Conference  of  Puerto  Rican  Women's  Woman  of  the  Year 
Award  in  1983,  and  the  John  D.  Rockefeller  Foundation 
Public  Service  Award  for  Community  Revitalization  in 
1980. 

The  United  Way  of  America  is  the  largest  voluntary 
network  in  the  nation  that  helps  to  meet  health  and 
human  needs.  Through  community  campaigns,  funds  are 
raised  and  volunteers  are  sought.  The  United  Way  of 
Puerto  Rico,  headquartered  in  San  Juan,  assists  in  the 
funding  of  Centro  Sister  Isolina  Ferre.

Yvonne  Graham  was  born  in  Bensonton,  a  small  village 
in  the  parish  of  St.  Ann,  Jamaica.  She  is  the  eldest  of  nine 
children,  and  lost  her  father  at  a  very  young  age.  Coming 
from  a  family  that  placed  strong  emphasis  on  the  value  of 
education,  and  the  importance  of  contributing  to  one's 
community,  Yvonne  studied  diligently  and  was  awarded 
the  Jamaica  Independence  scholarship  to  attend  York 
Castle  and  Manchester  High  Schools. 

After  graduating  from  high  school,  Yvonne  enrolled  in 
the  Nursing  School  at  the  University  of  the  West  Indies, 
and  upon  graduation  as  a  Registered  Nurse,  she  was 
appointed  to  the  faculty  of  the  Nursing  School. 

Being  curious,  and  desiring  to  learn  about  other  cul  tures 
in  the  world,  she  worked  for  Air  Jamaica  which  afforded 
her  the  opportunity  to  travel  to  the  United  States,  Latin 
America,  Europe,  and  the  Caribbean. 

In  1978,  Yvonne  emigrated  to  the  United  States  and 
worked  as  a  Critical  Care  Nurse  and  a  Nursing  Care 
Evaluator.  She  enrolled  in  St.  Joseph's  College  in  1980. 
While  at  St.  Joseph's  College,  she  worked  full  time  and 
consistently  made  the  Dean's  List.  Her  interest  in 
community  work  led  her  to  join  forces  with  the  faculty  in 
organizing  a  major  health  conference  entitled  "Health 
and  Caribbean  Immigrants  in  New  York  City:  Context, 
Impact  and  Implications".  From  that  conference  she 
became  involved  in  a  research  project  entitled  "The 
Development  of  a  Framework  For  Health  Care  Advocacy 
on  Behalf  of  Caribbean  Immigrants."  This  project  led  her 
with  twelve  other  colleagues,  to  found  the  Caribbean 
Women's  Health  Association.

As  the  moving  force  and  President  of  the  Caribbean 
Women's  Health  Association,  Yvonne  was  able  to  build 
this  promising  agency  into  an  almost  million  dollar 
operation,  providing  community  services  through  its 
health  advocacy  and  direct  service  programs.  She  is  the 


author  of  many  articles  on  immigrant  health  issues.  Her 
latest  work  is  entitled  "Maternal  Child  Health  Character- 
istics of  the  Caribbean  Population  in  New  York  City." 

With  a  busy  schedule,  Yvonne  still  finds  time  to  serve  as 
a  Community  Health  Consultant  to  agencies  in  the  public 
and  private  sector.  In  addition,  she  serves  on  the  Medgar 
Evers  College  Community  Council,  The  Mayors  Immigra- 
tion Advisory  Committee,  Queens  Perinatal  Advisory 
Council,  and  on  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Brooklyn

Maribeth  Ambrose  Sigal  '68  was  recently  promoted  to 
the  position  of  day  editor  at  The  New  Jersey  Herald,  a 
26,000-circulation  daily  newspaper  serving  Sussex  County. 

Beth,  whose  mother  teaches  at  St.  Aidan's  School  in 
Williston  Park,  is  the  niece  of  Sister  Mary  Joel  CSJ,  Class 
of  '48,  a  former  math  professor  at  the  Brooklyn  campus. 
Another  aunt,  Gloria  Acerno  McKenna  also  graduated 
from  St.  Joe's,  as  did  Beth's  two  sisters,  Deborah  Ambrose 
Ripperger  70  and  Meg  Ambrose  Preller  '72,  and  a  cousin, 
Mary  Pat  Acerno  Bostwick  '75 

"My  sisters  and  I  were  a  part  of  the  Long  Island 
contingent,"  recalls  Beth.  "There  weren't  too  many  of  us 
commuting  on  the  LIRR  back  then,  so  we  made  up  our 
own  little  social  group.  I  also  managed  to  put  in  lots  of 
study  time  on  the  hour-long  trips  to  and  from  college." 

After  graduating  with  a  degree  in  English  and  Secondary 
Education,  Beth  taught  for  a  year  at  the  newly  opened 
John  F.  Kennedy  High  School  in  Bellmore  before  her 
marriage  to  Richard  Sigal  in  1969.  Son  Josh  was  born  in 
1970  and  daughter  Brynn  arrived  in  1972.  That  same  year 
the  family  moved  to  Sparta,  N.J.,  a  short  commute  to 
neighboring  Morris  County  where  Rich  was  on  the 
faculty  at  County  College  of  Morris. 

When  her  children  were  still  preschoolers,  Beth  began 
substitute  teaching  in  several  of  the  local  high  schools.  "I 
realized  I  would  have  to  return  to  school  myself  to  become 
certified,"  says  Beth.  "I  wasn't  quite  ready  to  make  that 
commitment  in  terms  of  time  and  circumstances.  We  were 
living  almost  an  hour  from  a  graduate  program  and  I 
didn't  feel  I  could  sacrifice  the  time  away  from  my 
family." 

Instead,  she  answered  on  ad  in  the  local  paper  for  a 
part-time  reporting  job  and  was  soon  covering  three 
nightly  meetings  a  week  as  a  "stringer." 
"My  assignments  were  mostly  school  board  meetings, 
planning  boards  and  town  councils,"  says  Beth.  "By  the 
end  of  that  first  year  I  knew  two  things:  the  location  of 
every  school  in  Sussex  County  and  that  I  wanted  to  stay 
with  my  new  career  in  journalism," 

After  spending  two  years  "nightside,"  Beth  took  a 
position  at  another  local  paper  as  a  part-time  feature 
writer.  Within  a  year,  her  beat  expanded  to  include  county 
government,  court  reporting  and  even  press  conferences 
with  the  governor. 


"I  don't  think  I  would  have  had  such  opportunities 
working  for  a  large  paper,"  says  Beth.  "Sometimes  I'd 
have  to  fill  in  for  a  full-time  reporter  on  short  notice  and 
just  do  the  best  I  could.  But  I  began  to  realize  that  even 
with  the  pressure  I  was  enjoying  myself." 

After  a  short  stint  at  another  paper,  Beth  returned  in 
1 982  to  The  New  Jersey  Herald,  where  she  had  started  as  a 
stringer  eight  years  earlier.  The  following  year  she  became 
the  paper's  full-time  general  assignment  reporter.  As  part 
of  her  job,  she  frequently  interviewed  Senators  Bill 
Bradley  and  Frank  Lautenberg  or  profiled  celebrities  such 
as  Celeste  Holm,  Tom  Chapin  or  Mark  Russell. 

Eventually,  Beth  became  editor  of  the  paper's  business 
section  as  well  as  the  weekly  School  Page.  "I've  always 
kept  my  interest  in  education  and  what's  happening  in  the 
schools,"  she  says.  Some  of  my  favorite  assignments  have 
been  interviewing  teachers  or  administrators  on  a 
particular  issue  or  going  into  the  classroom  to  talk  with 
the  students." 

In  1985  Beth  was  given  a  leave  of  absence  from  the  paper 
in  order  to  spend  a  month  in  England  and  France  with  her 
family.  When  she  returned  she  became  the  Herald's 
entertainment  editor,  guiding  the  paper's  FRIDAY  section 
to  a  third-place  finish  at  the  New  Jersey  Press  Association 
competition  in  1986  and  to  a  second-place  award  in  1987. 

Promoted  to  day  editor  late  last  year,  Beth  is  responsible 
for  all  dayside  personnel  and  assists  with  the  daily  layout 
work  and  story  assignments.  The  hardest  part  of  the  job, 
she  says,  is  getting  up  at  5  A.M.  to  work  "deadline,"  i.e. 
editing  front-page  stories  and  seeing  that  the  Herald's 
three  daily  editions  get  off  the  press  on  time. 

Although  her  job  is  more  "organizational"  these  days, 
Beth  hopes  to  one  day  to  return  to  writing. 

"Some  of  my  favorite  classes  at  St.  Joe's,  and  even  in 
high  school,  involved  writing,"  she  says.  "I  can  still 
remember  trying  to  write  'concisely'  for  Sister  Grace 
Maria,  whom  we  English  majors  adored.  Or  getting  all 
those  lesson  plans  done  each  night  for  Sister  John 
Raymond.  I  sometimes  feel  a  little  guilty  not  being  in  the 
classroom  because  she  was  so  infinitely  patient  with  me  as 
a  student  teacher." 

Beth's  husband  has  taught  Sociology  at  a  number  of 
colleges  over  the  past  18  years.  This  fall,  her  son  Josh  will 
be  attending  American  University  as  a  foreign  language  - 
communications  major  while  Beth's  daughter  Brynn  will 
be  a  junior  at  Sparta  High  School.

New  Library  for  Patchogue  Campus 

Growth  of  our  Suffolk  campus  soared  beyond  our 
wildest  expectations  -331%  since  its  opening  in  1979.  With 
the  growth  came  the  need  for  more  classrooms  and  faculty 
facilities,  and  ultimately  the  decision  to  build  a  new 
library. 

There  was  great  excitement  and  a  glow  of  anticipation 
on  the  Patchogue  campus  on  May  9th  as  Sister  George 
Aquin  O'Connor,  President  of  the  college  and  Sister  Jean 
Marie  Amore,  Academic  Dean  of  the  College  of  Arts  and 
Sciences  of  the  Suffolk  campus,  assisted  by  a  group  of 
corporate  and  business  leaders,  took  shovels  in  hand  to 
start  excavation  on  the  site  of  the  new  library.  Patrick 
Halpin,  Suffolk  County  Executive  and  well-known 
advocate  of  higher  education,  addressed  the  group  of 
corporation  heads,  business  leaders,  faculty  and  students 
and  members  of  the  community  who  came  to  share  this 
historic  moment  for  the  college. 

The  proposed  25,000  square  foot  building  will  house 
120,000  volumes  and  300  readers.  The  college's  fully 
integrated  computerized  system,  the  L/S  2000  -  the  only 
one  of  its  kind  on  Long  Island,  will  be  transferred  to  the 
new  building  as  soon  it  as  it  opens  in  the  fall  1989. 

A  capital  campaign.  New  Horizons,  has  been 
launched  to  raise  the  $3.8  million  library,  and  already 
alumni,  faculty  and  friends  are  rallying  in  enthusiastic 
support.

Several  months  ago,  a  picture  of  a  pretty  flight  attendant 
serving  a  beverage  to  a  passenger,  appeared  in  the  Sunday 
edition  of  the  Daily  News.  It  was  none  other  than  Evelyn 
Lattini  '81  a  graduate  of  the  Suffolk  Campus. 

Evelyn  is  with  Eastern  Airlines  based  in  New  York  and 
works  out  out  of  Kennedy  and  La  Guardia  airports.  As 
part  of  the  jet-set  crew,  she  is  responsible  for  the  safety  and 
comfort  of  her  passengers.  This  includes  providing  pillows 
and  blankets  for  those  who  choose  to  relax,  serving  meals 
and  beverages  from  a  270  pound  food  cart  ("quite  a  strain 
on  your  back  and  arms"),  and  handling  complaints  and 
confrontations  of  disgruntled  passengers.  She  is  also 
trained  to  administer  CPR,  fight  fires,  assist  in  childbirth 
and  aid  in  the  handling  of  hijackers.  She  says,  "I'm  a 
nurse,  big  sister,  mother,  psychiatrist  and  listener  - 
anything  the  passenger  needs  me  to  be." 

Evelyn  works  between  15  and  20  days  a  month;  hours 
and  days  off  vary.  She  covers  anywhere  from  two  to  six 
flights  a  day.  Layovers  in  different  cities  range  from  8  to  32 
hours  with  hotel  accomodations  paid.  At  these  stops  she 
enjoys  sightseeing,  shopping  and  meeting  people  in  the 
area. 

On  her  days  off  Evelyn  teaches  aerobics  and  can  often  be 
seen  pedaling  her  bicycle  around  her  home  area.  These 
exercises  keep  her  in  good  physical  condition,  enabling 
her  to  handle  the  stress  of  her  job. 

Evelyn  recommends  her  job  to  any  single  girl  who  has 
the  desire  and  the  stamina  that  is  needed  to  travel  and  to 
deal  with  people.  "I  have  taken  the  opportunity  to  travel 
all  over  the  United  States  and  Europe,  and  have  even  taken 
my  parents  to  Hawaii,"  Evelyn  writes.  "I  also  shuttle  with 
them  to  Boston  for  lobster  dinner.  This  has  been  a  golden 
opportunity  that  I  will  always  look  back  on  with  joy." 

To  qualify  as  a  Flight  Attendant.  Evelyn  endured  three 
interviews  and  a  physical  examination.  The  first  interview 
was  held  at  Kennedy  Airport  for  thirty  young  men  and 
women  of  whom,  they  said,  only  one  would  be  chosen  for 
a  second  interview.  Thirty  days  passed  before  Evelyn 
received  a  letter  summoning  her  to  Miami,  Florida,  for  a

second  interview,  went  into  the  final  interview  and  finally 
the  physical  -  then  back  to  New  York  the  same  day.  Two 
weeks  later  Evelyn  was  informed  that  she  had  been  chosen 
for  a  Flight  Attendant  class,  and  so  it  was  that  she  began 
her  new  career  in  January  1984.  "We  were  told  at  our  Wing 
Ceremony  that  we  were  chosen  1  in  20,000,  so  you  can 
understand,  a  little  better,  the  pressures  of  the  selective 
process."

EAST    BERLIN 


This  Spring,  Sr.  Ann  McCarthy,  CSJ,  '65,  had  the 
opportunity  to  travel  to  the  Federal  Republic  of  Germany 
as  a  participant  in  a  German  Culture  and  History 
program.  Sr.  Ann  was  one  of  twenty-five  high  school 
principals  and  assistant  superintendents  chosen  for  the 
week  long  program.  Sponsored  by  the  New  York  State 
Education  Department's  Center  for  Multinational  and 
Comparative  Education,  in  cooperation  with  the  Bureau 
of  Foreign  Language  Education,  the  scholarships  included 
all  travel,  lodging,  meals,  cultural  study  and  meeting 
expenses.  This  was  funded  by  the  Friedrich-Neumann 
Foundation,  through  the  Goethe  House  and  the  Federal 
Republic  of  Germany. 

During  the  week  she  spent  in  West  Berlin,  Sr.  Ann  had 
the  opportunity  to  immerse  herself  in  the  daily  life  of  the 
German  people.  With  another  member  of  the  visiting 
team,  she  visited  museums,  the  opera,  government  offices, 
and  schools  and  businesses  that  train  students  for  future 
employment.  Two  such  places  were  the  telephone 
company  and  an  automobile  factory.  She  was  even  able  to 
spend  an  afternoon  in  the  home  of  one  German  family.

In 
the  "Old  Town"  they  visited  the  ruins  of  the  oldest 
synagogue  and  the  site  of  an  old-age  home,  which  had 
served  as  the  point  of  embarkation  for  children  and  old 
people  destined  for  the  gas  chambers.  A  walk  down  the 
main  thoroughfare,  Boulevard  of  Linden  Trees,  served  to 
highlight  the  problems  of  East  Berliners:  large  stores

showcasing  consumer  goods,  but  not  stocking  them;  a 
large,  modern  avenue  ending  at  the  Brandenberg  Gate, 
and  the  limited  personal  travel  and  obvious  danger 
surrounding  East  to  West  Berlin  movement. 

"The  Germans  are  great  admirers  of  Americans,"  said 
Sr.  Ann,  "and  most  speak  some  English,  since  it  is  a 
required  second  language.  The  trip  was  enriching  and 
rewarding  and  I  am  looking  forward  to  being  able  to  share 
my  impressions  with  the  Kearney  girls  in  their  social 
studies  classes  next  year." 

Sr.  Ann,  Principal  of  Bishop  Kearney  High  School,  in 
the  Bensonhurst  section  of  Brooklyn,  graduated  from  St. 
Joseph's  College  in  1965,  with  a  degree  in  history.

Nancy  Monti  predicts  that  1988  will  be  a  difficult  year, 
for  the  Newark  Archdiocese  will  have  to  deal  with 
homelessness.  not  only  providing  shelter  but  arranging 
for  schools,  day  care  and  jobs.  "We  also  have  to  build  ego 
and  self-confidence,  or  problems  will  carry  into  the  next 
generation,"  she  says.  She  exudes  confidence  that, 
committed  to  the  same  goals,  she  and  the  staff  of  CCS  will 
succeed.
